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IN THE WIND 


Despite rumors to the contrary, officials 
at both Yamaha and Chaparral have 
denied that four-time AMA Supercross 
Champion and former 250cc National 
MX Champion Jeremy McGrath has 
inked a contract for the 1998 season. It is 
known that McGrath has tested a Yama- 
ha and that the signing is imminent. If 
signed, it is likely that McGrath will be 
teamed with Jimmy Button, who will 
return to the team. Reports also indicate 
that the team will be sponsored by 
Home Depot. 


Doug Lampkin (Bet) took the Observed 
Trials World Championship with a pair 
of second-place finishes in Nepomuk, 
Czech Republic, on August 30-31, after 
an amazingly consistent season that 
saw him take 12 victories and finish on 
the podium at every round, finishing 
third only one time. Spanish rider and 
now former World Champion Marc 
Colomer (Mon) took the double win, 
but finished second in the champi- 
onship, simply unable to match the 
British rider's brilliant form over the 
course of the season. Third in the series 
standings was taken by Kenichi 
Kuroyama (Bet). Lampkin finished off 
the season with 323 points to Colomer's 
276 and Kuroyama's 198. 


Dave Sadowski rode his Muzzy Raptor 
to victories in both legs of the NASB 
Formula USA event at Pocono Interna- 
tional Raceway in Long Pond, Pennsyl- 
vania, on August 31. Sadowski topped 
Jason Fraser (Hon) and Grant Lopez 
(Suz) in the first leg before beating Tray 
Batey (Suz) and Lopez in the second 
race. Sadowski also won the EBC Brakes 
Sportbike class over Eric Wood and 
Jason Fraser. 


Dirt tracker Kevin Atherton called the 
Cycle News offices on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 2, to make sure that we knew the 
Harley-Davidson he rode to victory in 
Monday's rain-delayed running of the 
second Springfield Mile was a 
"twingle." "I want 'em all to know that I 
whipped their ass on a twingle," Ather- 
ton said. "That's the reason I rode it. I 
wanted to show that I could beat 'em on 
a mile with it." 


Sears Point Raceway in Sonoma, Cali- 
fornia, will host the fifth round of the 
1998 AMA/MBNA Superbike National 
Championship, according to an 
announcement made at Sears Point on 
Sunday, August 31. The race will be 
held on May 1-3, the weekend after 
round four at Willow Springs Raceway 
in Rosamond, California, and two weeks 
after the third round of the series at 
Laguna Seca Raceway in Monterey, Cal- 
ifornia. The series calendar now looks 
like this: Round 1: Phoenix, Arizona - 
February 13-15; Round 2: Daytona 
Beach, Florida - March 4-8; Round 3:

Veteran road racer Randy Renfrow 
underwent surgery to repair his broken 
left tibia (lower leg) on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 2, at the Sonoma Valley Hospital 
in Sonoma, California. The 41-year-old 
Renfrow was injured in the AMA 250cc 
Grand Prix final at Sears Point Raceway 
on August 31 when he crashed with 
Roland Sands in one of the faster sec- 
tions of the track. In addition to the bro- 


ken leg, Renfrow also suffered a broken · 


right shoulder, a broken left ankle and a 
slight concussion. He also suffered dam- 
age to both knees that will require 


surgery. According to those who 


watched video replays of the incident, 
Renfrow was struck from behind by 


Sands. "I'm not 100 percent sure, but : 


I'm 95 percent sure that he (Sands) ran 
into me," Renfrow said from the hospi- 
tal on Tuesday, September 2. "He's run 
into me before, at Mid-Ohio, and he 
came to apologize. But all he says is, 
"Dude, that was the only way I could get 
by.' That doesn't really cut it. As far as 
I’m concerned, if he did run into me, һе 
shouldn't be racing." Renfrow expects

Yamaha deal passed with no agreement from the dominant Australian. 

^We had the budget and everything Mick asked for. But we had a time limit," said 
Wayne Rainey, speaking from his Monterey, California, home on Monday, September 1. 

Doohan had been tight-lipped at Brno, saying only that he had not yet decided 
which team he would ride for in 1998. Many hoped he would make the switch to 
Yamaha, to revive interest in a 500cc class which he utterly dominates on the Honda. 

The offer from Rainey was one option. Team Suzuki has also made him a big-money 
offer to switch. "The ball is in Mick's court,” said team manager Garry Taylor in Brno. 

Honda appears to have been. slow to meet Doohan's requirements - one possible 
reason being that it also has John Kocinski signed up for next year, possibly to switch 
from his current superbike saddle to the 500cc class. 

However, with Honda the dominant machine in the class, it is thought that Doohan 
would probably prefer to stay there, as he continues to rack up records of race and 
championship wins that bring him ever closer to the all-time class hero Giacomo Agos- 


tini. 


"It's a pity Mick didn't agree to terms,” Rainey said. “We had everything available 
that he'd asked for - but only for a limited time. I have other plans for next year, and I 
hope to announce what they will be at the next GP at Catalunya." 

Doohan has flirted with Rainey Yamaha for the previous two years as well - but 
cynics believe it is just a way for him to increase his fee to stay with Honda.

Joel Smets will most definitely ride in 
the Motocross des Nations for host team 
Belgium.

[ onship with his 3-1 moto score at the last round of the series іп Leirop, Holland, on 

August 31. 

Chiodi topped title rival Sandro Puzar by 40 points in the championship, 378-338. 
Puzar had hounded Chiodi throughout the season but scored fifth in moto one and did 
not finish moto two, allowing Chiodi to cruise to the title. 

"It's what I have dreamed about," Chiodi said. "Winning has been possible in the 
past, but here it has happened." 

Claudio Federici had an excellent first moto, taking the win in front of Marcel van 
Drunen, Chiodi, Oscar Vrohmans and Puzar. In the second moto, behind winner Chio- 
di came Heikki van den Berg and Van Drunen. James Dobb and Brian Jorgensen 
rounded out the top five. 

Puzar had hoped to take his third World Championship and said, "Yes, of course (I 


am disappointed), but it was always going to be hard here. Chiodi was very fast this 


year. I cannot fault him." 

First-moto winner Federici was third in the championship on 251 points. 

In the already-decided 250cc World Motocross Championship, new World Champi- 
on Stefan Everts blasted to a 1-1 overall win as the series visited Roggenburg, Switzer- 
land, on August 31, the penultimate round of the 15-round series. It was Everts' ninth 
overall win of the season and his win total now equals the number his famous father 
Harry tallied in 1981, as well as bringing him within one win of tying Sebastien Tortel- 


li's 10-race record set in last year's 125cc championship. 
: "Its what I'll be going for in Germany next week,” Everts said. "I have a lot still to 
do this year and winning 10 overalls is one of them." | 
Everts' wins were impressive to say the least. In fact, in the second moto he was in 
such a dominant mood that he was cruising to an easy win when his mind drifted. "I 
had a little crash and Marnicq (Bervoets) nearly caught me.

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MV Agusta lives 

It’s confirmed! As exclusively previewed in this column last month, Cagiva boss 
Claudio Castiglioni has indeed decided to relaunch the legendary MV Agusta 
motorcycle marque that he acquired back in 1991 and has kept in cold storage ever 
since. After the 20-year absence of Italy’s most historic name from the motorcycle 
scene, the winner of 38 World Championship GP rider titles and 37 manufacturer’s 
world crowns, Cagiva’s new four-cylinder superbike, the F4, will be badged as an 
MV Agusta when it’s launched at the Milan Show, which opens on September 15. 
And as proof, here’s a copy of the official factory drawing of the new bike, which is 
set to be unveiled in a preshow presentation - possibly at the Monza race track - by 
former MV Agusta multitime World Champion Giacomo Agostini. 

Originally conceived back in 1989 as a spinoff from the Castiglioni brothers’ 
friendship with Enzo Ferrari's son Piero, the MV Agusta F4 will have seen many 
changes in its specifications before it enters production in Cagiva’s new Cassinetta 
factory next spring. Ferrari’s original involvement in producing the ultracompact, 
Marelli fuel-injected, DOHC in-line four-cylinder engine was limited to the cylin- 
der-head design, which, however, still retains the 16-valve radial format originally 
chosen by Ferrari Engineering that reflected the Italian company’s Formula One 
race-car-engine layout of the time. Variable valve timing was experimented with, 
then dropped, and а five-valve-per-cylinder version, as used in mid-'90s Ferrari 
Formula One motors, was also consid- 
ered, but never put into metal. 

At one time, the engine ran with the 
cylinder head reversed (EFI trumpets fac- 
ing forward for a ram-air effect), but that 
layout was only considered until the 
importance of airboxes became apparent, 
at which point the flipped-head idea was 
rejected because of the difficulty of 
installing an airbox in front of the engine. 

At the same time, a staggered-bore 
layout to produce an even more compact 
engine design (effectively a narrow-angle 
V-four) was also scrapped, while just last 
year the original dry-sump design was 
converted to the wet-sump form in which 
it will enter production. 

The F4's central cam chain is the only 
clue that betrays its strung-out develop- 
ment cycle, but in every other way this is 
a benchmark four-cylinder design that 
even includes an extractable, side-loading 
six-speed gearbox in street form as a 
mark of its race-track lineage. At 73.8 x 
43.8mm in 750cc guise (a 900cc version 
has been developed in parallel, for later 
introduction on a range of bikes which 
will share the Cagiva and MV names, 
depending on the model), the F4 has an 
ultrashort-stroke layout allowing lots of 
revs - over 15,500 rpm in race form, 
14,000-plus for the street - compared to 
the most oversquare of current Japanese 
four-cylinder superbikes, the Kawasaki 
ZX/7R at 73 x 44.7mm. Yet in spite of 
having the same short stroke as the 600cc Kawasaki ZX6R, the new MV Agusta 
engine has the same width across the crankcase as the 750cc Kawasaki, and is actu- 
ally. narrower across the cylinder head. The Italians have turned the tables on the 
traditional Japanese fascination with miniaturization! 

In the past five years, the F4 has covered thousands of test miles in various chas- 
sis clothed in different bodywork, disguised in turn to look like a kind of jumbo 
125cc Mito, a four-stroke 500cc Cagiva GP bike, and ultimately a 916 Ducati. These 
at first used a deltabox twin-spar alloy frame before the final, Massimo Tamburini- 
designed tubular-steel chassis was completed (featuring a monobraccia cast-alloy 
swingarm similar to the one used on the 916, but of a somewhat deeper cross-sec- 
tion). 

With its four-cylinder engine only 10mm wider than a desmo V-twin, the F4 may 
look superficially similar in the factory drawing to the same designer's Ducati, but 
the two bikes are very different in the metal - especially after Tamburini, having 
completed work on what he thought would carry a Cagiva badge, decided back in 
May that he'd have to start over again if the bike was to be called an MV Agusta. 

It's significant that the factory drawing only shows the rear three-quarter view: 


Cagiva has revived the MV Agusta name 
for its F4 superbike, which will finally be 
officially shown at the Milan show mid- 
September. Though the factory's 
illustration of the model coyly doesn't 
reveal the front of the fairing, expect an 
unusual design sporting four 
headlamps. 





, Tamburini's design for the "face" of the MV is understood to reflect the fact that 


the F4 has a four-cylinder engine, by incorporating four headlamps into the nose of 
the fairing - twice as many as his V-twin 916, and one better, as well, than the three 
headlamps incorporated into the styling of the rival Aprilia RSV1000 V-twin 
Superbike, competing with the MV Agusta F4 for star billing at Milan. Forget 
engine performance, or handling: It's the designer battle of the headlamps that 
really counts... 

However distant the Ferrari connection, it is indeed true that the new MV Agus- 
ta F4 represents an unlikely union between the car and motorcycle world's two 
most legendary marques: At the relatively humble premium represented by the F4's 
projected 40-million-lire price tag, it's likely the new MV Agusta will be back- 
ordered for years, irrespective of how quickly it achieves the World Superbike rac- 
ing success that Castiglioni has his eyes on. However, the new bike won't be the 
first time that Cagiva has collaborated with Ferrari on a customer vehicle. Back in 
the late ‘80s, the special flat-plane versions of the V-eight Ferrari engine installed іп 
the Lancia Thema 8.32 executive express sedan were manufactured by Cagiva on 
behalf of Ferrari - but in the Ducati factory. 


The Aprilia-Cosworth connection 

Alongside details about the 750cc super- 
bike supposedly being developed by 
former Formula One/Indycar champi- 
ons March, based in England (which 
now hinges on when - or if? - engine 


designer Al Melling produces the all- 


new four-cylinder engine that the cycle 
parts have been awaiting for almost a 
year), and the Modenas V-three GP bike 
designed and built for Kenny Roberts at 
nearby Banbury by TWR (whose 
Arrows-Yamaha came so close to pro- 
viding former bike racer and reigning 
Formula One World Champion Damon 
Hill with the team's debut GP victory in 
Hungary on August 3), comes news of a 
closer link between March/TWR's 
Northampton-based neighbors Cos- 
worth and Italy's Aprilia. 





Now likely to play second fiddle at 
the Milan Show to its bitter rival Cagi- 
va's revival of the MV Agusta name is 
the long-awaited debut of Aprilia’s fuel- 
injected К5У1000 V-twin superbike, 
powered by the Rotax-designed 60- 
degree V-twin otto valvole engine. April- 
ia had to wait until the British race- 
engine gurus of Cosworth managed to 
extract the 160-plus bhp deemed to be 
necessary for the RSV to be competitive 
at the World Superbike level before the 
bike would enter production. 

But, earlier this year, Cosworth 
achieved this goal, and the Aprilia will 
now go on sale in the 1998 model year. 
However, as revealed here last month, 
Aprilia won't be conducting a full 
assault on the World Superbike Cham- 
pionship season in '98, concentrating 
instead on development for a full-on 
attack in 1999. However, word is that 
while Aprilia's longtime engine suppli- 
er, Rotax, will manufacture the street 
К5У1000 motors, Cosworth is building a 
batch of 50 V-twin race engines for the 
Italian company and its selected priva- 
teer customers, and will effectively act 
as Aprilia's partner in the research and 
development of the V-twin motor's 
competition version - including the pro- 
jected 750cc supersport version planned 
for 1999, 

This ties in well with what is likely to 
be Aprilia's main development targét 
for the new bike: participation in the 
1998 British Superbike Championship, 
which, with Britain's booming economy, 
has now taken over from Germany's Pro 
Superbike as Europe's top four-stroke 
race series. Aprilia's British importer has 
already confirmed it will be racing the 
К5У1000 in the British series next year - 


with former British 600cc Supersport 


Champion Mike Edwards as the likely 
rider - and the Italian factory is certain 






to make use of this to fast-forward 
development in conjunction with its 
British race-engine supplier, Cosworth. 


Moto Guzzi enlists Ricardo 

But that’s not the only British connec- 
tion an Italian bike factory is forging 
right now - for word is that Ricardo, the 
Brighton-based R&D specialist used by 
many car and some bike manufacturers 
from all over the world to develop new 
products from the ground up, has been 
contracted by Moto Guzzi to deliver the 
new-generation transverse V-twin 
engine scheduled to power the products 
of the Mandello factory into the next 
millenium. Working to an overall for- 
mat determined by Guzzi chief engineer 
Angelo Ferrari - in spite of his surname, 
a former Lamborghini and Bugatti 
development engineer who has had 
four-wheel dealings with Ricardo before 
- the British design company is hard at 
work on the narrow(er)-angle liquid- 
cooled overhead-cam V-twin engine 
whose existence was revealed in Euro 
File a year ago. The design brief on this 
has changed slightly, inasmuch as what 
was originally conceived as a perfor- 
mance engine for superbike racing must 
now feature a basic design format capa- 
ble of embracing a variety of engine 
capacities from 750 to 1200сс, shaft or 
chain final drive, and a five- or six- 
speed gearbox. However, Guzzi is likely 
to standardize fuel injection on all mod- 
els which employ it, and it’s probable - 
though not confirmed - that all versions 
will have chain-driven DOHC four- 
valve cylinder heads, even the Califor- 
nia custom tourer and the U.S.-style 
cruiser with which Guzzi is planning a 
major attack on the American market in 
the year 2000. 


And more... 

The British-based, Italian-financed 
Benetton Formula One team (ironically 
located right next door to March, in 
Bicester) twice won the Formula One 
World title with Michael Schumacher 
before he joined Ferrari, but is now 
rumored to be up for sale, as the Italian 
fashion manufacturer looks for other 
promotional alternatives. 

Contrary to expectations (and in spite 
of the fact that Luciano Benetton, son of 
the founder, is a keen biker who has 
tested Mick Doohan’s NSR500 Honda), 
Benetton has not yet capitalized on the 
current boom in European motorcycle 
sales - much of it fashion-led - and made 
its big move into two-wheeled sponsor- 
ship, though it has backed Ukawa’s 
works NSR250 Honda in GP racing with 
what is believed to be a relatively small- - 
budget involvement. 

Now, however, all that may change: 
Benetton is understood to be planning a 
major investment in World Superbike 
racing from 1999 onward - by sponsor- 
ing the factory Laverda team due to 
make its debut in that year with the new 
DOHC fuel-injected Jota 900 triple 
scheduled to be launched at the Munich 
Show in September 1998. Though пеі- 
ther Laverda nor Benetton will comment 
on the possible alliance, there are good 
reasons why the rumor linking them 
may Бе true. Both companies are based 
in the same Veneto region of northeast 
Italy, headquartered less than 100 miles 
from each other, and Laverda boss 
Francesco Tognon's family fortune 
comes from the clothing and textile 
industry, in which both the Tognon and 
Benetton families already have an exist- 
ing business relationship. For this to be 
extended into a joint venture targeting 
World Superbike success would be a 






















short step costing Benetton a fraction of 
its Formula One race budget - but it 
would also be a blow to the rival 500cc 
Grand Prix circus to lose such a presti- 
. gious non-tobacco sponsor at a time 
when a major name like Lucky Strike 
will be pulling out of GP racing at the 
end of this year. 

Expect some frantic efforts to per- 
suade Benetton to divert at least some of 
its Formula One car cash the way of GP 
bike racing.

Voxan to build "scramber" 
Yet another example of how the car and bike worlds are combining is the new 


French marque Voxan, due to be launched at the Paris Show opening on September 
26 - but not just with two new models powered by the 72-degree eight-valve V-twin 
engine designed by French performance specialists Sodemo (who developed the 
Williams-run Renault Megane with which Swiss driver Alain Menu has just 


clinched Europe's most prestigious touring-car title, the British 
BTCC series), but three. 

In addition to the Roadster already pictured in Euro File, and 
a half-faired Cafe Racer of the same bike, Voxan will also be cap- 
italizing on the current street-scrambler fashion in Europe and 
Japan with a third new model, the Scrambler 1000. An idea of 
what this will look like can be obtained by taking a photo of the 
Boxer 654 Scrambler - which the avant-garde Toulouse-based 
dream-bike specialist's boss, Thierry Henriette, commissioned 
from British stylist Glynn Kerr two years ago - and imagining its 
Aprilia Pegaso single-cylinder motor replaced by the narrow- 
angle Voxan V-twin engine. The two bikes are very similar in 
looks, down to the wire wheels and '60s-style Brit-bike off-road 


design references - which may give some clue as to where the 


prototype is being constructed. It looks like Aprilia's loss is 
Voxan's gain. 

Meanwhile, the public debut of the Voxan has been set for the 
Bol d'Or 24-Hour race at Paul Ricard on September 20, where the 
new French marque will have a running example of the Roadster 
on hand to make a series of demo laps in front of the huge 


crowd, which normally numbers in excess of 100,000 - just as Honda always does 





and very possibly Triumph and Benelli 
in the year 2000, and Harley-Davidson 
perpetually hovering on the sidelines 
with the existing VR1000 or projected 
VR2, an important change to existing 
World Superbike regulations due to be 
proposed at the FIM Congress in October 
(certain to pass because it comes from the 
constructors themselves, with the sup- 
port of the FIM Technical Commission) 
will play a major part in bringing the 
superbike class closer to the four-stroke 
GP racing it seems destined to become - 
in which form it will present a potent 
challenge to the supremacy and very 
possibly even the continued existence of 
two-stroke GP racing às we presently 
know it. 

The proposed amendment is to per- 
mit prototype four-stroke race bikes that 
from a technical standpoint conform to 
superbike regulations (basically engine 
capacity and weight limit) but either 
have not yet entered production at all, 
or if so, have not yet been produced in 
sufficient quantity for homologation, to 
be raced in World Superbike rounds as 
early as 1998 - but on a non-points scor-

rounds (four races) per season for a 
given manufacturer and/or design. 
` To permit this, the manufacturer in 
question would have to sign an agree- 
ment to take part in the World Super- 
bike series the following year with a 
works team - failing which, some sanc- 
tion yet to be devised would be applied. 
"We're aware of the problem that 
arises from the fact that there is no free- 
formula open-class four-stroke racing 
that permits a manufacturer to develop 
a new bike before he casts the design in 
stone and puts it into production for the 
street and eventual homologation," says 
a Flammini insider. "This is our 
response to that problem, which has the 
agreement of all parties concerned..." 
There are other proposals under dis- 
cussion to amend the rules, including 
possibly reducing the homologation 
numbers, and to permit one basic ele- 
ment in the specifications of the 
homologated bike to be changed during 
a five-year period - such as the chassis, 
or even the bodywork - but not the 
essential format of the engine. These 
points still have to be agreed on, but the 


One of Ricardo's existing clients is Triumph, for which it designed the original 
three- and four-cylinder modular engines with which John Bloor brought the British 
bike company back from the grave in 1990. Triumph has opted for a low-key new- 
model profile for 1998, while it tries to catch up on demand for its radical new fuel- 
injected, alloy-framed range introduced this year, especially the T595 Daytona, 
which continues to be back-ordered, especially in the British home market. 

Due to be launched at the Milan Show next month is the British firm's only new 
model for 1998, the Thunderbird Sport - a higher-performance version of the three- 
cylinder roadster family, which sees the 885cc engine's output increased from just 
under 70 hp to around 80, now fitted with a six-speed gearbox for the first time in 


Thunderbird guise. 


While retaining the same frame as before, the Sport now has fully adjustable sus- 
pension front and rear, with longer wheel travel than the basic T- Bird, as well as a 
second front disc and wider rims - though still retaining the traditional wire-spoked 


wheels. 


Styling is clearly dirt-track derived, with the twin megaphones of the 3-into-2 


exhaust system both on the right side com- 
bining with the '70s-type paintwork and 
perforated-chrome airbox covers to offer 
the option of another era of retro-style bik- 
ing for Triumph customers. 

Available іп red and yellow, each com- 
bined with black motifs, the Thunderbird 
Sport will enter production in October, and 
will sell in Britain for around 7800 pounds 
($12,870 or so) - the same as the base-model 
Thunderbird. Triumph is also marketing a 
full range of accessories specifically tailored 
for the new bike, which will include a fly- 
screen /wind deflector aimed at enhancing 
its sporting practicality. 


Triumph will release a single new model for 
1998: the Thunderbird Sport. The bike gets 
adjustable suspension and an uprated 
version of the T-bird triple while retaining 
retro styling cues such as the twin 
megaphone exhausts and perforated airbox 
covers.

Suzuki’s TL1000RR 


One unexpected beneficiary of the new 
Superbike prototype rule may be Suzu- 
ki, which is set to launch the RR super- 
bike version of its fuel-injected 90- 
degree V-twin TL1000 at the Milan 
Show in September. This will not, as is 
generally accepted, be merely a power- 
up version of the existing TL1000, but 
essentially a new motorcycle sharing 
only the same basic eight-valve DOHC 
engine. The TL1000RR will have an all- 
new GP-type twin-spar alloy frame, 
with “conventional” monoshock rear 
suspension (definitely not the rotary 
damper) rather than the Over-style oval- 
section alloy spaceframe of the current 
TL1000. In addition, the bike will have a 
full fairing and a lot more horsepower: 
Expect Suzuki to quote 140 bhp at the 
crank in street form for the relatively

costly, limited-edition model. Though 
American Suzuki has already revealed 
that it plans to run tandem four-cylinder 
and twin-cylinder teams in the ‘98 AMA 
Superbike series, expect the Japanese 
factory to take advantage of the new 
World Superbike prototype rule to dip a 
toe in the water with the new twin at 
the world level next season before 
deciding which way to go - twin or four 
- with the full works World Superbike 
team in 1999. Given the current disap- 
pointing performance of the new 
GSXR750 in the World Superbike Cham- 
pionship so far, the odds must be loaded 
in favor of the twin - though where 
Bimota fits into this equation with its 
TL1000-powered 5В8 is anyone's guess. 


From Russia with square-footage 
Five years ago, British exhibition orga- 
nizers International Trade & Exhibitions 
(ITE) organized the first Moscow Inter- 
national Motor Show in the Russian cap- 
ital, opening the doors to foreign com- 
panies seeking to grab a slice of the 
huge potential market in a country 
starved for modern transportation. 
From that original 50,000-square-foot 
exhibition in 1992, MIMS has expanded 
to seven times that size for the 1997 ver- 
sion that opened on August 26, attract- 
ing almost 500 companies from more 
than 40 different countries, only half of 
them Russian. For the first time, though, 
MIMS has a motorcycle section. The list 
of manufacturers attending makes inter- 
esting reading: Suzuki, Kawasaki, 
Honda (but not Yamaha), Laverda, Piag- 
gio, Derbi - and Tomos, the moped man- 
ufacturer from the former Yugoslavia. 
Interestingly, though, this debut show 
is just a preview for the first Moscow 
International Motorcycle, Bike and Scoot-

Р here is now a very good chance 
that Smokin' Joe's Racing's 
Miguel DuHamel will win five of 
10 Superbike Nationals in 1997 
and still not win the AMA Superbike 
National Championship. At Sears Point 
Raceway, the hottest racer in the series 
won his fourth race in succession. And 
the way things are going, it would take 
a fool to bet against him winning a fifth

' straight when the series concludes at 


Las Vegas Motor Speedway in October. 
But the AMA Superbike crown will 
almost certainly go to Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki's Doug Chandler, by far the most con- 
sistent man in the series. Chandler fin- 
ished a conservative fourth at Sears 
Point. And why not? Chandler won this 
championship early in the season by fin- 
ishing in the top four in the first five 
races, while his rivals faltered at least 
once. Now it would be senseless for him 
to try to do anything more than just 
cruise to the title. Even if DuHamel wins 
and earns the bonus points for captur- 
ing pole position and leading the most 
laps in Vegas, Chandler need only finish 
13th to win his third AMA Superbike 
crown. This one is his only to lose, and 
Chandler is not the type of racer who 
takes unnecessary chances. He's also 
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proved that he's not likely to fall to 
temptation. 

While Chandler did what he needed 
to do at Sears Point, three others did a 
lot more. And it was three Canadians - 
DuHamel, his teammate Steve Crevier 
and Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal Picotte - 
who gave their American counterparts a 
serious beating. Both Crevier and 
Picotte, who finished second and third, 
respectively, had their best superbike 
outings of the year - but the man of the 
moment was most definitely DuHamel. 

The French Canadian led each and 
every lap of the National, and it mat- 
tered not who was applying the pres- 
sure from behind. Initially, that push 
came from Picotte. Then it came from 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates. Fast 
By Ferracci Ducati's Mat Mladin also 
had a go. Ditto for Crevier. But no one 
could match the persistent DuHamel, 
who won for the 17th time in his super- 
bike career. 

“I was really hoping to get 17 wins 
this year before the season is over," 
DuHamel said. "Looking back on it, that 
was going to be a really hard accom- 
plishment. I was hoping to do that this 
year and I did - and it just feels great. I’m 
really demanding on the team and on 
the bike. I still think we haven't tapped 
into the true potential of the RC45. I 
think it's 4 great bike and it works really 
good. This weekend, obviously, we had 


it set up really well. But I think it can be 
better, and they're responding. I think 


I'm fortunate to be on a team that is able 


to string four wins in a row." 

After opening up a lead of some six 
seconds, DuHamel finally eased the 
pace, eventually beating Crevier across 
the line by a deceiving 2.262 seconds. 
Picotte was a further four seconds 
behind, after giving up hope of beating 
Crevier late in the race, but was 8.4 sec- 
onds ahead of Chandler - the defending 
champion realizing early that he 
couldn't comfortably match DuHamel's 
pace. | 

Fifth place went to Yamaha's Tom 
Kipp, the Ohioan also realizing early 
that he didn't have what it took to run at 
the front. He carried on in solitude, 
never a threat to those in front of him 
and never threatened from behind. As 
he said later, "I went ugly early." 

At least on paper, Mladin was the 
man who was in the best position to put 
some heat on Chandler in the final two 
races of the season. Early on, Mladin 
was on the move, charging through to 


second place behind DuHamel in an 


aggressive display from the Australian. 
Then it all went wrong. Struggling with 
boiling brake fluid that made braking 
precarious, Mladin dropped well off the 
pace after running straight in the first 
corner when he encountered a lapped 
rider in a less-than-desirable position. 






Miguel DuHamel (17) led every inch of the 
Superbike National at Sears Point. He was 
challenged at one point or another by 
Aaron Yates (20), Pascal Picotte (21), 
Doug Chandler (1), Mat Mladin (66) and 
Steve Crevier (14), but in the end no one 
could match DuHamel's pace. 





Mladin held on to finish a fading 
sixth, barely holding off the charges of 
an impressive Jason Pridmore. The Cali- 
fornian, who had won the 750cc Super- 
sport title the day before, was having his 
second superbike outing on his Hyper- 
Cycle Suzuki GSXR - and it was a good 
one. Pridmore battled with and beat the 
likes of Thomas Stevens, Rich Oliver, 
Larry Pegram and Ben Bostrom, to 
name a few, making it somewhat diffi- 
cult to pass him up when it comes to 
dishing out the 16 factory superbike 
rides in 1998. It was the highest finish- 
ing position for a privateer superbike 
rider in 1997, and his efforts also earned 
him the Kinko's award for lapping the 
quickest of any of the privateers. 

Vance & Hines Ducati's Stevens 
ended up eighth, ahead of Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Pegram and Zero Gravity 
Honda's Bostrom. Tilley's Harley- 
Davidson's Tripp Nobles ended up 12th 
after beating two-time World Superbike 
Champion Doug Polen to the line. 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates fin- 





ished 14th, despite pitting for a new rear 
tire early in the race, and perennially 
top-finishing privateer Paul Harrell was 
15th. | 

Neither of the factory Harley-David- 
son VR1000s finished the race; Chris 
Carr was black-flagged after 16 laps for 
leaving a smoke trail, and Thomas Wil- 
son Jr. lasted two more laps before his 
VR expired. 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Tommy Hayden 
was a non-starter, as he continues to 
recover from the injuries suffered in the 
600cc Supersport race in Colorado, and 
Fast By Ferracci's Gerald Rothman Jr.’s 
day lasted only two laps. 

DuHamel wasted little time in forg- 
ing to the front as the pack charged into 
the first corner. And he was never head- 
ed, though early on this had all the mak- 
ings of a thrilling race. 

Chandler trailed DuHamel for almost 
the entire opening lap, but Picotte was 
in a feisty mood and he quickly shot 
around the factory Kawasaki on the 
entrance to turn 11, the final corner on 
the race track. As they crossed the stripe 
to end the first lap, DuHamel led Picotte 
by .67 of a second. Chandler was next; 
then came Kipp, Yates, Crevier, Mladin, 
Stevens, Pridmore and Oliver. 

This one was going to be good. 

“Doug (Chandler) had a major wob- 
ble on the exit of 10, and I think he 
scared himself a little bit,” Picotte said. 
"| went on the inside of him and I had a 
better drive than him, so I could out- 
brake him. Then I was following 
Miguel. I felt like he was a little slow at 
the beginning, but I wasn't really able to 
pass him. I decided I was going to try 





'uzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chan- 
dler finally broke the Sears Point 
| Raceway lap record, three years 
after Australian Troy Corser set it. 
Smokin’ Joe's Honda's Miguel 
DuHamel wasn't nearly as patient: He 
waited only a day before going out and 
_ smashing Chandler's mark, and that 
was fast enough to earn him the Inter- 
state Batteries Pole Award for the 
McGraw Insurance California Superbike 
National. 

DuHamel's fast lap, a 1:40.663 
(90.122 mph), was just .192 of a second 
quicker than Corser's mark and only 
.067 better than Chandler's best. The lap | 
came very late in the final session and 
Chandler, who set his quick time on Fri- 
day, couldn't put together anything bet- 
ter in the waning moments as his last 
attempt was flawed by slower traffic. 











Chandler's efforts were also hampered by some miscommunica- 
tion between crew and rider late in the session, leaving him 
without enough time to counter DuHamel's effort. It was the 
second pole of the season for DuHamel and the sixth of his 
superbike career. . | | 

Chandler's lap from Friday kept him second on the front 
row, as only he and DuHamel were able to crack the 1:41 barri- 
er. Following the factory Honda and Kawasaki was the Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati of Mat Mladin, the Australian clocking a 
1:41.205 on Saturday afternoon. Team Yamaha's Tom Kipp 
again put the Yamaha on the front row, with the Ohioan click- 
ing off a 1:41.226 in the final session. | 

Although nearly all concur that the layout of the 2.52-mile 
Sears Point Raceway is challenging and technical, all agree that 
it's too dangerous. High speeds, tight quarters and a bumpy 
surface bring fear to even the bravest at Sears Point, and nearly 
all of them say they it's ludicrous to even think of putting out 
100 percent. | 

“I still think it's a bit dangerous," Mladin said. “If you lose 
the front going fast, you're going to screw yourself up - bad. 
This is probably one of my favorite race tracks, but it's just too 
dangerous. If you lose it, it’s pretty much lights out. Unless 
you're lucky, you're going to hurt yourself." | 

- And with that in the back of their minds, they attack Sears 


Point with a little in reserve. Still, DuHamel averaged 90.122 


mph around the 11-corner track, concentrating on being able to 
run consistently quick lap times come Sunday. It meant that his 


quick laps would come late, as per the norm. 


“We had some tires to sort out, and some suspension things - 


to sort out, so we did those," DuHamel explained. "My dad 


brought up a point that I may try sometime, and that's to go out 


and try to qualify earlier.

Right now it 
throws you really into the wall. If you lost it right there, you 
would definitely go right into the wall." 

Chandler was uncharacteristically agitated, mainly because 
he felt he'd been cheated out of going quicker late in the session 
when he had the communications snafu with his team. 


^We had a mechanic mishap," Chandler said. "When I went 


out on my first tire and came past, there was an "In" on my 
board. So I’m thinking, ‘Is that right or not? We were running 
out of time, but I thought they must have forgotten something. I 
came in and they were like, ‘What?’ They'd meant to show me 
that the lap before so I could start the qualifying tire.

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(Top) Rich Oliver (97) made his long-awaited 
superbike debut with Yamaha and battled 
early with Larry Pegram (72) and Ben 
Bostrom (11). Oliver ended up ninth after 
having not raced a superbike in more than 10 
years.

at the end, if I’m still there, maybe I'm 
going to try a move; if not, l'm going to 
finish second and be happy with that." 
The top eight stayed together for the 
first half-dozen laps, with DuHamel 
always leading. Chandler was third, but 
based on his qualifying times, he was 
expected to march forward. But on the 
fifth lap, he instead went backward as 
Yates rode around the outside of him in 
turn 11. By this point, Yates had posted 





the quickest lap of the race, at 1:42.078. 
That pace pushed him up even further 
and, one lap after passing Chandler, he 
passed Picotte - again in turn 11. . 

Yates seemed hell-bent on thwarting 
DuHamel's plans of running away, and 
twice he tried unsuccessfully to pass the 
race leader twice on the seventh lap. 
Mladin, meanwhile, wasn't about to be 
left behind, and he pushed his way past 
Crevier; a lap later, he did the same to 
Chandler to take over fourth. 


Just when it looked as though last 
year's winner would start giving 
DuHamel all he could handle, Yates was 
slithering around, his hand raised in the 
air. DuHamel pushed on, clicking off a 
1:41.503 to put 1.3 seconds on Picotte. 
Yates rushed to the pits, the victim of a 
flat rear tire. A new one would be fitted, 
but he'd lost a lap and would eventually 
finish 14th. 

"I wasn't even running it over the 
curbs like some of the others," a disap- 
pointed Yates said. "In turns four and 
five, it felt squirrelly. Then it slid out in 
two and I felt the rim hit the ground. 
When I came in, it only had 14 or 15 
pounds in it. I knew we'd have a chance 
today. We did some researching and we 
made some changes to the shock and 
linkages. It really helped a lot." 

With Yates out, all hopes of a good 
race hinged on whether or not Mladin 
could mount a charge. He couldn't; he 
was the victim of boiling brake fluid. 
With quickly fading brakes, he would 
be passed by Picotte on the 13th lap, and 
by Crevier a lap later. Then, on the 17th 
lap, Mladin ran straight in turn one after 
hitting a lapped rider. He would even- 
tually drop to sixth, holding off a charg- 
ing Pridmore in the final laps. 

‚ “I had no brakes," Mladin said later. 
"We've had a problem the last three 
rounds with brakes. It felt pretty good 
up until that point (in the race). But then 
it was boiling so bad that it'd pull my 
fingers back out. I was trying to over- 
take some dipshit lapped rider and he 
straightened up and clipped me. Hey, if 
it's not one thing, it's another." 

After 15 of 25 laps, DuHamel led 
Picotte by 4.4 seconds. Crevier was 
latched on to Picotte, and Chandler was 
another seven seconds behind. On the 
19th lap, Crevier made his presence felt 
as he moved by Picotte, only to lose the 
spot again nearly right away. Then he 
got it back again in turn 11. And the race 
was on - albeit only for second place. It 
was a battle that Crevier would ulti- 
mately win, topping a slowing Picotte 
by six seconds at the line. 

"I wish I could be aggressive every 
time, but for me personally it's been a 
confidence thing," Crevier said. “I just 
haven't been able to rail my Honda 
through the corners quite as well as my 
teammate can. I have been suffering cor- 
nering speed and it's just been showing 
all year. When it comes to bumpy, 
bumpy places that nobody likes to ride, 
I seem to do better. I can't complain 
about this track because the worse it 
gets, the better it is for me. I wish I could 
show that aggression in every race, but 
I'm just happy to get the Smokin' Joe's 
Honda up there. Merlyn Plumlee and 
Davey Jones have been working really 
hard, and I haven't had the opportunity 
to reward them enough for the amount 
of work they've been doing. I'm just 
glad to get second and to race with my 
old-time racing buddies. АП my life, I've 
been racing these guys. I chose a good 
setup and I was comfortable today. My 
confidence was up. All year, qualifying 
hasn't been good and I've been getting 
bad starts. In the last couple of races, 
l've been nailing the starts really good. 
It's leaving four or five guys ahead of 
me and І have to race them. I never get a 
clear track because my poor qualifying 
times don't permit it. ТТІ just take it. 

"Traffic played a part in the begin- 
ning and Pascal was just making leaps 
and bounds on me," Crevier added, 
"but both the Hooters guys helped me 
out big time. He had about two or three 
seconds on me and then on comes 
(Brian) Gibbs and (James) Randolph. 
Randolph tried to get out of the way 








and in doing so slowed Pascal down. 
That really gaye me an edge because I 
was good through the Carousel and Pas- 
cal got totally held up. Traffic wasn't on 
his side then. They got in the way and it 
helped me out. We don't have anything 
to complain about; it was a good race." 

DuHamel, meanwhile, was long 
gone, sliding the RC45 all over the track 
until he realized that he'd be better off 
curbing the fun and making certain that 
the tires went the distance. 

Though his rival had won and he'd 
finished fourth, Chandler was seeming- 
ly content - after all, the championship 
was getting ever so close to being his 
once again. 

“I just wasn't comfortable," Chandler 
admitted. “Тһе times were slow and Га 
gone quicker and felt comfortable. We 
didn't really get to run the tire enough. 
l'd used it and wanted to run it this 
morning, but they didn't have enough. 
It'S what Miguel used, but I may have 
gotten a bad one. I had a bunch of chat- 
ter and I couldn't carry any speed - it's 
as simple as that. I would have liked to 
have been closer..." 

Mladin limped home sixth with Prid- 
more an ecstatic seventh. 

"I'd say I'm happy," Pridmore said. 
"| finished ahead of guys like Stevens, 
Bostrom, Pegram, Polen and Oliver... 
Can you believe that? I’m at a loss for 
words. I'm just so happy that I could 
come here and show people that I can 
ride a superbike. The team put together 
a good bike for me. This has been the 
best weekend of my life." CN

he 600cc Supersport final at Sears 
Point Raceway was the usual 
® thrilling slugfest between the top 
riders in the class with six and, at times, 
seven riders fighting it out. Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Pascal Picotte, though, wasn't 
among them. He was long gone, streak- 
ing to his fourth victory of the year to 
keep his slim championship hopes alive 
as the series readies itself for the Las 
Vegas finale in October. 

With nearly everyone in the class 
complaining of chatter problems on the 
bumpy Sears Point layout, Picotte and 
his Yoshimura crew apparently did the 
best job of finding a cure for the suspen- 
sion blues, and he was able to dominate 
both portions of the red-flag-interrupted 
race. ! 

"That was my goal this week," 
Picotte said. "It's really not an easy track 
to get your suspension. dialed in. This 
year it's bumpier than ever and I strug- 





. gled all weekend to make it better and 


better. Even before the race, I wasn't 
sure. I thought we would have some 
chatter that I would have to deal with. I 
was lucky because these guys were 
probably in a worse position than I was. 
I thought my bike would be really out of 
control, but it was pretty good, actually. 
I'm really happy to be ahead of Miguel 
(DuHamel) by a few positions this 
weekend. It just made a really good day 
for Suzuki and, hopefully, we can do the 
same thing in Las Vegas - but it won't be 
easy." 

It won't be easy, but at least Picotte is 


in with a mathematical chance. Champi- 
onship leader Miguel DuHamel could 
only muster a fourth-place finish at 
Sears Point, so Picotte was able to cut 
into the Smokin' Joe's Honda rider's 
points lead. Still, Picotte must win in 
Vegas, and if he does, DuHamel only 
has to finish sixth or better. DuHamel 
now leads Picotte by 12 points, 321-309. 

It was a good day for Suzuki in the 
600cc Supersport class, as Picotte was 
followed across the line by his teammate 
Aaron Yates. To further add to its plea- 
sure, HyperCycle's Jason Pridmore rode 
another GSXR600 to third, his second 
podium finish in the last three races. 

Then came DuHamel - fourth with a 
gift from his teammate Steve Crevier. 
The Canadian slowed at the finish line 
to allow DuHamel to take fourth, thus 
gaining another two points in his march 
toward the title. 

Behind the two Smokin' Joe's Hon- 
das came Yamaha's Tom Kipp, AFM 
Champion Steve Rapp, Barnett Tool & 
Engineering's Matt Wait, Team Suzuki 
Sport's Richard Alexander Jr., and 
Anna's Cantina's Brian Parriott. 

Picotte nailed the holeshot at the start 
of the race on a bright and sunny Sun- 
day morning in Northern California's 
wine country. Rather surprisingly, he 
was able to open up a lead. The French 
Canadian led by four seconds on the 
fifth lap, but it was nothing more than a 
waste of effort as the red flag was 
shown a lap later. Takahito Mori had 
crashed the Moto Liberty Honda 
CBR600, slamming into a retaining wall 
in turn four. He was airlifted to Sonoma 
Valley Hospital for observation, but was 
later released. 





The second start featured another 
Picotte holeshot. This time, though, 
Rapp was hounding him, the Sears 
Point local using his track knowledge to 
make an impression. 

“I had a little bit better start than him 
and then he decided to go on the out- 
side," Picotte said of Rapp. "That put 
him on the inside for corner two. It 
pushed me wide a little bit, but I had a 
better drive than him for going down to 
corner three. He let the brake go and 
almost clipped my front wheel... I was 
like, "Please, not that early in the race. 
Let me do a few laps at least.’ We did a 
few more corners like that, then I did 
him on the brakes. I tried it in corner 
seven, but he kind of closed the door on 
me. I did him, but I ran a little bit wide 
and he kind of got the drive on me a lit- 
tle bit. Then it was, ‘I’m going to keep it 
wide open and he's going to have to hit 
the hay bale because I won't move.’ 
He'd done it to me a few times, so now 
it was my turn." 

Rapp would soon come under pres- 
sure from Kinko's Kawasaki's Mike 
Smith, in the Georgian's best ride of the 
year. It would end all too soon for 
Smith, however, as the engine on his 
ZX6 expired on the fourth lap while he 
sat in second place. 

Yates soon worked his way around 
Rapp and into second place, but Picotte 
had already opened up a 3.5-second 
lead. 

“I got a pretty good start in the first 
start, but after the red flag I kinda 
screwed up that start," Yates said. "I 
had to work pretty hard to get around 
some guys, and once I got there I could 
see Pascal there. I could tell I wasn't

making any ground on him, but he 
wasn't pulling me that much. I was 
doing all I could. It was pretty rough 
through the Carousel, and a couple of 
times I got in there a little too fast. It was 
kinda scary and І was just trying to 
hang on and keep the thing up. I was 
bouncing off the rev-limiter pretty hard 
in some place and I think that slowed 
me up a bit. I’m just glad to finish sec- 
ond, the way things worked out." 

Jason Pridmore, meanwhile, was the 
man on the move, and he was able to 
work his way around both of the 
Smokin' Joe's Hondas. Then he had the 
audacity to try to outbrake Yates, 
arguably the latest braker in the busi- 
ness. 

"We struggled a lot this year with 
our 600, and there are certain tracks 
where our bike works really well - this 
happened to be one of them," Pridmore 
said. "It seemed like everybody was 
fighting chatter all weekend, except for 
Pascal (Picotte), obviously. l've learned 
a lot from Aaron this year, just watching 
him ride. I know how psycho he is оп 
the brakes. I was just thinking that if I 
could just get under him, I might be able 
to stand him up a little bit. But he's sort 
of a teammate and I didn't want to do 
anything drastic to him. I wanted to 
make sure we had a Suzuki 1-2-3 finish 
up here - and that's what we got. I'd let 
(Steve) Crevier by on the first lap, so I 
was a little bit angry with myself. Then I 
overcooked it a little bit in seven and 
Miguel (DuHamel) snuck underneath 
me. I figured there'd be four guys racing 
for the podium. Once we got by Steve 
Rapp, I figured us three or four guys 
would be up there. I really badly want- 
ed to get by both Miguel and Crevier 
and I was able to do that." 

With the three Suzukis seemingly in 
control, the only question was how 
many points Picotte would be able to 
gain on DuHamel. In the end it was only 
seven, as Crevier was nice enough to 
allow his teammate to pass on the run to 
the flag. 

Notable non-finishers included 
Kinko's Kawasaki's Jamie Hacking, the 
Britain-born racer crashing out on the 
ninth lap. Muzzy Kawasaki's Tommy 
Hayden and Todd Harrington were 
non-starters as the pair continue to 
recover from racing injuries. €N

yperCycle Suzuki's Jason Prid- 
more looked to Michael Doohan 
x for a little inspiration heading 
into the final round of the 750cc Super- 
sport Series at Sears Point. He got it 
when Doohan raced his Repsol Honda 
to victory in the British Grand Prix, tak- 
ing his fourth 500cc World Champi- 
onship in the process. Pridmore emulat- 
ed Doohan today at Sears Point, 
winning a race that he didn't really need 
to win and capturing a title in style. 
Ironically, the pair share a lot more than 
that. 

Both came back from career-threaten- 
ing injuries, and both wore external fixa- 
tors for extended periods of time on 
their injured legs, both fitted by noted 
surgeon Dr. Arthur Ting. 

“Т have so much belief in my team 
and in my bike," Pridmore said. "I 
wanted it (the race) to run full, I wanted 
to see a checkered flag. I wanted to do it 





right. I read about Michael Doohan last 


weekend. That guy's won four World 
titles and I'm worried about one little 
750cc Supersport Championship. But it's 
a huge deal for me and I'm just very 
excited that I won it, and I want to thank 
everybody involved." 

It would be difficult for anyone 
involved not to be happy for Pridmore, 
one of the most well-liked riders in 
AMA road racing. 

"To finally win a National Champi- 
onship, boy..." Pridmore said. "A cou- 
ple of years ago, I would never have 
thought, really. I knew I wanted to 
come back and race... I'm so happy. I 
got a break last year and, of course, 
this year with Suzuki and Bill Syfan. 
Everybody at Suzuki, from my team to 
the personnel at Suzuki, have been just 
absolutely first-rate. I’m so happy that 
I could do this for them and continue 
the GSXR750 winning streak. If I can't 
beat Scott Russell now in World Super- 
bike, I'd at least like to be able to beat 
his record here someday. I’m going to 
race every 750 race I can - even if I’m 
on a 250 someday. That's really my 
motivation right now. I knew I had a 
pretty.good points lead coming in 
here, so I was trying to find something 
to really motivate me. But it was easier 
to motivate myself than I thought it 
would be. I wanted to win the race 
here really bad in front of all these peo- 
ple. I had a lot of family and friends up 
here and I thought the only way to 
really do it was to win. Anything less 
than that would have really been sub- 
par." 

It took five starts for Pridmore to 
finally capture the win as the race was 
stopped four times by red flags. By the 
third start, Pridmore was Champion - 
the extra point he earned for leading the 
most laps was all he really needed to 


take the title. Still, he rode like a cham- 
pion in what had to have been the 
longest 750cc Supersport final in the his- 
tory of the class. 

“Т thought everyone would be sur- 
prised to see Jason: Pridmore come out 
and win today," Pridmore said. "I 
remember a couple of times in the past, 
people just riding around to get that 
last finish or whatever. Hey, Гуе been 


winning races this year and the team 15 


capable of winning races, so why not 
go out there and try to win? I've been 
saying all year long that if I win races, 
I'm going to win a championship. 
That's what these people in the pits 
look for; that's what they want to see. 
They want to see Jason winning and 
possibly getting a superbike ride for 
next year. That's what I wanted to do 
today: I wanted to show people that I 
wasn't just going to hang back and fin- 
ish second or third and take whatever 
points I had. I think I showed every- 
body today that l'm very aggressive 
and сап be very aggressive when that 
time comes." 

Second place ultimately went to local 
hero Steve Rapp, the defending AFM 
number-one plate holder riding hard on 
his underpowered GSXR600 to top Prid- 
more's teammate Mark Miller. 

Team Suzuki Sport's Richard Alexan- 
der Jr. continued his fine rookie season 
by finishing fourth, topping hard-luck 
Doug Polen and the Team Polen Suzuki. 
Polen led the first start of the race, he 
led the second start, and he led the third 
- until being rammed from behind by 
Anthony Lupo. The incident in turn 11 
put both riders on the ground and 
Polen’s GSXR750 caught fire. Somehow 
his crew was able to repair the bike for 
the fourth start and he was running 
third when the race was stopped once 
again. Polen then led the fifth start, but 
eventually dropped back to his fifth- 
place finish. 

"It was like, 'Man, what do I have to 
do?'" Polen said at the end of a very 
long day. 

The first portion of the race lasted 1 
1/2 laps before a red flag was shown 
when Scott Ruehle and David Wasson 
crashed together. Ruehle was airlifted 
out for observation, but was later 
released from Sonoma Valley Hospital. 
The second attempt at running the race 
ended before the pack could complete 
a lap. This time it was Mike Sullivan 
and Dax Snow crashing out of the race 
in turn two, with neither suffering 
injury. 

The third start ended when Lupo 
attempted to pass Polen under braking 
for turn 11. Completely out of control, 
Lupo finally locked up the front wheel 
and plowed into the back of an unsus- 
pecting Polen, leaving Polen with a sore 
ankle and a burned motorcycle. Both 
would make the restart, though Lupo 
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would fortunately lack the same aggres- 
sion that caused the incident. 

Then came restart number four. No 
crashes this time - just a little oil. 

After the cleanup, start number five 
got under way with Polen again lead- 
ing. Rapp was the first to get around the 
former World Champion, and the local 
rider was able to jump out to a lead. 
Then Pridmore got serious and passed 
the 600cc rider in turn 11 on the fourth 
lap. 

“1 knew Steve knew I was there, and 
it was very clean," Pridmore said. "We 
bumped a little bit, but he knew I was 
there. He rode super. I mean, the guy's 
on a 600, he's at his home track, and he's 
got a lot of people and friends here, I’m 
sure." 

That was basically it. Pridmore won, 
taking the title as well. 

The 25-year-old Rapp held on for sec- 
ond place, well clear of Miller. 

“I've led a lot of races," Rapp said, 
"but not with guys like this... Pridmore, 
Miller - these are big names. For me to 
be with them - I was waiting for them to 
come by, really. It was a big surprise. 
It’s all cornering speed on the 600. They 
pull you, but you've got to get them on 
the brakes and in the corners. I was hop- 
ing, I was trying. This was a confidence- 
builder, and I hope it helps me get 
noticed. 

"I didn't want to do anything 
because I knew what was at stake," 
Rapp added. “You don't want to give it 
up, but somebody's got to give it up. T 
didn't know it was Jason. It could have 
been Mark (Miller); I couldn't tell. I just 
saw orange and blue and said, ‘Uh, oh.” 

Miller had fought through after being 
penalized with a stop-and-go penalty 


for jumping the start. He was fortunate 


that the race was stopped.

I was looking for the 
halfway flag after about six laps. It final- 
ly came out and І went, 'Man, it's like a 
whole 250 race I just ran and now we've 
got another one.' And then we have, red 
flag in the 250 race and I'm like, ‘I just 
had 10 seconds and that's not really fair 
and I’ve got to start all over again.’ And 
I know Chuckie's (Sorensen) running 
really good, and I've got to go out there 
and l've got to hammer down on 
Chuckie again and it was a relief that it 
was over. I was very happy, pleased 
with the team and pleased with the way 
I rode." 





Oliver had built up about a 10-sec- 
ond lead over Team PJ1’s Chuck 
Sorensen after 10 laps when a crash 
involving Performance Machine's 
Roland Sands and Moto Liberty's Randy 
Renfrow - dicing for third in the danger- 
ous turn eight - brought out a red flag. 

After a half-hour delay, the field was 
regridded with five laps to go and the 
race was a carbon copy of the earlier 10 
laps - and every other race this year. 

Oliver split, adding about a second 
per lap to his lead before crossing the 
line unofficially 4.77 seconds in front of 
Sorensen. Because of the red flag, there 
was no official time of race, average 
speed, or margin of victory - not that it 
mattered. 

“І wasn't sure what was going to 
happen," Oliver said of the jump from 
the superbike to the 250. "I'm used to 
going from 600 to 250, but of course 
that's in the morning and I’ve got lunch 
and the Harley race and the superbike 
race and I've got time to switch gears 
and switch my brain around. This time I 
had 10 minutes, and of course the 250 
has this insane cornering speed com- 
pared to the superbike and the super- 
bike has this insane horsepower, so 
you've got all this different stuff going 
on. I was pretty happy with the way I 
adapted. Right from the first lap, I felt 
good. The 250's a part of me, it grows 
out of me. It appears underneath me at 
the starting line and it's just part of my 
body and that's from all the years of 
using it, so it's just natural for me.’ 

It's also natural for his former team- 
mate Sorensen to fall into line behind 
him, which he did today, in his second 
race back in the class. "Chuckie," as 
Oliver calls him, put more of a gap on 
his pursuers than Oliver could put on 
him, and, for a while, it looked like it 
might be a race. Then Oliver turned up 
the wick and charged away, only to see 
the lead evaporate when the red flag 
flew. 

The restart was no different, though 
Sorensen had his hands full with Team 
Zero Gravity's Bobby Keith. Keith, a 
Northern Californian like Oliver and 
Sorensen, hung tough for a few laps

before Sorensen was able to shake him 
and take the secure second. 

"We're experimenting with a few 
things and they should really be done 
during testing, but it's something you 
have to do," Sorensen said. "I got a 
decent start, about fourth or fifth, and 
was trying to hold on to Rich. He was 
about à second in front of me and I held 
on to him for I think about six or seven 
laps, and then he put his head down 
and jammed off and clicked off some 
low 43s - he basically took off. And at 


that point I felt with my setup I was 
running 43s, which was the fastest Га · 


gone. And І felt at that point with my 
machine that was my limit." 

Keith had taken over third when 
Sands and Renfrow crashed, then 
moved right back into the slot when the 
race began anew. He ended up about 
four seconds behind Sorensen to earn 
his first AMA national 250cc GP podi- 
um. 

“I want to dedicate my first podium 
to Randy Renfrow," Keith said. "He's 
helped me out as I was coming up, he's 
given me advice, and I hate to see that 
happen to Randy. I respect him a lot." 

Keith and Michael Montoya, tabbed 
to ride the second Team РЈ1 Yamaha, 


were right behind Sands and Renfrow 


when the crash occurred. Televised 
replays seemed to suggest that Sands 
may have run into Renfrow, sending 
him spiraling into a high-side, but Keith 
wasn't about to place the blame. | 

"Roland (Sands) had overshot а cor- 
ner and Randy (Renfrow) had got ahead 
of him, and Roland was on his way back 
up to pass Randy and that's as much as 
I can say, as far as facts go," Keith said. 
"I don't know exactly how they got 
together." 

Both Sands and Renfrow were taken 
by ambulance to Sonoma County Hospi- 
tal. Renfrow was scheduled to undergo 
surgery on his broken left tibia (lower 
leg) on Tuesday, September 2, and will 
also require surgery on both knees. In 
addition, Renfrow suffered a broken 
right shoulder and a broken left ankle. 
Sands was released after suffering bruis- 
ing to his ribs, lungs and kidneys. 

"I'm not 100 percent sure, but I'm 95 
percent sure that he (Sands) ran into 


e," Renfrow said from the hospital on 
Tuesday morning. "He's run into me 
before, at Mid-Ohio, and he came to 
apologize. But all he says is, "Dude, that 
was the only way I could get by.' That 
doesn't really cut it. As far as I’m con- 
cerned, if he did run into me, he 
shouldn't be racing. I’ve got three of my 
four wings clipped right now. I think I'll 
end up being here a week or 10 days." 

The front row for the restart was 
Oliver, Sorensen, Montoya and Keith. 

" After the restart I got another good 
start, led up the hill and I was in race 
mode," the Honda RS250-mounted 
Keith said. "I had that first original 
adrenaline still in me. And Chuck 
(Sorensen) went by and I held on to 
Chuck, and I was actually faster than 
Chuck in some spots. I was in the battle 
mode with Chuck. And I was getting 
some front-end push in 11 and I decided 
Га better stay where I’m at and keep a 
comfortable cushion behind fourth 
place." | 
Keith's third, along with Renfrow's 
DNF, vaults the Redwood City, Califor- 
nia, resident into second place behind 
class champion Oliver. After nine of 10 
rounds, Oliver has 324 points, Keith 227 
and Renfrow 201. 

Montoya finished fourth, about two 
bike lengths in front of the Deutsche 
Financial Services Yamaha of Mark Fos- 
ter. Foster was ninth at the time of the 
red flag. | 

Motorcycle Unlimited's Thomas 
Montano took his Honda to sixth in 
front of a string of riders. Mach 1 Motor- 
sports Jeff Leggitt was seventh, Terra- 
nova Painting's Geep Terranova was 
eighth, Ultima Sports Car's Greg Esser 
was ninth and Edward Marchini was 
10th. €N

Bostrom

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 31 
‚ y winning the Progressive Insur- 
|, ance Harley-Davidson Super- 
ШЫР” Twins race at Sears Point Race- 
way, Eric Bostrom became the first rider 
to win both the 883 Harley-Davidson 
National Championship dirt track 
series, which he won in 1996, and the 
883 road race title, which he clinched 
today with his ninth win of the year. 
Because the 883 road racing class is 
being abolished next year, Bostrom will 
be the last SuperTwins champion ever. 

“It was a different circumstance," the 
Miller Electrical Construction-sponsored 
rider said, explaining the two titles. 
"Last year I did pretty much everything 
myself. I built the motors. And this year 
is exactly the opposite. 1 do almost noth- 
ing. Last year we got some lucky breaks 
and this year the team was strong 
enough to where I could win it." 

And win it with ease, which came as 
no surprise because he'd won so much 
this year, and because he'd qualified 1.3 
seconds faster than anyone else in the 
anemic 10-rider field. 

When the light went green, Bostrom 
went fast, speeding off and taking 
Mitchell's Modesto H-D teammates 
David Estok and Nate Wait with him. 
Estok was able to get by a few times, 
then Bostrom would get him hard on 
the brakes for turn 11, the looping right- 
hander at the end of the back straight. 
Wait dropped off the pace, which was 
considerably hotter than he'd run in 
qualifying. The problem was ground 
clearance: He was dragging parts on 
both sides of the bike. 

“1 wasn't going to push it until the 
race came, and І guess the race pace was 
different than when I wasn't pushing 
it" Wait said after a race spent scraping 
parts along the track. "When I started 
pushing it, I started hitting my cases on 
the right and left side. My pipe would 
hit on the right and my cases would hit 
on the left. I just couldn't run that pace 
and it would be very unsafe for me, so I 
put it in cruise mode to finish." As for 
getting attacked by the fourth-place 
rider, "I wasn't worried about that," 
Wait said. 

Wait dropped off fairly early on, 





leaving it up to Estok to run down 
Bostrom. He could do it on some parts 
of the track, but Bostrom was always 
ready to counter and led across the line 
on every lap but the second. As the race 
wore on, Estok wore down, his arms 
and shoulders pumping up and forcing 
him tó change his riding style. 

“Ме and Eric started going together 
and going back and forth a little bit, and 
he was staying ahead," Estok began. 
"And he was pressing through this one 
section through the chicane especially, 
and I could catch him in the back section 
and the carousel and stuff, and I was 
going very good and I was happy to 
stay there. Then I hit a false neutral in 
turn one one time and that's when I had 
to go run through the dirt and stuff. He 
got a pretty good gap on me and I tried 
to catch him really hard and I did - I did 
pretty much get back on him - but that's 
when I wore myself out pretty much 
and got tired. Just my arms were pump- 
ing. I couldn't squeeze the front brakes 
as hard, so I was having to mash the 
back brakes coming in. Then I was 
thinking, once I was getting tired, the 
track is a little rough in some places and 
Га almost lose the front and I barely had 
enough strength to hold it up and I 
didn't want to throw it away. I wanted 


' to make sure I kept in the points battle." 


So he took the certain second and an 
almost-certain second in the champi- 
onship. 

Having won nine races out of 10, 
Bostrom has 350 points, 45 more than 
Estok, with only Las Vegas to be run in 
a month's time. Bartels' H-D's Jake 
Zemke, fourth today, is 33 behind Estok 
with 272. 

Bostrom completed the 10-lap, 25.2- 
mile race in 18 minutes, 49.5 seconds, at 
an average speed of 80.319. mph. His 
margin of victory was 6.56 seconds, 
most of which was gained in the final 
three laps. 

There was little excitement outside of 
the top three. The order was set on the 
second lap and it was a processional 
march to the finish. 

Zemke was alone in fourth, and it 
was the same for Hooters Restaurants' 
Brian Gibbs in fifth. 

Then came Bartels’ Jeff Eklund, all by 
himself in front of a back-pack race 
between another pair of Bartels’ riders, 
Mike Voelker, who finished seventh by 
holding off Jody Hendley. 

H-D of Vallejo’s Robert Brown was 
ninth and Ramsey's Chesapeake H-D's 
Jerry Casciero Jr. was the final finisher. €N

30 
rion Racing’s Andrew Stroud has 
as virtually owned the inaugural 
| Pirelli Formula Xtreme series 
from the outset. So it was only fitting 
that he clinched the championship 
today with yet another dominating win, 
his sixth in eight tries, this one on the 


bumps and twists of Sears Point Race- 


way. 
The former New Zealand Superbike 
champion, who was part of the Erion 
Racing team that won last year's 
SuperTeams title, had this one in the 
bag from the start. 

By the fourth lap, he had a six-second 
lead, which he held, then stretched, to 
win by 7.170 seconds. 

Stroud completed the 15-lap, 37.8- 
mile race in 26 minutes, 42.990 seconds, 
at an average speed of 84.891 mph. 

"| felt pretty comfortable," the 
Honda CBR900RR-mounted Stroud said 
of the pace he set. "I could keep doing 
those times if I had to. I'm really happy 


we could wrap up the championship 
here." 

With only the season finale in Las 
Vegas remaining, Stroud holds an insur- 
mountable lead of 39 points, 280 to 241, 
over teammate Doug Toland. 

Toland struggled a bit today, finish- 
ing third behind Attack Performance's 
Paul Harrell, the Yamaha-mounted 
Southern Californian who won the pre- 
vious Xtreme race at Pikes Peak. 

Harrell was away fourth, then quick- 
ly third behind Hooters Restaurants’ 
Brian Gibbs. At this point Toland had 
settled into third, a good spot to watch 
the fierce and physical battle ahead. 

“I just sat back and watched him 
(Harrell) and Gibbs go at it until they 
separated,” Toland said. ""Now's the 
time to catch up,’ I thought.” And he 
did, but he couldn’t get past Harrell, 
who had the handling advantage. Har- 
rell uses an overbored Yamaha engine 
in a superbike chassis and that proved 
the right setup for the turns and twists 
of Sears Point. 

“I thought this would be a good track 
for him," Stroud said. "Following him at 
Pikes Peak, he could hold good, tight 
lines." 

Harrell edged away around the 
halfway point and the order of the front- 
runners settled for a processional finish. 

"This is my first time here," said Har- 
rell, who is in his first full year on the 
AMA circuit. "I was all over the place in 
the beginning. I was too spastic. I was 
trying to calm down." As for Stroud, “һе 
was riding way too fast for me today." 

Behind the podium finishers was the 
best clash of the day. Bellevue Suzuki- 
Ducati's Mike Sullivan, a longtime 250cc 
campaigner, was on a Suzuki GSXR750, 
duking it out with similarly mounted 
Gibbs and Roseville Cycle's Cory Call, 
an aggressive racer from Sacramento 
with some time on this track. 

There was nothing to separate the 
threesome for much of the race, though 
there wasn't much passing, either, until 
the very end. That's when Sullivan ran 
too hard into the final corner, turn 10, 
drifting wide, allowing Call to sneak 
underneath. With little chance to retali- 
ate on the drag race to the flag, Sullivan 
had to settle for fifth, and Gibbs for 


. Sixth. 


Then came DATS Racing’s Dale Kief- 
fer, the Nevadan running there by him- 
self almost the entire race. 

Stretched out behind him were 
another trio of Suzuki GSXR750s, with 
Ben Welch in eighth, Ricci Motorsports 
Jimmy Moore in ninth, and Rohm Per- 
formance Machines' Chris Thorsen in 
10th. €N

1 
evin Atherton had said that he 
К: wanted to see his name 
among dirt track racing's greats 
like Markel and Reswebber - as a win- 
ner of the Springfield Mile. He finally 
got his wish. 

The Total Control Racing / Ассе1/ 
Bunzl USA-backed  Michigander 
achieved Springfield glory on the sec- 
ond day of the 1997 Springfield Mile 
double-header, which was actually the 
first of two rounds at the Illinois State 
Fairgrounds and was canceled due to 
rain Saturday. But Atherton, like the rest 
of the racers, toughed it out and waited. 
After running second to former Harley- 
Davidson factory teammate Scott Parker 
on Sunday, the 26-year-old, who now 
calls Indianapolis home, came through 
to score his third win of the season on 
Monday in the typical last-lap draft- 
style fashion that makes the competition 
at the fabled mile track among the 
toughest on the circuit. And just as he 
did on Sunday, Atherton had to come 
from the penalty row to run up front 
after switching motorcycles. 

“Man, I've been all over the board 
here," Atherton said. "It was just like 
yesterday. I wanted to lead it off turn 
four. Today it worked out perfect for 
me. Third was where you wanted to be 
on the back straight. I just got a good 
run through the corner. And that was on 
our number-three bike. It's the one with 
all the spare parts." 

Equally big news came in the points 
race tliat accompanied the mile, as 
seven-time and defending champion 
Scott Parker took over the points lead 
with another solid run on day two. Four 
points behind series points leader Will 


Davis going into the second day of rac- . 


ing, Parker added a runner-up finish to 
his win on the first day to come away

with a points advantage that turned out 
to be much larger than anticipated after 
Davis suffered a heartbreaker - and pos- 
sibly a backbreaker - in the form of a 
broken rear shock, while the North Car- 
olinian was fighting for the win with 
just a few laps left in the Grand National 
final. 

"This feels bitchin', but 1 do feel bad 
for Will,” said the Harley-Davidson fac- 
tory-backed Parker, who led Atherton 
across the finish line for three successive 
laps prior to the checkered flag and 
seemingly had a second win in hand. 
"That was a bad deal. I want to win the 
race on the race track, not like that. But I 
had a great weekend. To finish 1-2 at 
Springfield, you can't go wrong. Espe- 
cially when you beat the guy you came 
to beat on both days." 

And just like the day before, third 
place was in doubt after the finish and 
had to be viewed on replay by AMA 
officials to determine the final podium 
finisher. What was certain was that 
Loral Lake Racing's old man from Okla- 
homa, Ronnie Jones, and 1-800- 
FASTHOG/ Moroney's Harley-David- 
son's Davey Camlin were practically 
riveted together as they crossed under 
AMA starter Steve Faraci's checkered 
laundry. Jones took to the podium after 
the race, but after further review, Cam- 
lin tapped him on the shoulder and 


` asked him to step aside. The defending 


event champion was officially declared 
the third-place finisher. 

“I thought I had 'em," Сатиш said. 
“I was second coming off of two, but 
their bikes were stronger. I thought I 
was second, and then Ronnie snuck in 
there and made me third. But this is 


cool. And yesterday was one of those 
days where everything went wrong." 

Jones wasn't as disappointed with 
hearing the news that he had finished 
fourth as he was in himself, for the 36- 
year-old series veteran and part-timer 
truly felt that he could have won the 
race.

If 
you'd told me that I was going to come 
to Springfield and get fourth, then I'd 
have been happy with that, but now 
that I'm sitting here thinkin' about it, 
I'm a little disappointed. I could have 
won it." 

USC Racing/Z Galleries’ Ricky Gra- 
ham finished fifth. Not as strong as he 
was yesterday, the three-time Grand 
National Champion nonetheless gave a 
good account of his mile-racing skills 
aboard. his Johnny Goad-tuned Honda. 
Graham started way back in 14th, but 
continued to play the draft game to his 
advantage as he diced with Corbin Rac- 
ing's Rich King and two series veterans, 
F&S Harley-Davidson's Steve Morehead 
and Bartels' Harley-Davidson's Jay 
Springsteen, in the tail end of the multi- 
rider lead pack. Graham got the nod at 
the line over Springsteen and Morehead, 
the latter two flip-flopping positions 
from their previous day's battle. 

King wound up eighth, ahead of 
Harley-Davidson of Sacramento's Joe 
Kopp and Deeley Harley-Davidson's 
Steve Beattie. Coziahr Harley-David- 


. son's Paul Morgan III was 11th, fol- 


lowed by Mike and Eddie Adkins Rac- 
ing's Geo Roeder II, Beal Peterbilt/ 
Lynch Racing's Paul Lynch, Gardner 
Racing /Walters Bros. H-D's Dan Stan- 
ley, and Suburban Motors Harley- 
Davidson's J.R. Schnabel, who occupied 
the 12th through 15th slots, respectively. 
Davis' unfortunate mechanical failure 
was the third such occurrence in the 
main, as he was credited with a lowly 
16th, ahead of early-exiters Chance Dar- 
ling and Mike Hacker. . 

Davis now has his work cut out for 
him, as the points swing places him 12 
behind Parker, who leads, 304-292. 
Atherton could conceivably still catch 
Davis. He sits third with 267. King is 
fourth with 226. Camlin is fifth still, 
barely holding off Graham, 195-190. 


HEATS 


It wasn't like Davis hadn't come pre- 
pared to fight. The 32-year-old North 
Carolinian was definitely hopping mad 
after his disappointing sixth-place finish 
on the day before, and it showed as he 
went out and strapped a holeshot on the 
field in the first heat race of the day and 
was never headed. He pulled away to 
win by several bike lengths. Davis left 
behind second-place finisher Morgan, 
who also put a gap between himself and 
an intense battle between Kopp, Darling 
and Lynch for the third and final trans- 
fer spot. Kopp appeared to have the 
upper hand every time the trio hit the 
stripe, but he was out of position on the 
last lap, allowing Darling to skip direct- 






ly into the feature. Kopp and Lynch 
would have to transfer from the semis. 
Davis set fast time to earn the pole for 
_ the main event. 

“It feels like it always does in the 
heat races and in practice,” Davis said. 
“Т always seem to have that dialed in. 
It's when Faraci holds out his hand with 
that five-lap sign that I haven't been 
able to dial in yet. Hopefully, we'll do 
that today. We've got a good horse for 
it. It’s better than yesterday's." 

Parker saw what Davis did in the 
first heat and copied it to a tee, leading 
all 10 laps to transfer ahead of a battle 
between Jones, Springtseen, Team 
Undo/Donahue Harley-Davidson‘s 
Brett Landes and Gardner Racing /Wal- 
ters Bros. H-D's Dan Butler, who was 
nursing a severely injured hand all 
weekend, courtesy of his run-in with 
Mike Hacker at the Hagerstown Half 
Mile. Jones pulled clear by lap six, with 
Springsteen and Beattie drafting it out 
for the final spot. Beattie also got away, 
but neither he nor Jones could catch 
Parker. 

"One more time," Parker said. "The 
bike feels so good, but we have changed 
a couple of things. It is a different bike 
than the one that I rode yesterday. But 
we're coming...through the front door." 

Atherton tried to split as well, but 
only wound up getting caught in a 
motorcycle race, as Hacker, Graham, 
Chris Evans and Kenny Coolbeth 
charged to the front, making for some 
pretty heavy traffic. 

"Hell, there were too many guys up 
there," Atherton said afterward. "They 
would stuff you, and you couldn't keep 
your corner speed up." 

Atherton went on to win, though his 
time was considerably slower due to the 
traffic up front. 

"We're all right," Atherton said. 
"We've got a little vibration that we're 
trying to figure out where it's coming 
from. We should be fine." 

Hacker and Graham also transferred 
via 2-3 finishes. 

The final heat race was another tight 
one, as day-one main-event contenders 
Johnny Murphree, Kevin Varnes, King, 
Roeder and Camlin all ran up front in 
the hope of grabbing one of the first 
three positions. It took Camlin a while 
to get rolling, but the Rock Island "rock- 
et" got settled in at about the halfway 
point and began to frequent the lead 
position as the field crossed the stripe. 
When all was said and done, Camlin 
had the win over King and Roeder, who 
barely held off Varnes at the finish. 


SEMIS 


There were still six spots left in the 
Grand National feature, and two riders 
from each of three semis lined up to fill 
them. 

Coolbeth looked strong in the early 
part of the first semi as the former Rook- 
ie of the Year diced with Kopp, Landes, 
Suburban Motors riders Jim Sumner 
and Schnabel, and Dale Jenneman: 
Kopp finally found the drive he was 
looking for and shot to the lead off the 
very last corner to make the show. Schn- 
abel was right there as well, and he 
sneaked into second at the line to earn 
his place in the final. 

Powell Racing's Tim Mertens was а 
heavy player in semi number two, and it 
looked as though the returning veteran 
would be the man to beat in the early 
portions of the eight-lapper as he draft- 
ed with Springsteen in front of Scott 
Buchan and Willie McCoy (among oth- 
ers) in an eight-rider lead draft. Then a 
red flag flew when Evans, Danny 
Koelsch and Jeff Randolph tumbled to 





the ground in turn two. Randolph 
would make the restart, but Evans and 
Koelsch were transported to the area 
hospital for observation. Both were 
reportedly conscious and alert upon 
leaving the track. 

On the restart, Lynch wanted in, and 
the youngster began to establish a good 
line off turn four that allowed him to 
hold the lead far down the front straight 
before he was swallowed up by the hun- 
gry pack. In the end, Lynch was where 
he needed to be, and it looked as though 
the youngster from Maryland would 
take the win until Springsteen got a 
double draft and shot by. But Lynch was 
second, and in the show - mission 
accomplished.

In the meantime, Atherton's crew was 
thrown into a panic between the heat 
races and the Grand National when it 
discovered the source of the vibration 
that he had felt en route to winning his 
heat race, and it was not a good vibra- 
tion. 

"We brought the thing back after the 
heat and started looking for a problem," 
Atherton said. “We found out that both 
the top motor mounts were broken, but 
that shouldn't have made the vibration 
that | was feeling. Then we pulled off 
the primary cover and found that the 
cases were cracked - right in the place 
where they usually will crack if they’re 
going to.” 

The verdict? Another motorcycle 
change and another start from the 
penalty line. 

But it didn’t seem to matter when the 
18 quickest milers in the country left the 
line to finish off the double-header 
weekend. Camlin went right to the 
front, as did Parker, King, Morehead, 
Kopp and Jones. But, by the time the ini- 
tial sorting out signaled the start of the 
| draft wars, Atherton was already fifth. 
Davis was further back, but charging 
around the outside on his way to the 
front. 

"^ Nine riders mixed it up toward the 
front of the field, with Camlin appearing 
to be the lap leader each of the first three 
circuits, but Morehead changed that 
when he poked his head in to lead the 
fourth lap as he, Parker and King hit the 
stripe three abreast just in time to see a 
red flag, as Stanley's borrowed Rose 
Racing machine puked oil on the 

оохе. 

“I looked down and seen that," Park- 
er said, "and I started waving like crazy 
to Morehead. Then he saw it and he 
started waving. Luckily it was on the 
edge of the groove.' 

"| was right behind Stanley when it 
happened," Kopp said later. "It was like 
getting hit with a garden hose. I’m glad 
I didn't fall down right then." 

‚ After a lengthy delay for track 
cleanup, the race resumed, and the com- 
plexion began to change. By lap six, 
Springsteen was up near fourth, Parker 
had dropped back to around 10th, and 
Davis had the lead. 

Davis then turned up the wick and 
tried to pull away. He would lead the 
next five laps. Camlin refused to let up, 
however, and the two-time race winner 
finally got a breath of Davis as they 
steamed down the back straight and into 
turn three on lap 10. Davis held Camlin 
off through three and four and up the 
front straight, but Camlin broke the race 
wide open again when he shot past 
Davis into turn one. Jones and Morehead 
ran near the front, while Morehead was 
kept busy in fifth with King, Graham 
and Springer. Atherton was always near 
the front, biding his time. 





The race got hairball again when 
they ran three abreast down the front 
straight on laps 13 апа 14, Davis on the 
inside and leading Camlin and then 
Morehead - who was sandwiched 
between the two. Parker again stepped 
up and began to flex his muscle down 
the back straight. He drafted past all but 
Davis as they came around on lap 15, 
but he was in the lead on lap 16. The 
pair then tried to pull a fast one on the 
field, communicating in hand signals, 
telling each other that it was time to go 
and settle this thing. 

"Hey," Parker said. "You could see 
what was going on when you had four 
riders in there. Everyone goes out there 
and gets berserk." 

Atherton might have sensed the 
impending breakaway, because he sud- 
denly got more aggressive with about 
six laps to go. Soon he was leading 
Jones, King and Graham instead of fol- 
lowing them, and he and Camlin tried 
to get back with the two front-runners. 

That's when it happened: Someone 
pulled high as the field came through 
three and four. It was Davis. The North 
Carolinian angrily pounded on his han- 
dlebar as he ran down the front straight, 
the victim of a broken shock shaft. 

The break left Atherton, Camlin, 
Parker and Jones with some room to 
move around, and it was clear that the 
winner would come from this pack as 
the race wound down to the final two 
laps. Atherton wanted to lead it off the 
final curve, and he did. That was all she 
wrote, and the Indiana transplant took 
his first mile win of the year, and his 
11th career win. 

“After the restart, I was going back- 
wards," Atherton said. "It was spinning, 
and I just couldn't get hooked up. Then, 
with about eight or nine laps to go, it 
started working again. What can I say? 
It was another lucky deal." 


AMA 883 NATIONAL 


After Atherton won the Grand 
National, Las Vegas Harley-Davidson/ 
Saddlemen's Jess Roeder was the only 
rider left who had the opportunity to 
score a double on the weekend as the 
AMA. 883 National program was run in 
its entirety after the Grand National 
main event. Close racing was the rule 
rather than the exception. After the 
three qualifying heats, the riders lined 
up, with Roeder grabbing the holeshot 
over the field, while Moroney's Harley- 
Davidson's Mike Hacker took up the 
second spot. 

The 12-lap race progressed with 
Roeder and Hacker being joined by Bar- 
tels’ riders Johnny Murphree and Shaun 
Russell. Hacker's teammate Camlin ran 
fifth, staving off the rest of the field. 
Hacker then began double-drafting his 
way into the lead down the back 
straight, only to relinquish the spot to 
Roeder when they crossed the stripe. 
Camlin came up and led his first lap on 
the fifth circuit, but then, almost out of 
nowhere, former 883 series champion 
Scott Stump came up to challenge 
aboard his Performance-backed Pat 
Moroney-owned machine. He would 
play a huge part in the outcome of the 
race. 

. Murphree managed to scramble to 
the front on lap eight before being 
dumped back out of contention. In the 
meantime, James Hart/The Wrench / 
Dale's H-D-backed Bret Beyer worked 
into the fray. Roeder led lap 10 and 
Hacker controlled lap 11, as they took 
the white flag and set up for the finish. 
Down the back straightaway, Beyer, 
Stump and Camlin got set up for the 
win, and they were three abreast as they

obody ever has to tell Scott Parker 
Nevis to do when he is behind on 

points as the AMA Grand National 
Championship Series reaches its latter 
stages. He didn’t get to be a multi time 
series champion by being at a loss for 
direction when the chips are down. The 
goal is to win, because wins can handily 
make up for early-season deficits. Wins 
earn championships, and Parker has 
earned seven of those. 

The 36-year-old Michigander from 
Swartz Creek inched ever closer to his 
eighth as he scored career Grand 
National win number 81 aboard his 
familiar Bill Werner-tuned factory 


Harley-Davidson at the Illinois State 
Fairgrounds, during the first of two 
Springfield Miles held over the Labor 
Day weekend. And he did so in con- 
vincing fashion. After rounding the first 
turn in eighth, Parker got going and 
drafted his way to the head of the pack, 
at times appearing vastly superior to the 
rest of the 18-rider field. Once he was in 
the lead, Parker held off Total Control 
Racing’s Kevin Atherton and USC Rac- 
ing/Z Galleries’ Ricky Graham at the 
finish line for the win which, combined 
with a sixth-place finish by current 
series points leader Will Davis, moved 
the defending Champion to within four 
points of the North Carolinian as the 
“Rolling Thunder Show” reaches crunch 
time. 

“Nothing’s in the bag yet,” Parker 
said. “I felt good, the bike felt good. It 
was doing whatever I wanted it to do - 
inside, outside, going in, in the middle 
or off the corner. Sometimes you get 
locked into one little line, but with the 
bike that Bill provided me, I could go 
wherever I needed to go.” 

For Atherton - who officially led only 
one of the 25 laps after starting on the 
penalty line (for changing motorcycles) 
and then burrowing through the pack to 
the front - it was his inability to be 
where he wanted to be on the final run 
to the line that cost him his first Spring- 
field Mile victory: Atherton had hoped 
to lead the field off the fourth turn on 
the last lap, but the 26-year-old 
TCR/ Accel/Bunzl rider followed Park- 
er off the corner and came up just short 
as the pair flashed under AMA starter 
Steve Faraci's checkered flag. Atherton 
finished second for the sixth time this 
season, once again gaining points on 
series leader and teammate Davis while 
losing them to Parker. 

“1 should be happy with second, con- 
sidering where we started," Atherton 
said. "But I know that I was capable of 
winning this race. We're lucky that we 
ran that Beer Nuts Challenge before the 
main event. We didn't want to wear out 
the motorcycle, but then we decided to 
go out there and scuff in tires for the 
main. On the second or third lap, the 
motorcycle started making a noise, so 
we switched. I wanted to lead it off turn 
four, because I knew I could beat 'em. 
Scott wanted to do the same thing. Our 
bikes were so equal that we couldn't 
draft each other before the finish line." 

Just as he did at the Du Quoin Mile, 
three-time AMA Grand National Cham- 
pion Graham had the best seat from 
which to watch the finish, as he was 
right behind the Parker/Atherton duo 
when the checkered flag fell. Graham 
got an excellent run from his first-row 
starting position when the green light 
flashed to start the main event, and the 
39-year-old Californian led the first six 
laps, flogging his Johnny Goad-tuned 
Honda RS750. He never left the lead 
draft but, like Atherton, Graham was in 
the wrong place at the wrong time at the 
finish. 

“We're right there," Graham said. “It 
was close racing. The only mistake that I 
made was on the last lap, when I drafted 
to the outside - but the only thing that 
we could have done better was finish 
second. We couldn't do anything with 
Scotty." 

After a photo finish among the next 
three finishers - Steve Morehead, Jay 
Springsteen and Davis - fourth and fifth 
were the property of the two eldest 
series veterans, Morehead and Spring- 
steen, who ran up front for the entire 
distance without leading a lap across the 
stripe, but were nonetheless threats for 
podium finishes - F&S Harley-David- 


son/KK's Morehead for the whole race, 


and the Bartels' Harley-Davidson/Big 


Twin-backed Springer in the later laps: 
The pair's finishes were indicative of 
their vast wealth of mile-racing experi- 
ence, and signified a nice return to form 
for both. 

"Fourth - at least that's what they 
told me," Morehead said. "We just 
needed a break, man. We've stunk all 
year, but today we showed what kind of 
race team that we are. We've had prob- 
lems all year long. We got it together, 
finally. We'll try again tomorrow. We 
tweaked on it all day long and got it 
going pretty good. We won't have to do 
that às much tomorrow." 

“Td better have gotten fifth," a gruff 
Springsteen said before hearing the con- 
firmation of that fact. "I almost got 
Morehead at the line. I was comin', man. 
I wish it was just a couple more laps." 

Davis came out on the short end of 
the finish-line review, but the series - 
points leader had reason to be satisfied 
after runnin' in the lead draft on his 
TCR/ Accel/Bunzl Harley-Davidson. 

"Oh, well; we ran anywhere from 
first to sixth,” Davis said. "I just didn't 
make some good decisions when I had 
to. Maybe we will tomorrow. We were 
there today. We'll try and stay there 
tomorrow." 

Team 1-800-FASTHOG’s Mike Hack- 
er finished seventh, ahead of teammate 
and defending event champion Davey 
Camlin, Loral Lake Racing's Ronnie 
Jones, and Harley-Davidson of Sacra- 
mento's Joe Kopp. Corbin/R&R Rac- 
ing’s Rich King was 11th. USC 
Racing/Lancaster Harley-Davidson's 
Kevin Varnes ran 12th, in front of Mike 
and Eddie Adkins Racing's Geo Roeder 
IL, Team Undo/Donahue Harley-David- 
son's Brett Landes, and Corbin Racing's 
Chance Darling. H-D Central/Frontier 
Harley-Davidson's Dale Jenneman, Bar- 
tels’ Harley-Davidson rookie Johnny 
Murphree, and Canada's Chris Evans 
completed the field in 16th through 
18th, respectively. 

Parker has seriously cut Davis’ points | 
gap, and the champ now trails the chal- 
lenger to his crown by just four points, 
289-285. Atherton remains third with 
244, while King is fourth with 215. Cam- 
lin hangs on to fifth over the charging 
Graham by just three points, 179-176. 


HEATS 


King took the lead when the first of 
the four 10-lap heats charged off the 
starting line on the fastest mile race 
track in the country. The Iowan was fol- 
lowed by Roeder, Jones, Atherton, Terry 
Poovey and Dan Butler, with youngsters 
Shaun Russell and Paul Lynch also in 
the hunt. Atherton grabbed the lead as 


they slid into turn three on the second 


lap, and he then proceeded to lead the 
next six passes across the start/finish 
line, with King and Jones "dicing back 


and forth behind him. The top six riders 


bunched up down the back straight, 
allowing King to take the point away 
from Atherton as the white flag was 
shown. But the former resident of White 
Pigeon, Michigan (see Briefly...), turned 
up the wick off the final corner for the 
win over King and Jones. 

“The track is awesome," Афһегіоп 
said. "We just rode the wheels off the 
bike, and it was workin' good. We did 
real good laps, and the thing felt real 
strong." 

Coziahr Harley-Davidson's Paul 
Morgan III grabbed the holeshot in heat 
two, with Suburban Motors H-D's Jim: 
Sumner, Springsteen and Morehead in 
pursuit. Springer was the first to break 
toward the front, picking off Morgan 








and Sumner, while Deeley Harley- 
Davidson's Steve Beattie worked his 
way into the fray. Beattie and Morehead 
latched together to run right behind 
Springsteen on lap eight, while Landes 
also moved toward the front. Beattie got 
an excellent drive on the outside up the 
front straight and drafted past Springer 
with one lap to go, but then Morehead 
broke through the lead pack and got set 
up for the finish line. Morehead took the 
win, ahead of Springer, with Landes 
sneaking into the third and final transfer 
spot. 

"| was struggling there; then my tire 
came in," Morehead said. "This is just a 
chess game. You start running three 
wide in a draft, and all of a sudden 
there's a wall in front of you and you 
can't go nowhere." 

Kopp led the first two laps of heat 
three, while Hacker, Jenneman, 1996 
Rookie of the Year J.R. Schnabel, and '97 
RoY candidate Johnny Murphree filed 
into line behind the '97 Peoria TT win- 
ner. Jenneman then got a slingshot and 
took the lead on lap three, but even 
more surprises came from Murphree, 
who managed to put himself into posi- 
tion to lead the seven-rider lead draft 
across the stripe on laps four and five 
before Jenneman resurfaced. Kopp then 
topped the fray for the final four laps, 
while a demure Hacker sauntered into 
second, ahead of Murphree, the rookie 
making it into the shoe directly out of 
the heat. 


“We can do it (lead a race) again,” а 


confident Kopp said. “We just have to 
get out there with the faster guys. We're 
trying a little bit different gearing for the 
dash to see if it will work with the other 
guys. Then we'll know what to do for 
the main. It's already good, but we're 
just trying to see if we can make it bet- 
ter. The track is awesome." 

Parker, Graham and Davis looked as 
though they might break away in the 
final heat, but Camlin caught them as 
they crossed the line to start lap four. 
Camlin then drafted by Davis and had 
his sights set on Graham and Parker 
when Graham suddenly slid out in 
between turns one and two, bringing 
out a red flag. 

“I just laid it down, trying to avoid 
Scotty," the former champion said. "I 
race close." 

Once the race was back under way, 
Graham cut through the field like a 
wedge, making contact with Camlin (see 
Briefly...) and then catching back up to 
Parker. Tim Mertens was also in the 
hunt, but in the end, Parker took the 
win, with an angered Camlin shooting 
past Graham for the second spot at the 
line. 

“The bike is awesome," Parker said. 
“Гуе got the upper hand right now. I 
can ра55 'em and go anywhere I need to 
go and still be right there. The track 
feels fast." 


‘SEMIS 


With a full 48-rider field on hand, 
three 12-rider semis were still needed to 
fill the field for the 18-rider main event. 

Darling, Jenneman and Poovey 
appeared to be the most motivated 
main-event contenders in the first semi, 
the trio drafting each other all the way 
around the race track. But Poovey was 
the first to drop back, while H-D of Mis- 
souri/Burks Motorsports’ Kenny Cool- 
beth and Morgan moved forward to try 
to earn a berth in the main. Darling and 
Jenneman remained up front and took 
the top two spots to transfer. 

Semi two was Beattie’s undoing, as 
the Canadian National Champion, who 
looked so strong in his heat race, found 


himself in a battle with countryman 
Evans and Ohio’s Roeder. The three rid- 
ers ran tight for all eight laps, but Evans 
finally broke free at the finish, leaving 
Beattie and Roeder to battle it out for the 
other transfer to the main event. It took 
several minutes for the AMA to review 
the footage from the finish-line camera 
before declaring Roeder the runner-up. 
Davis had yet to earn a spot in the 
main event, and the North Carolinian 
gave 'em hell as he attempted to break 


. free in the last semi - but it didn't work. 
The battle between Kevin Varnes and. 


Dan Butler for second place carried 
them up to-Davis' rear wheel, and 
Varnes made a bid for the lead up the 
front straightaway on lap six. Davis 
retook to hold the point as the field took 
the white flag, but then Butler ran it 
hard into turn one and grabbed the lead. 
Davis quickly recovered and got the run 
he needed to take the win and make the 
show, while Varnes edged out Butler for 
second place and the final berth in the 
feature. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


Parker was nowhere near the front 
when the field poured around the first 
turn at the start of the 25-lap Grand 
National main event. Kopp took the 
lead, followed by Jones, Graham, More- 
head and King. Jones and Graham ran 
past the stripe side by side, with Gra- 
ham taking the lead going into turn one 
and establishing himself as the clear 
leader down the back straight. He 
would lead the first six laps convincing- 
ly, and resurface to lead laps 14, 15 and 
23. 

“I could lead it when Scotty wasn't 
there," Graham said. “I didn't lead it 
when he was. We were competitive with 
every other motorcycle out there but his. 
His bike had more juice than ours." 

And Parker was on his way by then, 
drafting with points rival Davis as the 
pair tried to work their way to the front 
of the pack on the back straight during 
lap six. Then Camlin went down as the 
field rolled through turn three, bringing 
out a red flag. 

"We're all right, but I don't know 
what happened," Camlin said. "The rear 
end just locked up and it pushed me 
toward the hay bales, and І slid out. The 
chain was off it, but if the chain had 
been the reason, then it would have 
taken a lot of stuff out." 

Camlin made the restart and would 
ultimately finish eighth. 

Jones took the lead after the restart 
and led the seventh lap by a nose as he, 
Morehead and Graham hit the line three 
abreast. Davis and Parker had moved 
up right behind them in the lead draft, 
and Parker assumed the lead for the first 
time on lap eight. His superior drives off 
turn four made him the man to beat for 
the next seven circuits, until Graham 
took another turn at the front. But Park- 
er appeared to already have the race 
under control. 

“I could pass one guy or three guys,” 
Parker said. "Sometimes, when you run 
in there with a bunch of guys, they get 
in a little hot, and you can get by 'em. 
But I knew if I did that, I could still 
come off the (fourth) corner and be right 
where I wanted to be." 

Atherton poked his nose in there on 
lap 18 for the first time after getting 
dialed in to the track surface. 

"They watered the track before the 
main event," Atherton said. "We're out 
there running 33.9s and they watered it. 
Luckily, we got to change a gear during 
the red flag." 

From there, Atherton was content to 
stay right on Parker's tail while having 
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to deal with an aggressively riding Gra- 
ham. At one point, Atherton decided 
that Graham was riding a little foo 
aggressively, and the Michigander gave 
the Californian a friendly gesture to let 
him know how he felt. Parker had a 
ringside seat for it at the time. 

"Kevin flipped off Ricky about five 
laps from the end," Parker said with a 
laugh. ^Ricky came in just a little tight 
on him." 

But it was Parker's day to be in the 
center ring. There was just no stopping 
the champion as he unleashed his Bill 
Werner horsepower off turn four. Ather- 
ton could match him, but the shuffle on 
the last lap forced Atherton to make a 


. quick decision as they came off the final 


turn to the flag. 

“I tried to get in his draft on the back 
corner, but it was too late. I thought that 
I could get a better draft off the right 
side, because you don't have the 
exhaust on that side. I tried to get the 
best draft I could." 

But it wasn't enough, as Parker 
edged Atherton and Graham to the line, 
ahead of Davis, Morehead and Springer, 
who were three wide. | 

Parker now has win number 81, to 
celebrate the year that he first joined the 
Harley-Davidson factory. 

"Now I need 82," Parker said with a 
smile. “То double the guy behind me." 

Anything can happen - but for Park- 
er, that personal goal is perhaps just one 
more mile down the road. 


AMA 883 NATIONAL 


Anyone who thought that Jess Roed- 
er was physically too large to win a mile 
had better think again, for the junior 
member of the racing Roeder family 
now has the Springfield Mile trophy to 
prove it. 

The Las Vegas Harley-Davidson/ 
American Asphalt and Grading-backed 
Ohioan claimed the victory by being in 
the right place at the right time in the 
crash-shortened 10-lap AMA Harley- 
Davidson 883 National. 

Roeder was put back on the penalty 
line to start the 17-rider race, but he 
quickly worked his way to the front, 
running down seasoned 883 veterans 
such as Mike Hacker and series points 
leader Davey Camlin to make his way to 
the front. 

Roeder engaged in a battle with Bar- 
tels’ riders Johnny Murphree and Shaun

Russell as well as the 1-800- 
FASTHOG/Moroney’s team of Camlin 
and Hacker, with Howell’s H-D/East- 
ern Harley Dealer’s Association rider 
Rob Miller in the hunt as well. Roeder 
led laps nine and 10 unchallenged, but 
Camlin finally decided to assert himself 
on lap 11 with an aggressive pass for the 
lead. But just as Camlin took the point, 
the red flag waved instead of the white 
flag as a rider went down. The race was 
backed up a lap and called complete, 
and the results from that lap showed 
that big Roeder had outgunned little 
Camlin on this day. 

"| ve been starving myself for the 
past three weeks," Roeder said. "I just 
got a decent start, and I kept following 
Davey. Then it turned into a free-for-all. 
I just tried to stay in the top three and 
just happened to lead the right lap. I'd 
have liked to win it without the red flag, 
but I’ve been on the other side of that, 
too. I'd just really like to thank Las 
Vegas Harley-Davidson. They've pro- 
vided me with opportunities that I 
never had before." €N

a" n the last day of the 1997 AMA 
* National Motocross Champi- 
onship Series, Team Kawasaki's 
Jeff Emig hammered home the point 
that he is now the fastest motocross 
rider on the planet with a hard-earned 
two-moto win at the Steel City National 
Motocross. Emig, already crowned the 
"97 250cc National Motocross and the '97 
Supercross Champion, was relentless in 
his pursuit of his seventh AMA Nation- 

al win of the 13-race series. 

"The safest way to ride is to just give 
it 100 percent all of the time," said Emig 
of his decision not to hold back at Steel 
City, even though the championship tro- 
phy was already in his possession. "At 
this level, when you don't give it your 
all, you get yourself in trouble. The fans 
came out here expecting to see me win. 
Even without a title on the line, that's 
enough pressure to make you work 
hard." 

And work hard Emig did, in an excit- 
ing first 250cc moto that saw a four-man 
battle between Emig, Suzuki's Jeremy 
McGrath and Greg Albertyn, and a sur- 
prisingly competitive Mike Craig from 
the Honda of Troy team. Emig had 
taken the early lead after 20 minutes 
from a seemingly rejuvenated McGrath, 
but then, just as McGrath lost the pace, 
Emig ran off the track and picked up a 
streamer of plastic course-marking tape 
in his back wheel. The tape melted on 
his rear brake disk and slowed the 
champ down to third-place before the 
tape burned off completely and Emig’s 
stoppers started working again. Then

the champ had to run down Craig 
with less then two laps to go to 
grab a popular win. 

The second moto did not have 
nearly as much excitement as the 
first, and Emig was able to win 
the final moto of the year from 
Suzuki's Mike LaRocco - his 17th 
moto win of 26 in the series. The 
day also marked the 12th time in 
13 AMA 250cc National events 
that Emig made the podium. Fin- 
ishing second overall was South 
Africa's Albertyn (3-4), followed 
by Craig (2-5). Rounding out the 
top five were LaRocco (7-2) and: 
lame-duck Yamaha rider Ezra 
Lusk (6-3), who will depart for the 
Honda team shortly. 

The 125cc National saw anoth- 
er battle royal between SplitFire/ 
Pro Circuit Kawasaki's Ricky 
Carmichael and Yamaha's Kevin 
Windham, though this time the 
results swayed in Windham's 
favor. The four-year veteran from 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, lost a 
straight-up fight to Carmichael in 
the first moto, but then led the 











second race from start to finish as 
Carmichael fell on the second lap and 
dropped back to 27th place. After that, it 
was clear sailing for Windham, who 
counts Steel City among his all-time 
favorite tracks. 

“I put a lot of pressure on myself to 
come here and win, because it's the last 
race of the year and I didn't really do 
what do what I planned in doing in this 
series," said Fox / Shoei /Scott/Hammer- 
head-backed Windham, who was a pre- 
season title favorite (along with Honda's 
Steve Lamson), but who ran into an 
unforeseen storm in the form of the 
rookie Carmichael. "I won the last race 
of the series here last year, and Steel 
City has always been one of my favorite 
races. The last couple of years, I've been 
able to end the season with a bang. І 
was able to do it again today and I think 
that's going to give me a lot of confi- 
dence going into next season." 

Like Emig in the 250cc class, 
Carmichael had already clinched the '97 
125cc National Championship but 
vowed not to let up on the last day of 
the season. Even though a win was out 
of the question after his early fall, 
Carmichael battled back through the 
pack for sixth place in the second moto 
to wrap up third overall, behind Wind- 
ham and Lamson (3-2). Steel City 
marked Carmichael's 11th podium fin- 
ish in 13 rounds, and the first-moto win 
was Carmichael's 14th of the year. He 
also had eight overall wins in the '97 
series. 

In the final 125cc National Champi- 
onship standings, Carmichael cashed in 
with 563 total points in his first full sea- 
son of AMA Pro racing. Windham set- 
tled for the vice championship for the 
second year in a row, with 468 points. 


Team Honda's Scott Sheak, a native of 
New York, was third with 384 points, 
followed by Frenchmen Mickael Pichon 
(353) of the Suzuki team and Honda of 
Troy's Stephane Roncada (323). Sheak 
was fourth overall at Steel City with a 5- 
3, while Pichon was fifth with 4-4 scores. 

In the-250cc class, Emig ends the best 
domestic racing year of his life with 591 
points in the 250cc National standings 
and a 94-point lead - one point less than 
the whippin' Carmichael put on the 
125cc class. Yamaha's John Dowd was 
the series' runner-up with 485 points, fol- 
lowed by McGrath's 433. Rounding out 
the top five overall were Honda of Troy's 
Larry Ward (376) and LaRocco (372). 

The Steel City Nationals were a part 
of the AMA National Championship 
tour for the 10th year in à row, and a 
huge crowd of more than 15,000 turned 
out for the last race of the year. Lap 
times on the long, jump-lined track mea- 
sured nearly three minutes. One espe- 
cially large set of four tabletops and two 
double jumps had to be tamed down 
after two 250cc riders - Manchester 
Honda/AXO’s Damon Bradshaw and 
BSY Yamaha's Doug Dubach - crashed 
hard. Bradshaw had lost count of the 
tabletops and overjumped one, possibly 
breaking his wrist upon landing. 
Dubach crunched his oft-injured shoul- 
der on the doubles and dropped out of 
the event. Still, the track itself, with its 
long, deep berms and perfect, dust-free 
loam, got excellent reviews from most 
riders. 

"The tabletops were hard, because if 
you make one mistake out through 
there, you can't jump anything," said 
Mickael Pichon. "It was a really good 
track and very technical, but the table- 
tops were too much."

It would have been only fitting that 
Jeff Emig collect the holeshot to start the 
first 250cc moto, but it was a big sur- 
prise to just about everyone when 
McGrath seemed to burst out of his 
recent slump to outgun Emig in the first 


turn and lead for much of the early race. 


Honda of Troy teammates Ward and 
Craig were right behind them, followed 
by Albertyn, Yamaha four-stroker Doug 
Henry, and two-stroker Dowd, and the 
rest of the pack. But Henry fell in the 
early stages and then pulled out alto- 
gether when he felt that something was 
wrong with his engine. 

"| heard a noise in the motor like 
something was rubbing, and I don't 
want to take a chance of something hap- 
pening on the bike because the season is 
just about over and it's better to just sort 
the bike out rather than taking any 
chances," said Henry, no doubt thinking 
back to the Budds Creek debacle earlier 
this summer that left him with two bro- 
ken arms. 

Up front, McGrath led while Emig, 
Albertyn and Craig chased after him. 
The four racers would take the race 


away from everyone else until Albertyn. 


crashed and lost a lot of momentum. But 
Albee was up quickly and back in the 
fray. 
After the halfway point, Emig made 
a pass on McGrath, as did Craig, and the 
big battle looked over until Emig ran off 
the track on a set of rolling whoops and 
gathered up the track tape in his rear- 
wheel assembly. 

"| got past everybody, but then I got 
those banners in my rear wheel and lost 
my brake for a while," said Emig. "Tt 
eventually burned off and the brake 
came back in time for me to make the 





places back up. I was really loose and 
riding really relaxed, but maybe a little 
out of control." 

Emig went right back after McGrath 
and Craig, and made a couple of quick 
passes in the waning moments to steal 
another close win. Craig was a season- 
best second-place, while Albertyn 
passed a tired McGrath for third. 

"| m out here for myself,” said Craig 
after his impressive ride. "I want to 
prove to myself and to everyone else 
that I still have it in me. I’m giving it 100 
percent now and I will next year, too, no 
matter who I end up riding for." 

“I made that one little mistake and 
they got away from me," said Albertyn. 
"We were having a good race - Mike 
Craig surprised me a little bit. But I 
think I was riding good enough to win - 
but it just didn't work out." 

"Nothing really happened," said 
McGrath. “I just got tired. I was really 
happy that I got a good start and rode 
the pace, but I just was using up too 
much energy and I got tired. I can tell 
you that it felt really, really good to hear 
the fans cheering for me again." 

The second moto was not nearly as 


close as the first, as Craig picked up a 


holeshot but then surrendered the lead 
quickly to Emig, who held it for the rest 
of the race. 

"There was a little point on the first 
lap where I tweaked my knee and it 
gave me a little scare,” said Emig. "I was 


thinking that I might have injured my . 


knee, but then it worked out and I went 
ahead and pinned it." 

LaRocco started well and moved up 
into second, while Lusk - like LaRocco, a 
non-factor in the first moto - finished 
third. Albertyn didn't seem to have the 
same speed, and finished fourth. 


"Average," remarked Albertyn about . 


his day. "I was pretty lucky to get sec- 
ond overall with a 3-4. I went down 
once in each moto and I'm kind of tired 
of doing that, but that's the way it goes. 
І. was feeling pretty good, but I just 
wasn't getting it done. I was definitely 
the fastest-guy out there but I messed up 
once. In the second moto, I had really 
bad stomach cramps and that slowed 
me down considerably." 

McGrath didn't have the same drive 
either. "I got an average start but then I 
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got kind of frustrated behind- Craig,” 
said McGrath. “I just haven't been rid- 
ing and training enough for a track like 
this. It was a pretty fast pace.” 

As for the rest of the players, Henry 
got back in the race for 10th in the second 
moto, and teammate John Dowd had an 
off day and finished seventh overall with 
a 9-6 score. Likewise for Kawasaki's 
Ryan Hughes, who could only muster a 
pair of eighth-place finishes. 

When asked if 1997 was the best year 
of his career, Emig answered: “Definitely. 
My attitude was good and І was able to 
make things happen. It's definitely been 
the most fun year I’ve had in my career, 
and I want to thank Kawasaki and my 
mechanic, Joel Albrecht, for that."

However, before the first lap was over, 
Carmichael had the lead, ahead of 
Windham ала Lamson. А pitched battle 
ensued over the next five laps that saw 
the leading duo go back and forth sever- 
al times with the lead as they pulled 
away from Lamson. 

"Kevin was charging hard but so was 
I, and it was just another one of those 
fun races that you love being part of," 
said Carmichael afterward. "I got a 
good start, but I saw Kevin and Lammy 
ahead of me and I knew I would be bet- 
ter off passing them right away because 
they both go so good here and I would 
be in big trouble. I made some mistakes 
while Kevin and I were battling, but 
once I settled down, I got away." 

Once he pulled clear of Windham, 
Carmichael started cutting consistent 
laps of 2:48. He would cross the finish 
line several seconds ahead of Windham 
while Lamson was a distant third, ahead 
of Pichon.

Deep in fifth came Sheak, who dou- 
ble-clutched his Honda off the starting 
gate and came from dead-last. Sheak 
had taken fifth over from Huffman, who 
threw away a sure fifth when he fell in a 
córner and could not get his motorcycle 
started until he was back in 24th. 

“It’s just another of our battles and 
Ricky came out on top," said Windham. 


“I kind of fell off the pace midmoto and 
I was pretty upset with myself right 
after the moto. I got pumped up, and 1 
shouldn't be getting pumped up at this 
time of the year. I went back to the pits 
and sat down and thought about how I 
would do things differently. I wanted to 
turn the tables on him in the second race 
just like he did to me at Binghamton last 
weekend. A lot of times you tie each 
other's scores, but we're all too familiar 
with which moto is more important, and 
that's the second one." 

"It would mean a whole heck of a lot 
to me to win the last race here because 
it's been such a bad season, but I 
couldn't get it down in the first moto," 
said Lamson, who was riding with his 
current number-one plate for the last 
time. “I can't let those guys get away 
early like they did the first moto - they 
set a really fast pace early and get away. 
By the end of the moto we're on the 
same pace, but they're gone. I need to 
get after them early." 

Windham again holeshot the second 
moto, but this time the race would be 
anticlimactic. Carmichael started right 
behind him, but a fall on the slick track 
on the second lap ended his hopes of 
tying Lamson's 1996 record of nine 
125cc National wins in a series. 

The Hondas of Lamson and Sheak 
were behind Windham but they never 
headed the blue-clad Yamaha pilot. 

"It was a shame that Ricky went 
down, but I did feel like I was better 
prepared to ride the motorcycle in the 
second moto," said Windham, who 
pulled out an early lead on the Hondas 
of Sheak and Lamson and held it all the 
way back to the truck. "I was thinking 
about getting out there and getting the 
lead and setting a good pace, and I put 
my head down and rode to the best of 
my ability. I put 100 percent toward 
both motos and it just went my way in 
the second moto." 

Lamson ended his two-year reign as 
the 125cc National Champion with a 








hard-fought second-place finish ahead 
of Sheak, who actually passed Lammy 
at one point but then fell. Pichon was 
again fourth. 

“It was a pretty good day, I guess,” 
said Pichon. "I got some good starts for 
once and I rode my own race, but it just 
wasn't good enough. I got too tired 
because I did not eat all day long. I got 
really sick yesterday and my stomach 
had been too upset for me to eat. It was 
an okay day, but I am still disappointed. 
I mean, I got two fourths in the motos 
but I still got fifth overall. Sometimes 
with two fourths you can get second or 
third, but not today. Y CN

mr ichael Doohan made more 
history at Brno on the week- 
end, breaking Freddie 
Spencer's record run of eight consecu- 
tive pole positions with his ninth, then 
equaling Giacomo Agostini's record of 
11 wins in one season - with three races 
left to go. 

But Doohan is expected to be bril- 
liant, masterful and generally unprece- 
dented, and, durring a weekend that 
saw streaming rain throughout practice 
followed by benevolent sunshine on race 
day, the heroes' applause went to others: 

To Alex Criville, who made a valiant 
return on his Repsol Honda, going from 
tentative on Friday to aggressive by 
Sunday, fighting through a four-bike 
pack and then pulling them right up to 
the battle for second place. 

To Max Biaggi, who put himself back 
in the title chase with a brilliant 250cc 
win over fellow Honda rider and race- 
long leader Olivier Jacque. | 

And to Valentino Rossi, who fough 
hard to gain the third place he needed to 
secure his first 125cc World Champi- 





 onship. 


The weather conditions played havoc 
with many people's plans. Nobody had 
even a smattering of dry time in prac- 
tice, and only 20 minutes on Sunday to 
try to find suitable dry suspension set- 
tings, gearing and tires - a fact that a 
somewhat uncertain-tempered Doohan 
pointed out after a race in which he was 


pushed hard again by Repsol Honda 
teammate Tadayuki Okada. Doohan 
slowed to let him lead for a couple of 
laps, as he had in England, then pushed 
up the pace in the closing laps. In fact, 
Okada passed him on the last lap under 
brakes, but since Doohan had already 
left his own braking rather late, he said, 
"| knew he wasn't going to make it 
round the corner." . 

Sure enough, Okada did crash, but 
Doohan complained nonetheless about 
the Honda grapevine that had passed on 
such good settings to a class novice so 
that he could produce such a strong 
ride. 

Okada's crash left second place to 
former Brno winner Luca Cadalora on 
the Red Bull Yamaha, after the Italian 
had stalked Nobuatsu Aoki's FCC 
Honda for most of the race, moving past ' 
in the closing stages. But both were 
almost caught by the train pulled by the 
marvelous Criville, who had Rainey 
Yamaha's Norifumi Abe and Repsol 
Honda's Takuma Aoki right up behind. 
Rainey Yamaha's Sete Gibernau had 
crashed out of this group with only two 
laps left after his best-ever ride. 

The race was heartbreaking for Jean- 
Michel Bayle, on the front row for the 
first time ever on the Marlboro Mode- 
nas. His bike broke a rear-brake caliper 
on the warmup lap, and he started on 
his spare from the pit lane. He'd worked 
his way through into the points when 
that bike suffered a power-valve motor 
failure. 

Team Lucky Strike Suzuki also had 
another bad day, after a promising wet- 


practice performance. Daryl Beattie 
started from the front row of the grid 
and even led into the first corner. But he 
was soon going backward with his 
familiar midcorner handling problems, 
and finished up 10th out of only 14 fin- 
ishers, beaten even by some privateer V- 
twins. Teammate Anthony Gobert was 
even worse off, trailing home 15th with 
brake problems. Fellow Australian Kirk 
McCarthy crashed out in the early 
stages on the second Red Bull Yamaha. 
Biaggi's narrow 250cc win сате after 
Ralf Waldmann had dropped off the 
back of the battle for the lead, the Marl- 
boro Honda rider bamboozled by the 
lack of dry setup time. Waldmann had 
dropped back to fifth after Aprilia's Tet- 


suya Harada and Benetton Honda's. 


Tohru Ukawa caught up to his slowing 
and sliding machine. But while title 
leader Harada extended his points lead 
with a lucky rostrum finish, Ukawa fell 
off in the last corner to give fourth back 
to Waldmann. 

The 125cc race was ап epic, with a 
gang of 11 bikes glued together in the 
battle for the lead around the wide cor- 
ners of the sweeping circuit. Pileri 
Honda's Noboru Ueda did what he had 
to do to keep his own title chances alive, 
claiming victory over UGT Honda's 
Tomomi Manako. But Rossi only needed 
third to claim the crown and, in one of 
the hardest rides of the year, he over- 
came his own bad setting problems to 
do just that. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 
Beattie set off in the lead for the first

time in well over a year - but it didn't 
last past the first corner, as the rest of 
the works bikes came piling past him. 
Nor did Carlos Checa's race last long: 
The MoviStar Honda rider was stricken 
from the start by a slow, flat front tire 
because of a crack in the wheel casting - 
he was going backward even faster than 
Beattie. 

This left a familiar picture up front: 
Doohan in control, although briefly out 
of the saddle with a second-lap slide; 


Cadalora in hot pursuit. Rather surpris- · 


ingly, Gibernau was in third after the 


first lap, but soon lost the place to . 


Nobuatsu Aoki and Okada, who was on 
a serious charge that took him to second 
place by lap five. 

For the next spell, Doohan main- 
tained a gap ahead of him of around а 
second, but he was sliding around, and 
just after half-distance he decided to let 
Okada catch up and get ahead to see 
what he could do. 

Okada led from lap 15 to lap 19, look- 
ing less and less convincing as the dis- 
tance piled up and Doohan loomed ever 
more threateningly over his shoulder. 
With three laps left, Doohan did what 
he had been bound to do - move clearly 
back ahead. 














It should have been all over, but for 
Okada's last-lap kamikaze move. 

^With two laps to go, I put in my best 
lap of the race," he explained later. "I 
was trying to pass Mick again, but on 
the last lap I pushed too hard under 
braking, got off-line, and crashed." 

Some 15 seconds behind, Cadalora 
was biding his time after going back and 
forth with Nobuatsu Aoki in the earlier 
stages. He left his final attack for the last 
lap, and it was good enough to make 
sure of second. 

Another lap might have seen Aoki in 
serious trouble. As it was, Criville was 
less than a quarter of a second behind as 
they crossed the line, with Abe and 
Takuma Aoki on his tail, but Gibernau 
sadly absent. 

“It is like a victory for me,” said Criv- 
ille. “Now I am sure I can continue to 
race again. My hand was painful and it 
was difficult to use the clutch. After 
seven laps, I stopped using it altogether. 
I also missed the handlebar rear-brake 
lever. I have got used to relying on it. 
But before the start, І really didn't know 
if I would be able to race, and now Г 
know that I can." 

Another half-minute behind came an 
exultant Regis Laconi, completing a 
strong weekend by putting his V-twin 
Honda ahead of the similar bike ridden 
by the experienced Alex Barros by less 
than two-tenths of a second after a 
strong battle lasting much of the race. 

Kenny Roberts Jr. had dropped away 
from this group in the closing stages, 
blaming a lack of acceleration from his 
Modenas for losing out to the twins. 
Worse still, Beattie had been over- 
whelmed and dropped by the same 
group - his excuse was the Suzuki's 
poor midcorner handling, though it was 
rather hard to understand why he had 
decided to stay with his wet bike even 
though he expected it to have problems, 
when his spare had the settings he'd 
used to break the lap record here in tests 
earlier in the season. 

"| wanted to stick with one develop- 
ment direction," he said, while team 
manager Garry Taylor ruefully added, 
^[n retrospect, I think Daryl's decision 
was a mistake." | 

There were only 14 finishers: Jurgen 
van den Goorbergh headed the disgrun- 
tled Gobert, whose brakes went off on 
the warmup lap; the lackluster Alberto 
Puig; and trailing privateer Laurent 
Naveau, one lap adrift. 

Others to crash out included Jurgen 
Fuchs and Doriano Romboni, after a col- 
lision with Borja on only the second lap. 
Borja then pulled out with his fairing 
flapping loose. 

Doohan stretched his score to 295 
points, almost double the 155 of second- 
placed Nobuatsu Aoki. Okada drops to 
third on 149, with Cadalora on 116 and 
Criville on 115. | 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


The order was quickly established, 
with Jacque leaping through from the 
second row to the lead and Waldmann 
and Biaggi forming up behind him, the 
trio immediately drawing away from 
Harada and Ukawa at the front of the 
rest of the field. 

The trio went back and forth: Wald- 
mann taking over for three laps, then 
Jacque again, then Waldmann again. Biag- 
gi was never higher than second, but never 
lower than a very close third. Then, at half- 
distance, Waldmann's race was run. 

“Т had a big problem because of the 
shortage of setup time," he explained. 
" After halfway, my rear tire was ruined, 
while the gearing was too high - I could 
hardly use sixth."

He passed in the first 
corner; Jacque passed back as he ran 
wide on the exit. Biaggi passed again 
under braking for the double right 
before the spectator bowl. Jacque tried 
again on the exit - but this time Diaggi 
was in control, and stayed that way to 
the finish, tleading across the line by 
half a second. 

“Т took a lot of risks," he said later, 
"and we had some chatter problems 
still. But I think people can see I will not 
give up easily." 

Even at the risk, of course, of one of 
those dangerous Jacque attacks so 
feared by Waldmann. But this time the 
Frenchman decided to settle for second. 


“It was too risky to try and get back | 


to Max - his bike was better than mine 
today because he has tested in the dry, 
and we only in the wet," he said. 

The drama behind came after Harada 
and Ukawa had easily passed the fading 
Waldmann with three laps left. Ukawa 
was ahead as they ran into the final left- 
right, but was going too fast, and Hara- 
da moved smoothly past as Ukawa ran 
off into the gravel, landing at the run to 
remount - though only after Waldmann 
had gone through. 

By now the field was stretched way 
out, with a number of retirements - 
including eight not very consequential 
crashes, as well as the mechanical fail- 
ure not only of the well-placed Numa- 
ta’s Suzuki but also the Honda of 
Haruchika Aoki, who had been with 
Ukawa. Loris Capirossi had also cruised 
into the pits after dropping to 10th with 
handling problems. 

Takeshi Tsujimura was a distant 
sixth, followed at intervals by Stefano 
Perugini and privateer battlers Fiorillo 
and Migliorati, with Sebastien Porto 
10th and, Jamie Robinson's Suzuki 13th 
behind Alzamora's works Honda. Jere- 
my McWilliams also retired with his 
back wheel loose. 

Harada extended his title lead at 198 
points, with Waldmann losing ground 
on 189 and Biaggi coming back into the 
picture on 185. Jacque has 159, and 
Ukawa 129.

Wet practice had seen Youichi Ui's 
improved Yamaha on pole for the sec- 
ond time in succession, while champion- 
elect Rossi struggled to get up to speed - 
crashing out after narrowly moving 
onto the front row.

ninth pole in a row was of any significance, just because it meant 


_ he had broken Freddie Spencer's record. 


“I didn't even know about that statistic,” he told a post-prac- 


ice press conference - rather implausibly, since he'd been dis- 


=— it in the pits shortly beforehand. 


More surprising was the fact that this was his first-ever pole at 
the track. The difference? : 


"It's raining this time," he said. "In the dry, it's more a front- 
wheel track, and that puts more emphasis on tire choice." 

Behind this lay à wealth of meaning, the depth of which prob- 
ably would not be tested even if race day was dry. It is some 


years since Honda had the problem of running wide in the bends, 


and in fact the màn who beat Doohan to pole here last year was 
another Honda rider, Alex Criville. 


Cadalora was not confident of repeating his own defeat of | 
Doohan two years before. He'd enjoyed the wet, and felt his

And if it was dry? 


“We'll have 20 minutes to get the setup and tires right, and | 
Mick can always do that very fast, while we will be struggling. 


It's not as simple as just choosing the same tires that he chooses." 


Bayle likes the track - he scored his first and only pole position | 
here last year. But he knew full well his third place was entirely | 


the result of the rain. 


“The Modenas' advantage i is that the corners are very long, * 


and our corner speed is good. If it rains tomorrow, the bike could 


be good in a straight fight with a V-four. But if it is dry, it will be | 


different," he said. 


The final front-row surprise was Daryl Beattie, by far the 


Suzuki rider's best-yet qualification, and his first time on the front 


row since Mugello last year. Of course; this was partially because 


it was wet, though for once the bike felt good. 

"Though when it got a bit drier towards the end, it didn't feel 
so good,” he said. Even so, he wanted а dry race. “We might get a 
good result if it rains, but we need to develop the bike for dry 
weather, and that's more important at this stage," he said. 

Gibernau ended up fifth to lead row two, his øwn best-ever, 
and he was again speaking of how he was beginning to enjoy the 
500. It had been an impressive display of wet-weather riding as 
he headed the lists, with Carlos Checa close behind - a position 
the Honda rider retained at the finish. 

Then came Criville. This was an impressive achievement for 
the returned injury victim, even though he was more than two 
seconds slower than Doohan. “1 was surprised, but I like this 
track and I'm enjoying riding," he said. 

Regis Laconi was next. He'd been impressive throughout 
practice, heading the charts several times in the early stages, 
though he did crash once. He ended up ahead of the disgruntled 
Anthony Gobert, who'd been on the provisional front row on Fri- 
day and felt himself capable of repeating the feat on Saturday - 
"and perhaps even going for pole." He was ready for a last maxi- 
mum:-risk effort, but instead found himself cut off by a slow-mov- 
ing Romboni.

It was Biaggi in second, and funnily enough he said he'd also 
prefer it if it was wet. “Т don't want to complain all the time about 
chatter, but in the wet the problem is not there anymore, so it is 
good for me." He might easily have been on pole but for an error 
on his last fast lap that sent him running wide. 

Tohru Ukawa was third, enjoying the track and testing a new 
16-inch front Michelin wet tire that did the job well enough to 
improve handsomely on his recent fortunes, and to make him a 
third Honda rider who would also be praying for rain on race 
day. 

Not so for Loris Capirossi, the final denizen of the front row, 
who confirmed that the Aprilia, with its vicious power band, was 


à real handful in the wet. 


"It was very difficult to do this time. In the dry, it will be very

GPs аге in danger of cancellation.next year, 


after promoters of each race have told Doma . 


they are not prepared to proceed with their cur- 


rent long-term. contracts unless financial terms . 


can be radically changed. Each of the. promot- 
ers - the A1-Ring in Austria and -the massive 
ADC (the equivalent of the British AA 
motorists’ association) in Germany - are said to 
have told Dorna they cannot proceed with the 
races unless the current asking fee of $1.3 mil- 


lion per race is cut by half. The move has fur- 


ther opened up serious cracks in the financial 
Structure of Grand Prix racing - 
the breakaway from the FIM in 1992, and the 
consequent brief but expensive involvement 
with car-racing czar Bernie Ecclestone. 
Both the Austrian. and German races attracted 
pitifully small crowds this year, and under the 


financial structure installed by Ecclestone and 


inherited by Dorna, ticket sales are the only 
source of income for the beleaguered promot- 
ers, who must.meet the fixed-price contract

31 
әш» f there seemed to be one safe bet 
going into the Assen round of 
the World Superbike Series, that 
ДІ. bet was on factory Ducati rider 
Carl Fogarty. After all, the British rider 
had won every single World Superbike 
race at the Circuit van Drenthe since 
1993, with two of those victories even 
coming on the RC45 he rode last season 
while on his short hiatus from the all- 
conquering Ducati. Yes, the safe money 
was on Fogarty. 

Well, "safe money" was only half 
right. Castrol Honda's John Kocinski, 
never a bad bet himself, laid the cards 
on the table in the final moments of the 
last qualifying session, storming to pole 
position with a time nearly four-tenths 
faster than his British archrival's. Kocin- 
ski then took the race-one victory in a 
straight fight, even bouncing back from 
a muffed start to lead Fogarty across the 
line by less than two-tenths. And while 
Kocinski was able to recover from his 
poor start in race one, he couldn't do it 
the second time out, and Fogarty had 
his way, while "Little John" came home 
third behind the other two-time podium 
finisher, Pier-Francesco Chili, whose 
third and second in the two races 
moved him to within seven points of 
fourth-placed Scott Russell in the cham- 
pionship. And. while Chili did well to 
stand on the podium in both races, Rus- 
sell gave the Italian a hand in closing the 
gap, as the Georgia native could only 
muster a sixth and eighth place. 

If there is a safe bet in the champi- 
onship, that would be that Aaron Slight 
probably isn't going to win the title. The 
New Zealander had a consistent week- 
end, but it did little to rekindle his 
hopes for winning his first champi- 
onship. The Castrol Honda rider carded 
a pair of fourth-place finishes but sits 63 
points arrears of Fogarty in the stand- 
ings, and unless the-battling lead pair 
face a major catastrophe, he has little 
hope for overtaking them. 


RACE ONE: 


Fogarty had no intention of abdicat- 
ing his Assen throne, despite Kocinski's 





last-minute charge to grab pole away 
from the British rider. And at the start of 
the race, King Carl seemed set to contin- 
ue his reign as Kocinski lost a lot of 
ground in the first fast corner after the 
start - when the riders passed the pit 
lane for the first time, the Honda rider 
was running a dismal 11th. 

Fogarty, meanwhile, was leading the 
field, with Russell trying to hang on for 
a few laps. Ultimately, Russell would 
drop to third, and the fight for the lead 
would be taken up by the Ducati- 
mounted Chili. The Italian even made 
his way past his British rival on lap six, 
albeit for only a bit more than a lap. 

After that a lead group formed con- 
sisting of Fogarty, Chili, Russell and 
Slight. Meanwhile, Kocinski had 
motored his way into fifth place, with 
Suzuki's James Whitham, Kawasaki- 
mounted Akira Yanagawa and Ducati's 
Niel Hodgson just behind. But as the 





race wore on, the former 250cc World 
Champion kept up his impressive 
rhythm and, with only a few laps to go 
in the race, the leading group became a 
quintet. 

Russell, Slight and Chili were passed 
on the infamous Ramshoek, the very 
fast corner before the equally infamous 
chicane prior to the start/finish line. At 
the end of the penultimate lap, the num- 
ber-three Honda whizzed past Fogarty's 
Ducati and, although Fogarty still 
looked as if he had things somewhat 
under control on the last lap, he couldn't 
answer Kocinski's charge to the front, 
finishing second to the Arkansas native 
by a slim .143 of a second. 

“Pole position is actually on the 
wrong side of the track," Kocinski com- 
mented after taking the win. "I got 
boxed in by Fogarty at the start, and I 
lost a lot of ground, on that first lap. I 
worked hard all weekend to get pole

position and then wasted it. I honestly 
thought I had blown my chance with 
that start. But then again, I have had à 
lot of practice coming back - I've ridden’ 
a lot of slow bikes in the past. And I also' 
know that 16 laps of Assen is a long 
way, So I tried to stay calm and calculate: 
what I could do and how long it was, 
going to take to get to the front. But T 
was also trying my best to remain 
smooth as I made the passes." 






































Carl Fogarty was, obviously, less 
happy about losing the lead in the clos- 
ing stages of the race. ^I thought I had 
the win in my pocket," he said, "but 
then, on one of the last laps, I was hit by 
the biggest fly in Holland. It smashed 
into my visor and ruined my last laps. I 
thought I would be able to get back in 
the lead, but in the final kilometers I 
made several mistakes because I 
couldn't see where I was riding. The 
backmarkers and the rear of the bike 
moving around a lot did the rest." 

Chili took third and was especially 
vocal about the extremely slow back- 
markers. Aaron Slight got home fourth, 
after having lost contact with the three 
leaders in the closing stages. "My plan 
was wrecked by the backmarkers," 
Slight said. "Four of them got in the way 
on separate laps and my race was 
ruined. I really think it is time to do 
something about the slower riders. But 
even with three laps to go, I thought I 
could still win that race." 

Hodgson was next, leading sixth- 
placed Russell across the line. "You 
need a good start here, and that's exact- 
ly what I got,” Russell said. "I like rac- 
ing up at the front and racing hard, like 
today. The bike really was good. How- 
ever, my tire went off a bit, which cost 
me quite some ground." 

The same tire problems left Simon 
Crafar ninth, some three seconds behind 
his teammate Yanagawa, who was in 
turn led by Whitham in seventh. 
Whitham's teammate Mike Hale fin- 
ished 11th after suffering mysterious 
handling Iq a "On a couple of 
occasions 1 had my feet right off the 


footpegs and тї as impossible to race 
flat out," he said. 


RACE TWO 


The second heat went about the same 
way for the three protagonists. Kocinski 
blew his start again - even though this 
time he owed it more to himself - and in 
front, Fogarty and Chili were battling it 
out for the lead. This time, however, the 
Ducati duo managed to pull a bit of a 
gap between them and the rest of the 
field. 

Slight occupied third for most of the 
race, until he was joined by teammate 
Kocinski at around the halfway stage. 
Behind the Castrol Honda pair, Hodg- 
son, Crafar and Yanagawa battled for 
fifth. Whitham, who had jumped the 
start and was forced into the pit for a 
stop-and-go penalty, dropped all the 
way from his initial third to 12th. 

The race up front between the 
dynamic Ducati duo remained sus- 
penseful right until the end. On more 
than one occasion Chili appeared ready 
to launch an attack on leader Fogarty. 
But then he probably remembered that 
he still had to negotiate with Ducati 
about next year, and that Fogarty could 
probably use every point he can get his 
hands on.. 

To make a long story short, Fogarty 
won the second heat in front of Chili, 
Kocinski and Slight. Chili denied after- 
ward that he had been thinking about 
his career opportunities when he fought 
Fogarty. 

“1 knew that Kocinski was coming, 
and I pushed my Ducati a couple of 


„times next to Carl's bike," Chili said. “I 


didn't want him to doze off; we couldn't 
afford John to join us. But it is true that 
the way things turned out, the result is 
good for Carl as well as for Ducati." 

After having been celebrated by the 
hundreds of British fans who had made 
the trek to Assen, Fogarty said, "It's nice 
to win in front of such a home crowd 
abroad. I had a few problems with the

et's face it: This year's International 
Six-Day Enduro was a "race" for 
second place, and everyone was 
-laware of that going in. There was 
simply no way that Team Italia was 
going to lose on its home turf. After all, 





Italy is already well-known as a breed- - 


ing ground for the world's top enduro 
riders, producing such talent^às multi- 
time World Enduro Champion Giovanni 
Sala, Fabio Farioli, Mario Rinaldi, Tulio 
Peligrinelli and Stefan Passeri - to name 
a few. Put foreigners up against riders 
of this caliber in their own backyard and 
it's like mixing red ants with black ants. 
It's no contest. 

And here's proof. 

After just the first day of competition, 
the Italian Trophy team had jumped out 
to a fat 67-point lead over the next-clos- 
est team. By day two, Italy's lead had 
almost doubled; by day three, it had 
tripled; by day four... well, you get the 
picture. When the trouncing was finally 
over, the 22 other Trophy Team riders 
were left licking their wounds as Team 
Italy steamrollered to its fourth win in 
the last six years - by nearly 1000 points 
over Finland. A close race it was not. 

Going into the event, the one team 
that many had predicted would perhaps 


as 


give the Italians at least some competi- 
tion was the always-powerful Swedish 
Trophy team. Early on, the Swedes did 
their part, getting off to a second-place 
start. That early challenge diminished, 
thanks in part to two of the team’s Tro- 
phy riders suffering misfortune: one 
with a broken leg, the other with a bro- 
ken motorcycle. End of threat. 

As it turned out, the defending 
champions from Finland took runner-up 
honors, followed by France and the 
Czech Republic. 

And what about Team USA? After 
finishing on the podium - in third place 
- for only the second time in the event's 
72-year history at last year’s ISDE in 
Finland, the U.S. Trophy Team was 
somewhat disappointed with their 
fifth-place performance in Italy. In real- 
ity, they were fortunate to finish that 
high. 

Quite simply, nothing seemed to go 
right for the American Trophy Team, 
with things going bad before the pro- 
ceedings even began. Moments after 
arriving in northern Italy, a week before 
the start of the event, the American Tro- 
phy Team - made up of Rodney Smith, 
Ty Davis, Steve Hatch, Randy Hawkins, 
Chris Smith and Scott Summers - and 
the rest of the American contingent 
received news that the container hous- 
ing their race bikes was “lost” en route 
to Italy. (See Briefly... pre-race). After a

week of uncertainty as to whether or not 
the container would even show up, it 
finally arrived - on Monday, the day 
before the event. 

While the other teams were back at 
their hotels, resting for the start of the 
six-day race, most of the American rid- 
ers were still wrenching on their bikes 
or organizing their tools, parts and gear 
late into the night. 

Summers would pay a big price for 
not having enough time to prep his 
motorcycle, as his Honda XR600 quit 
running on the first day. This knocked 
him out of the event and left no room 
for error for the remaining five Ameri- 
can Trophy riders for the next five days. 
Still, Hatch, Davis, Hawkins, and Chris 
and Rodney Smith plugged away, 


climbing from eighth place after day one 
to fifth at the finish. But it was a struggle 
all the way. 

Despite some anxious moments, 
none of the American Trophy riders 
dropped route points during the event, 
but less-than-stellar special test times 
ultimately held the team back, though 
Rodney Smith and Davis did pull some 
top times here and there during the 
course of the week. 

The rider everyone ended up chas- 
ing for six days was Italy's favorite son, 
Giovanni Sala, a multitime World 
Enduro Champion. Sala set а number 
of the week's fastest special test times 
en route to his second consecutive 
overall individual ISDE win. But it 
didn't come easy.

Abbott, who has 
made a name for himself racing in the 
California desert, twice posted the 
fastest special test times and finished a 
head-turning 20th in the 200-rider 
strong 175cc class. Had he not been 
caught in a severe rainstorm and in a

flooded special test at the end of day 
one, he most likely would have finished 
even higher. Abbott had the fourth-best 
evaluation points score of all the Ameri- 
can riders, as only Smith, Davis and 
Hatch fared better. 

In the four-man Junior World divi- 
sion, Italy again ruled the roost, win- 
ning by a wide margin over France. 

Despite losing one of its riders on day 
two, the Italian Junior World team 
stayed one step ahead of France the 
entire way; while Sweden watched at 

a distance in third place. Finland and 

Australia rounded out the top five. 

The all-KTM-mounted American 
Junior World team, made up of 
Sam Buffa, Mike Lafferty, Scott 
Stretch and Brian Garrahan, never 
really got into full stride, starting 

off the event in seventh but 
falling a spot to eighth by the 
time it was all over. 

In all, 36 riders from the 

United States started the event 
and only three didn't make it to 

the finish, including Summers. Eight 
gold medals were handed out to Rod- 
ney Smith, Davis, Chris Smith, Hatch, 
Hawkins, Lafferty, Garrahan and 


` Abbott, the only Club rider to earn gold. 


WORLD TROPHY 

This year's ISDE just didn't get off to 
a good start for the American World 
Trophy team, thanks mainly to the con- 
tainer situation. It left them very little 
time to prepare for a competition that 
preys on the unprepared. So it was a 
relief and a major accomplishment to 
get all six riders off and running on 
Tuesday morning - though the lack of 
preparedness attacked the American 
team early. 

Before the first check, Summers was 
already in trouble. 




































"| went maybe a mile down the road 
out of parc ferme and the engine just 
started coughing and sputtering, and 
then it died," Summers said. 

Summers eventually got the bike 
going, but it was still running badly 
when he limped into the first check. 

"]t was weird," Summers said. "It 
ran for a while, got hot and start cut- 
ting out again, so I just started chang- 
ing parts at every check. I first pulled 
the main jet out and blew through that, 
because I thought it had some crud in 
it. Because after it sat in the container 
for a long time, we had a hard time 
starting it yesterday. You could see 
gunk in the carb, but we didn't have 
time to work on the carb prior to 
impound yesterday. 

"The next thing І did was check the 
spark-plug wire, made sure it wasn't 
something stupid like that, then 1 
changed the spark plug. Then we 
replaced the pulse generator, then the 
stator. We didn't have a coil or a CDI 
box, because I’ve never had one of those 
parts fail on us - ever. We did every- 
thing we've ever had: a problem with, 
that we've had fail on the XR. I just kept 
changing parts until eventually I houred 
out (at check five). 

“It was so frustrating; | rode back to 
parc ferme and the bike ran fine - at low 
rpm - but I shut it off and it wouldn't 
start again." 

“I think we had bad gas, but I’m not 
100 percent sure,” said Summers’ 
mechanic, Fred Bramblet. “We rode it 
here a little bit yesterday and it ran fine; 
filled it up with gas and put it in 
impound. We cleaned the carburetor 
and saw what looked like a little bit of 
metal іп the main jet, which might've 
leaned it out, got the motor real hot and 
just cooked the ignition. 

“We probably wouldn’t have had 
this problem had we had more time 
beforehand,” Bramblet added. “It’s a 
long way to come for a DNF. Scott did 
his best; we just screwed up mechanical- 
ly.” 

Even with Summers out, all was not 
lost for the American Trophy team. 
With the throwaway rule, the team was 
still in contention - but now there was 
no more room for error, and there were 
still five and a half days left. 

And Summers wasn’t the only Amer- 
ican rider having problems. Hawkins 
was experiencing jetting hassles with his 
YZ125; not only that, but he had to 
spend his first few checks getting his 
taillight to work,. which he did. But a 
seriously lean-running engine prevent- 
ed Hawkins from going all-out in the 
special tests. 

“1 was riding pretty good, but the 
bike was real lean," Hawkins said. "I 
kept changing jets, and about halfway 
through the day we got it dialed. Going 
into the tests, I knew the bike was lean, 
but I didn't want it to seize, so what's 
the use of trying to go fast?" 

Rodney Smith was also experiencing 
mechanical problems. 

“Т was having trouble getting the 
bike running on the gas," Smith said. "It 
just doesn't have any top end. You have 
to pin it on top and rev the crap out of it, 
and I'm overheating it real bad. So every 


check (after the tests), I’m putting water 


in it." 

At the end of the day, Smith came in 
and started working on the cylinder. 

"| m messing with the power valves, 
trying to get more low end out of it. 
We'll see how it works tomorrow." 

Even Hatch was experiencing major 
problems of his own, as his Suzuki 
RM250 began making funny noises from 
the transmission only a few miles into 





a 


` 
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the event. With the help of his chase rid- 
ers, they discovered that his bike had 
blown the clutch, and a new one was 
quickly prepared and installed. He man- 
aged to swap the entire clutch without 
losing any route points. 

Meanwhile, the rest of the team was 
having a trouble-free ride, including 
Davis. 

"I was just trying to be relaxed," 
Davis said of his day-one ride. "I'm try- 
ing to focus on coming into the corners, 
keeping my speed up just like the Ital- 
ians; I'm still having a hard time doing 
that, so I’m trying to make it up in the 
straightaways, hanging on, coming in 
hard and just seeing what happens. 
Basically, it comes down to having con- 
fidence in the grass and knowing when 
to get on the gas." 

Davis' tests were usually among the 
top five for the day. 

Chris Smith had an uneventful day, 











which he liked, but wasn't too pleased 
with his special test times. 

"I didn't feel so fast; I wasn't aggres- 
sive today," Smith said. "I was just try- 
ing to get in the feel of it, and then, at 
the end of the day, my bike started hav- 
ing trouble shifting. I think the oil got 
real dirty and wasn't shifting into third 
gear real well." 

The troubled start for the American 
team showed on the leaderboard, as the 
team sat in sixth place at the end of the 
day. 

Not surprisingly, the Italian team 
was at the top of the heap, led by 125 
and 250cc-class winners for day, Stefano 
Passeri and Giovanni Sala, respectively. 
Sweden was a distant second. France 
held down third, followed by Finland 


and 500cc Four-Stroke-class winner Kari · 


Tiainen. 

Holding down fifth place was the 
Czech Republic, but that team was in 
the same boat as the American squad 
after losing one of its Trophy riders to 
an injury. 

Team USA was sixth, followed by 
Australia, Germany, Slovak Republic 
and Belgium. South Africa and Chile 
brought up the rear after losing two of 
their Trophy riders. 

With Summers out of the running, 
the American team headed into day two 
knowing that getting to the finish was 
now priority number one - but they still 
had to push in the special tests. The day- 
two course was the same as day one's, 













































but the speed averages from check 
to check were bumped up from a B 
schedule to an A schedule. This 
would make little difference, how- 
ever, as all the riders still had 
ample time at the checks. 

"So far, no problems," said 
Chris Smith. "Whenever things 
start getting hard on the trail, 
they throw it out." 

Rodney Smith sorted out his 
bike and began posting good 
times in the six special tests on 
the day, his best being the 
first test, where he posted the 
third-quickest time, behind 
Sala and Silvan. 

"| think I had a sticking power- 
valve," Smith said of his day-one prob- 
lem. "I don't think it was opening up all 
the way and that's why it was overheat- 
ing, having to rev it out all the time to 
go anywhere. I played with the power- 
valve and it's been running good ever 
since." 

Davis posted some good test times as 
well. In the fifth test, he was edged out 
by less than a second for the quickest 
time by French rider Eric Bernard. In the 
test prior to that, Davis carded the third- 
best time. 

Hatch, however, was struggling a bit 
with mediocre times, as were both Chris 
Smith and Hawkins, who was again suf- 
fering with carburetion problems. 

Hawkins was still looking for the 
right jetting combination throughout the

day, but, along the way, 
had a scare that had nothing to do with 
a lean mixture. 

"I got wire caught in my wheel," 
Hawkins said. "I had to stop on the trail 
and take the wheel off, and I lost a lot of 
time. I finally got the wire out and 
caught back up as much as I could. I had 
three minutes at the next check." 

Overall, it was a fairly uneventful 
day for the American Trophy team - 
pleasing, considering the problems of 
day one. But the Italian team kept 
rolling right along, extending its lead 
over Sweden. Sala again topped the 
250cc class for the day, but Passeri 
couldn't repeat in the 125cc class, where 
he was beat out by Australian Shane 
Watts. 


Finland managed to pass France for 
third, while the Czech Republic held its 
ground in fifth, as did the Americans in 
sixth. 

Rumor had it that day three would 
"take out" a lot of riders. A new trail, 
mostly in the mountains, and. new tests 
were on day three's schedule, but - other 
than a long, uphill climb going out of 
parc ferme and a challenging, 3.2-mile- 
long downhill coming into parc ferme - 
the three-loop course was described as 
relatively "easy" by many of the riders. 
With 180 miles to cover, this would be 
the long day of the event. To compen- 
sate for this, the start times were 


bumped up one hour. Instead of the first 


riders leaving parc ferme at 8 a.m., they 
would now leave at 7 a.m. They all had 
an eight-hour ride ahead of them, 
including six tests. 

Hawkins finally started posting 
decent times in the special tests after 
getting his jetting sorted out once and 
for all. He eventually replaced the 
entire carburetor. 






"Today went 
much, much better," Hawkins 
said. "I finally got my bike jetted and we 
did a couple of other things. I went from 
being 30 to 40 seconds off (in the special 
tests) to like four, seven, 10 seconds off. 

"Basically, we've spent the first two 
days just trying to figure out the jet- 
ting. We just didn't have the time to 
test before the race," Hawkins said. "I 
don't know why it was so hard to fig- 
ure out. Maybe it's because of the cli- 
mate - it'S hot and humid - but I think 
gas is the biggest thing. Not that it's 
bad, but it's just different. But today 
wasn't as bad as yesterday. Yesterday 
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my bike sucked, and I just wasn't hav- 
ing any fun at all." 

Despite his improved special test 
times, Hawkins remained in 16th place 
in the 125cc class, but Chris Smith 
climbed a couple of positions to 17th 
place, despite a big get-off in a special 
test. 

“I finally had a good rhythm going in 
the test - I was trying really hard, going 
really good, hitting the berms good and 
hard, accelerating fast - but it was slip- 
pery," Smith said. "I was getting 
towards the end (of the test) and I was 
just accelerating too hard out of the cor- 
ner, and the front end went away from 
me. I don't know what happened. I just 
rolled right off into the woods, blew the 
banners down, blew some trees down - 
it was pretty bad. I thought Га broken 
my arm at first. It was horrible, because 
the bike was all bound up in the ban- 
ners, wrapped around the handlebars. It 
was a disaster. I was so angry at myself 
for doing that." 

Rodney Smith was posting decent 
times, but was still well off those times 
being posted by class leader Sala. 

“Т was just lagging today," Smith 
said. ^I think I was too cautious - wasn't 
really pinning it. Just wasn't motivat- 
ed." | 

Despite not “really pinning it,” Smith 
still posted times good enough to hang 
on to seventh place in the 250cc class, 
just one spot behind Davis. 

“I had an okay day,” Davis said. 
"The tests are slippery mud - I can't ride 
that. Those guys ride it all the time, 
they're used to sliding around - I'm 
not." 

However, late in the day, word 
arrived in the American pits that Hatch 
was again experiencing transmission 
problems. 

"About three-quarters through the 
day - I still had about 50 miles to go, 
including three tests - the transmission 
started making a grinding noise and got 
stuck in third and fourth gears a couple 
of times, and would jump gears at 
times," Hatch said. “Т just was trying to 
baby it in." | 

Heavy rain and hail started falling 
just as Hatch entered the pits at the end 
of the day, and he immediately started 
to disassemble the clutch. He found that 
it had broken a gear and needed to be 
replaced - but he didn't have enough 
time to do so. 

Hatch loosely reassembled his bike 
and pushed it into impound for the 
night. He would try to replace the bro- 
ken gear and reassemble the clutch in 
the 10-minute work period before the 
start of day four. 

By this time, it was pouring rain and 
the temperature had dropped drastical- 
ly. 
2 Day three would be a costly one for 
the Swedish Trophy team riders. They 
lost two of their riders, one - Peter Jans- 
son - to a broken leg, and another - Peter 
Bergval - to a broken motorcycle. As a 
result, Sweden dropped back to 16th on 
the day, while the American team 
improved one position to fifth and was 
still within striking distance of the 
fourth-place squad, the Czech Republic. 

The Italian team was still cruising 
way out in front, led by home-country 
hero Sala, who had topped the 250cc 
class for the third straight day. Finland 
inherited second, with Tiainen paving 
the way for the Finnish team. Like Sala, 
he had thus far been unbeatable in the 
500cc Four-Stroke class. France now had 
control of third place. 

Watts led the 125cc class, while his 
team sat in seventh place, and Italian 
Mario Rinaldi topped the 400cc Four- 
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Stroke class for the second day in a 
row. 

Going into day four, spirits were 
high in the American pits now that the 
team had improved to fifth place, but 
looming in the impound area was 
Hatch’s crippled Suzuki. He had a lot of 
work to do with very little time to do it. 
And, to make matters worse, Hatch had 
gone to bed the night before feeling very 
sick and was now sporting a fever. 

Despite the seemingly insurmount- 
able odds, Hatch fixed his bike and 
headed out on the trail on day four 
without losing a single route point. 

Hatch explained the whole ordeal: 
“Last night, after being cold and being 
in the hail, and pushing my bike, I got 
real cold, got the chills and a fever. I 
went straight to bed about seven, and 1 
was sweating all night. 

“But I didn’t sleep at all and (it) 
didn’t help knowing I had to put the 
bike back together in the morning. I got 
up early and had everything ready to go 
- the parts and tools. We practiced 
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putting everything together on another 
motor three or four times and had it 
dialed the best we could. I went in there 
(into the impound) and everything went 
super-smoothly. I got it all put together - 
the gears, pressure plates, kickstarter 
gear, everything." 

Day four would be one of the easiest 
of the week. It was the same loop as the 
day before, but only run twice instead of 
three times. The entire American team 
again made it through the day 
unscathed and their bikes were all 
impounded by about 6 p.m., compared 
to about 7:30 p.m. the previous days. 

"Today was nice," Davis said. "No 
rain." 

But, despite posting some of the spe- 
cial test times of the day, Davis was still 
frustrated that his times were, again, a 
few seconds off Sala's and those of some 
of the other European riders. 

“I had some really good tests, but (I 
was) still just a couple of seconds off the 
pace," Davis said. "I'm trying as hard as 
I can, and І can't seem to get those two 
seconds. I know the mistakes I’m mak- 
ing - I need better lines. The grass tracks 
are a totally different style of riding. I’m 
hitting the ruts thinking that's the 
smoothest lines, just pinning it and 
going, but maybe I should start squar- 
ing stuff - I don't know." 

Chris Smith sat in the pits after the 
end of day four, staring straight ahead, 
contemplating his day. He wasn't 
happy. 

“I expect more out of myself,” Smith 
said. "I definitely wish I was doing bet-

ter (in the special tests); l'm not satisfied 
with my own performance so far. 

“I’m not riding as well as I could be 
riding. It's not my body or the bike. I’ve 
got something in my mind that I’m 
putting too much pressure on myself in 
the tests, and I'm trying too hard, and 
maybe my body is reacting to that. l'm 
holding myself too tight; I’m just not 
relaxed enough or something. That's the 
best explanation I can make." 

Rodney Smith had a new mind-set 
on day four and posted times he was 
happy with. 

"Today I had good times, rode 
good," he said. 

Going into day five, Italy had the 
event all but won, as their team held a 
commanding lead over Finland's team, 
which held a modest advantage over 
France. A distant fourth was the Czech 
team, and even further back was the 
United States team, holding its own 
over Australia and the Slovak Rebulic. 

Sala continued to lead overall over 
Bernard, but he knew that a single route 
point lost would reduce his lead to just 
three seconds, so Sala couldn't relax on 
the final day before the Final MX test. 
Rodney Smith had taken control of fifth 
place in the 250cc class, two positions 
ahead of Davis. Passeri had taken over 
the 125cc class, and Rinaldi ruled the 
400cc Four-Strokes, as Tiainen did the 
500cc Four-Strokes. 

Day five featured new trails and 
tests, but, for most riders, was otherwise 
an uneventful day, except for the last 
check of the day, where riders were 
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coming in with only a few seconds to 
spare - including Sala, who reportedly 
came in on his grace. 

“It was crazy," said Chris Smith of 
the last section of the day. "I came out of 
the second-to-last check and looked at . 
my watch and thought this might get a 
little close, because we still had a long 
way to go. Then, when the trail turned 
away from parc ferme and into the 
woods, I knew I had to get on it. I’m 
telling you, it was crazy. I went all out, 
as fast as I could, sliding on the pave- 
ment, hauling ass through towns, nar- 
rowly missing cars and people. It was 
dangerous." s | 

Many riders came in on their grace 
and, reportedly, some of the Italian 
Junior World riders were late, which 
had Chris Smith (and the rest of the 
American Trophy riders who made the 
check on time) wondering if the orga- 
nizers would throw out the check. | 

“Tf they throw out the check, I really М 
won't be very happy at all," Smith said. | 
“We took big chances, took risks, and if 
they throw out the check, it will have all 
been for nothing. But since I heard that | 
some of the Italians were late, they'll 4 
throw it out." 

And Smith was right. The check was 
indeed thrown out. 

"Typical," Smith said in disgust the 
next day. “I don't know why they threw 
it out - they said they ‘made a mistake." 

' The final MX special test on day six 
was held at a local motocross track at 
Gazzane, a track used for National 
events. At this point, most of the class- 
es and team positions were pretty  : 
much sewn up, but the American con- 
tingent was hoping to get the last laugh 
with a moto win in (most notably) the 
250cc class, which would put former 
motocrossers Rodney Smith and Ty 
Davis against Sala and many of the 
other top European enduro riders. 
Most of these hopes were pinned on 
Smith, who won a European National 
round at the same track while he was - 
living in Italy during his GP years in 
the late '80s. | 

When the "fast" 250cc moto got 
under way, Bernard shot into the lead, 
followed by Smith, Sala and Davis. Bel- 
gian Thierry Godfroid and Abbott 
rounded out the top six. 
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Smith quickly passed Bernard and 
opened up a modest lead in the six-lap 
moto, while Sala started working on the 
Frenchman. By the second lap, Sala had 
shot his KTM around Bernard and had 
slowly begun inching closer and closer 
to Smith, setting the stage for a classic 
Italy-vs.-America dogfight. 

The battle came down to the last lap, 
when Sala closed to within a bike length 
of Smith. Halfway into the lap, Sala 
made his move, sweeping wide and 
pinching Smith off in a turn. Sala made 
the pass and went on to win, followed 
by Smith, Bernard and Davis. 

“I just couldn't hang on anymore,” 
Smith said. "My arms pumped up real 
bad; I was going to just block him but 
we both would have gone down, 
because I couldn't hold on. He (Sala) 
was going real fast." 

The one rider who was drastically 
affected by the final MX test was Watts 
in the 125cc class. Going into his moto, 
Watts was sitting in third place, within 
striking distance of second-placed Faus- 
to Scovolo. 

At the start of the moto, Watts was 
running fifth and Hawkins fourth, and 
the two riders collided going off a 
downhill jump. 

“I’m not sure what happened, but we 
came off the jump and Watts went 
down and I plowed into him," Hawkins 
said. “I mean I hit him hard. I thought 1 
might have killed him." 

As it turned out, Hawkins nailed

WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP 
500cc MOTOCROSS SERIES

HOLZGERLINGEN, GERMANY, AUG. 24 
hile Andrea Bartolini could 
have given the YZM400F 
Yamaha its third GP win 
ever with 2-1 moto scores, his 
runner-up placing in the first moto was 
not allowed to stand after his bike failed 
the post-race sound test as a result of a 
burned-up section on the exhaust sys- 
tem - his bike registered 119 decibels on 
the official sound meter, a full 17 above 
the limit. 

As a result, Husqvarna's Darryll 
King scored his third overall win in the 
final four rounds to snatch the World 
500cc MX Championship silver medal at 
the last gasp from his brother Shayne 
and his KTM colleague Kurt Nicoll. 

Newly crowned Champion Joel 
Smets, who clinched the title two weeks 
prior to this round with his second over- 
all in Luxembourg, chose to ride the 440 
Husaberg as preparation for his Moto- 
cross des Nations appearance next 
month. He was all over the track and 
eventually crashed in the first moto after 
choosing the wrong tires. He finished 
ninth overall after riding to 5-12 moto 
scores. ; 

The first moto was а Darryll King

affair all the way. Home-country rider 
Bernd Eckenbach made a challenge for 
the lead during the early stages of the 
race that only held up until about the 
midway point, when he had to yield to 
the charging Bartolini. Bartolini made it 
through to second with a downhill pass, 
but leader Darryll King had an easy 


answer for the Italian. 


“It was awfully hot out there, with 
no shade anywhere, and I didn't want to 
use up any more energy than neces- 
sary,” Darryll said, "so I was content to 
control the race from the front with a 
narrow advantage. When I saw Bartolini 
get past Eckenbach, I opened it up for a 
lap to get clear of him." 

Eckenbach, who lives just a few miles 
from the track and is a lifelong member 
of the organizing club, delighted the 
crowd with the pressure he put on King 
during the first half the race. He even 
pulled alongside on one occasion before 
being forced to back off, as the Husky 
rider had the better line. 
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"It was good to be battling for the 
lead again, particularly here," Ecken- 
bach said. “1 had to ease my pace in the 
final laps as the tires started to lose their 
grip." 

He crossed the line third, but was 
credited with second place after Bartoli- 
ni's time penalty was assessed, render- 
ing the Italian Yamaha rider's first-moto 
efforts useless. 

"The motor started to lose power at 
. half-distance, while I was still third, but 
I was still eventually able to pass Ecken- 
bach on a downhill,” the Italian said. “It 
got worse and worse, though, and I 
could not catch King." 

The exhaust had burned out across 
an entire section, and the noisy Yamaha 
was demoted from second to 19th with a 
two-minute time penalty. 

Joel Smets, already crowned as 
Champion two weeks earlier, rode his 
Motocross des Nations 440 Husaberg, 
but was sliding all over the track even 
before he fell. 

“I fitted the wrong tires,” Smets said. 
“I never expected the track to be so slick 
after they had watered it." 

Sixth-place finisher Trampas Parker 
was also in trouble in the first moto. 

"The motor kept cutting out over the 
jumps,” Parker said. "I thought it was 
the ignition at first, but it cleared again 
later, so I guess it was dirt in the carbu- 
retor." 

Nicoll was a grateful third, in front of 
KTM rider Rupi Walkner, after not feel- 
ing his best early in the moto. 

“I had to go way off line to miss Joel 
(Smets) when he fell, and Parker held 
me up when I came to him, so I had lost 
the leaders,” Nicoll said. “But to be hon- 
est, I just wasn't riding well enough in 


the early laps to push past them as I 


needed to." 

After the first moto, British rider 
Nicoll was one point behind Darryll 
King in the championship, and both of 
them had closed dramatically on Shayne 
King, who had battled with brake trou- 
‘ble to finish 12th. 

"I got hooked up with Erwin 
-Machtlinger in the first turn, with his 
front wheel jammed into my footrest," 
Shayne King said. "I got back to 10th 
with five laps to go, but a piece of wire 
got into my rear brake and ripped off 
the pads." 

The deposed champion lost two 
places and led his brother by just seven 
points, thus setting the stage for a three- 
way battle for the silver medal in the 
second moto. 

Not long after the start of moto two, 
it was clear that no one would challenge 
Bartolini for the win. 

"I was determined to make up for 
losing second in race one," Bartolini 
said. "It's just like Luxembourg: bad 
luck first heat, but a dominant win in 
second." 

Parker chased him early on, but his 
front brake faded and he dropped down 
through the field. The battle for the 
series' silver medal, meanwhile, was on 
in earnest. 

With Darryll King now second, 
Nicoll third and Shayne King eighth, the 
brothers were even on points, while the 
Brit was three down. But then deposed 
champion Shayne hit trouble again. 

"That's a factory hard-track tire, 
and look at it," Shayne said of the 
worn-to-the-carcass tire after he fin- 
ished 14th. "I didn't have any grip at 
all from 15 minutes into the race." 

Fired up by a small but vociferous 
contingent of British fans, Nicoll 
relentlessly chased the elder King and 
was edging closer - until three laps 
from the end. 


"Perhaps I should have settled for 
third," Nicoll said. "I pushed it just too 
hard, and you couldn't afford to do that 
on this surface." 

Nicoll's fall pushed the Brit back 
into a points tie for third in the series 
with the beleaguered Shayne King; 
the tie, the number-three plate and 
the sponsors' bonuses went to the 
Kiwi on the most-moto-wins tie 
breaker. 

The home crowd again had plenty to 
cheer as Eckenbach, initially sixth, 
fought back valiantly from ninth to 
third. 

"] tried to dive under Nicoll early on 
and the wheels went away from under 
me," Eckenbach said. "But I made the 
right tire choice this time and they last- 
ed to the finish." The effort also earned 
him ninth in the series. 

Smets had another disappointing 
ride. 

"| was so anxious to do well here, but 
I made a bad start and then tried to 
push too hard to move forward, and fell 
off,” he said. The newly crowned Cham- 
pion climbed from 21st to 12th. €N

TAOS, NM, AUG. 24 
m; ess Kempkes won the battle while 
| reigning National Champion Geoff 
"| Aaron won the war at the ninth and 
| final round of the AMA/NATC 
National Observed Trials Champi- 
onship in the mountains above Taos Ski 
Valley. 
Gas-Gas rider Kempkes completed 
three circuits of the 13-section loop with 





` scores of eight, 13, and an amazing four 


marks on the final go-around. Fellow 
Gas-Gas teammate Ray Peters initially 
submitted a scorecard that placed him 
in a tie for second with Beta pilot Aaron 
for the day, although along with his 
scorecard Peters also submitted a 
protest of the scoring of one of the sec- 
tions on loop two that was subsequently 
allowed, reducing his score to an 
admirable 9-11-16, for 36 marks total. 
Connecticut resident Aaron turned in an 
unprotested score of 12-11-16 for 39, 
good enough for third on the day, and 
good enough to earn him his fourth con- 
secutive Championship title. 

Kempkes made a strong last-minute 
charge at the title with a first-place fin- 
ish the previous day in Canon City, Col- 
orado, and kept his focus in spite of the 
long evening drive south. He and his 
minder-father, Rod, picked apart the 
Taos alpine sections, finding good lines 
over the mossy logs and lichen-covered 
rocks made damp by several weeks of 
seasonal showers. y 

Despite Kempkes' strong showing 
over the two days of competition, New 
Yorker Peters' second-place finish in 
Taos should earn him second place in 
the season championship; results are 
unofficial, pending computation by the 
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(Right) Despite a late- 
season charge that saw

. rounds, Gas-Gas rider 
Jess Kempkes ends the 
season third in the 
championship. 
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AMA. Each rider is allowed a throw- 
away as per the AMA's championship 
series scoring system. Had Peters' 
protest been denied, the tie with Aaron 
would have been decided by comparing 
the two riders' number of clean section 
rides, which could have changed the 
final point tally. The post-event decision 
by the New Mexico Trials Association 
protest committee allowing Peters' 
protest made the issue moot. 

Peters was not the only rider protest- 
ing scores at the Taos round. Kempkes 
initially protested his score in two sec- 
tions, as did fourth-place finisher Ryon 
Bell of Canada (17-19-12 for 48 total) and 
a handful of other competitors. Kempkes 
later withdrew his protest because it had 
no impact on his finish in the day's event 
or on the final championship standings.

Among other scoring issues such as 
observer placement (in the case of 
Peters’ protest) was the strict observance 
of North American Trials Council rules 
concerning stationary dabs. Under 
direction from ММТА”5 Lance Butler, 
observers watched closely for any halt 
of forward momentum. Dabbing while 
maintaining forward progress was 
scored a one, as usual. Losing that for- 
ward progress while the foot touched 
down resulted in an immediate five, to 
the surprise and consternation of some 
riders and their minders. Some vocally 
expressed their views that stationary 
dabs were not being consistently scored, 
but overall it was felt that the NMTA 
volunteer observers performed well in 
making difficult judgment calls. 

Kempkes, who received two fives he 


felt should have been scored 
as a four and a one, stated 
that he felt the sections were too easy 
while the scoring was too hard. The 
Nebraskan is one rider in favor of 
switching to the FIM's stationary-dab 
rule, whereby a rider can put a foot 
down while stationary, even rolling 
backward, at the cost of only one point. 
He said that the rule change would 
allow riders to concentrate more on 
making the big world-class obstacles, 
and help U.S. riders reach parity with 
World Observed Trials stars. 

New York's Peters was already accus- 
tomed to the tight scoring encountered 
in Colorado. "The scoring was tight," 
Peters said. "Coming from the World 
round, and Colorado, this was a big 
change. I’m used to tight scoring at 
home anyway, so this wasn't a huge sur- 
prise. I thought I got one that I almost 
slowed down to 25 in, but it wasn't bad. 
You win some, you lose some." 

Aaron rode the day's sections aware 
of the intense scrutiny by observers, 
though ultimately it caused him no 
grief. “То be honest with you, I had no 
problems at all," Aaron said. "I heard 
people complaining about some people 
being too tight, and I actually heard 
about a few sections where people were 
too lenient. I was being very cautious. I 





was making sure I was rolling when I 
put my foot down. I had no run-ins 
today. As far as I’m concerned, the scor- 
ing was good." 

Ryon Bell, the Canadian Montesa 
rider who was the top-placed North 
American earlier this year at the U.S. 
World round, feels that adopting FIM 
scoring is only a part of raising the level 
of North American competition. "The 
level of difficulty that they ride at is a lot 
higher than ours. They're very precise 
and they are very good at everything," 
Bell said of the World Championship 
riders. “АП the (North) Americans, we 
make major mental flaws; at the World 
round, I concentrated on getting 
through the sections, whereas the World 
guys concentrated on cleaning every- 
thing." 
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Bell also commented on the back-to- 
back juxtaposition of the Colorado and 
New Mexico rounds. “Тһе (four- or five- 
hour). drive in between like we had this 
weekend really sucks." Other riders 
echoed his feelings. Organizer Brian 
Behling of the NMTA said that the asso- 
ciation has applied to host a two-day 
event next year that would help allevi- 
ate the situation. 

Championship riders like Aaron and 
Bell felt that traction in the Taos sections 
actually got a little worse as the day pro- 
gressed, with riders moving the wet soil 
onto the boulders in exactly the places 
they most wanted grip. Frequent passes 
through a section like number nine 
exposed wet roots that complicated 
competitors' attempts to get a strong 
drive approaching climbs or splatters. 
Aspen and pine trees sheltered mosf of 
the sections from the mild New Mexico 
sun all dày, keeping the soil damp and 
the line slippery. 

Sunlight mitigated the wet condi- 
tions somewhat in exposed sections like 
number four. The hot line in the cham- 
pionship-class-only section four led up 
and over a 4-foot boulder, then back 
down a rock-strewn path. A rider would 
then execute a bunny-hopping U-turn to 
the right to set up for another 4-foot 
boulder. A smaller chunk of granite on 
top complicated the path. Failure to 
float the front wheel over the smaller 
boulder resulted in an ugly but fortu- 
nately undamaging face-plant for Den- 
nis Sweeten coming off his Beta. The 
section then led up and to the right over 
a loose mix of soil, rocks and pine nee- 
dles. With frequent traffic, the line got 
more defined and easier to follow as a 
small rut developed. At the top of the 
section, some 40 or 50 feet above the 
entrance, the riders traversed to the left, 
then plunged down the entire length of 
the section, jumping a log that reminded 
this reporter of a. miniature version of 
the downhill Peristyle jump at the L.A. 
Coliseum Supercross. 

The two-minute rule for each section 
enhanced the danger of sections for rid- 
ers and observers. Riders sometimes 
used most of their time early, requiring 
banzai exits to avoid penalty points. Pity 
the poor scorecard puncher who got in 
the way of such an exit. Later we all 
watched Mark Manniko, the Gas-Gas 
rider from Colorado, execute a spectacu- 
lar save on the final rock climb out of 
the section. Almost out of control, Man- 
niko's body entirely on the right side of 
the bike, he dabbed with his left foot 
behind him on the top of the rock. Look- 
ing much like Jeremy McGrath doing a 
nac-nac, Manniko made it out of the sec- 
tion with a two that astounded 
observers and spectators alike. €N

n rainy old England, the 1997 edi- 
tion of the Day of Champions will 
live in glorious, sunburned memo- 
ry. The Great Stunt Extravaganza 
raised a record $90,000 for the Riders for 
Health (RfH) training programs in Africa 
as a record 7000 motorcyclists of all ages 
rubbed knee sliders with Grand Prix and 
stunt stars such as Lings MX Display 
Team, Wolds Wagoners, Fiona Beale and 
GSXR1100-meister Gary Rothwell. 

By the time Michael Doohan had won 
the British GP and his fourth consecutive 
500cc World Championship on Sunday, 
КІН receipts were up 20 percent over last 
year. That was just icing on the cake to 
Barry Coleman, operations director for 





“Riders for Health. “We were interested in 


holding even: from year to year, but we 
had an excellent Thursday," Coleman 
explained. "The cavalcade was bigger 
than last year and raised $4200." 

For $10 each, 400 fans got bragging 
rights to say they'd ridden around Don- 
ington Park with Randy Mamola and 
Ron Haslam. Attractions like this per- 
suade more bikers each year to fit the 
fundraiser into their work or vacation 
schedules. 

Andrea Coleman, who last autumn 
accepted the MCN Services to Motorcy- 
cling in 1996 award on behalf of Riders 
for Health, worked hard with staff and 
volunteers to ensure the Day of Champi- 
ons "never becomes something we take 
for granted - or, God forbid, something 
boring." 


JAR THE JADED 


In a program calculated to jar the 
jaded, nearly every performer in the GP 
circus mingled with fans. Foremost was 
King Kenny Roberts, good-naturedly 
signing autographs with Kenny Roberts 
Jr. and Jean-Michel Bayle in the Modenas 
KR V3 pits. Max Biaggi seemed every- 
where. He took a pause from his battle 
with 250cc GP rivals Tetsuya Harada and 
Ralf Waldmann to bus fans around Don- 
ington. 

"It's a nice way to work for kids in 
Africa,” said Biaggi. 

Even more ubiquitous was 125cc GP 
upstart Valentino Rossi - a.k.a. Rossifumi 
Cosmico. Since there was a chance that 
Valentino might win his first 125cc GP 
crown on Sunday (Rossi won the race, 
but Nobuatsu Ueda's third kept the 
crown out of Rossi's reach), his dad, 
1970s GP star Graziano Rossi, looked on 
in delight at his son's cheery antics. 
Graziano must have held his breath with 
the rest of us during the Stunt Extrava- 
ganza. As French stuntman Joss Haas 
performed doughnuts around the fear- 
less 18-year-old, Rossifumi tapped his 
helmet. 

Fortunately, the distraction resulted in 
no damage to Rossi. But that was no con- 
solation to the doomed tires of Haas, 
Dave Coates, Gary Rothwell and other 
burnout specialists. Just a few years ago, 
Rothwell did his first pro show at Day of 
Champions. He's since become a house- 
hold name. Recently, Rothwell wowed 
the Laguna Seca World Superbike crowd. 

At Donington, Mamola performed a 
few wheelies and stoppies on Rothwell's 
bike, but we all know Rothwell is first 





among stunt equals. Former World Trials 
Champions Sammy Miller and Malcolm 
Rothwell mixed their light bikes in stunts 
with GSXRs, ZXRs, T-509s and the big 
Harley dominated by pint-sized ex-500cc 
GP rider Paul Lewis. It was almost 
painful to watch Jason Finn skip the front 
wheel of his trials bike around the crotch 


of announcer and ex-500 GP racer Keith 


Huewen. 

Face it: Day of Champs is becoming 
like the Cannes Film Festival - too many 
stars to mention and surprises popping up 
all over. Daryl Beattie led Team Suzuki 
against Team Italia and Team Roberts in 
soccer. Ron Haslam's 14-year-old son Leon 
beat Rossi in a scooter race. But Rossifumi, 
who plainly enjoys two-wheeled sports as 
much as any fan, said, "Leon is very fast, 
and it was all good fun." 

Doohan got a lucky lottery-winning 
fan sideways in a 160 mph Honda NSX 
car and said, "It's important for the sport 
to be seen putting something back." 

To top it off, Fiona Beale broke the 
women's world record (and a few bones) 
jumping her Kawasaki KX190 over 12 
trucks - a good 70 feet over the previous 
record. Too much speed seemed to 
launch Beale steeply and, after spectacu- 
lar airtime, she hit far down the landing 
apron. Her rear suspension appeared to 
bottom, leading to a high-side. Fortunate- 
ly, she escaped serious injury, though she 
left with broken ribs, a chipped vertebra 
and an injured ankle. 


NONE DARE CALL IT TRIVIA 


Displays of courage were interspersed 
with intellectual pursuits in the marquee. 
Razor-tongued Chris Carter interviewed 
GP heroes during the "Breakfast of 
Champions" and throughout the day. 
The Super Anorak Quiz fitted Niall 
Mackenzie and journalists from MCN (a 
British weekly motorcycle newspaper) 
against pundits Chris Carter, Julian 
Ryder and yours truly. Despite suspected

cheating, MCN almost lost when Dorna's 
Dennis Noyes asked, "Who was the last 
Brit on a 500cc GP podium?" 

Mackenzie yelled, "Christian Sarron!" 
- bringing the house down, because the 
correct answer is Niall Mackenzie. MCN 
lost to Team IRTA in a later round, 
reportedly over the fine points of 1950s- 
era dustbin fairings. 

Kevin Schwantz' presence is still pal- 
pable at Donington, site of his last GP 
win in 1994. His mother and father, Jim 
and Shirley, flew in early to help orga- 
nize GP souvenir sales in the marquee, 
where fans were mighty glad to see 
them. 


EVENING AUCTION 


The evening auction raised a record 
$24,000. Doohan's leathers alone fetched 
more than $5000; his helmet brought a 
tidy $2100. (As a bonus, the speedily 
attired buyer got to greet Mick after his 
narrow win over Tadayuki Okada on 
Sunday.) 

Dutch club official and Eurosport TV 
voice Jaap Timmer presented a 20,000 
guilder ($12,500) check to Coleman and 
Alfred Gonga (manager of the RfH pro- 
gram in Zimbabwe). 

"We promise to double it in the 
future," said Timmer. 

A museumful of GP paraphernalia 
met the gavel. A pewter model of Team 
Roberts’ Modenas KR3 earned $400. 
World Superbike Champion and GP 
refugee Troy Corser got big cheers, auc- 
tioning his leathers for $1300. 

Rock star and Honda CBR900 fanatic 
Keith Flint sold his gloves for $250. Gear 
from Olivier Jacque, Anthony Gobert and 
many others was also grabbed up. 
Mackenzie peddled Schwantz’s boots for 
$275. Mamola even sold his 1992 vintage 
“Bud Man” shirts. Auctioneer John Price 
spotted Randy “Mr. Softy” Mamola kiss- 
ing Barry Coleman and hugging every 
RfH supporter in sight. 


In a serious moment, Mamola auc- 
tioned signed copies of Wayne Rainey’s 
biography, saying: “Wayne’s accident 
hurt us all. But this book will help.” On 
Saturday, Kevin Schwantz, Eddie Law- 
son, Bubba Shobert and others repre- 
senting at least 15 World Champi- 
onships convened for Rainey’s book 
launch. The crowd erupted into 
applause when Rainey challenged 
Doohan to ride his Yamaha in 1998. The 
expertise of these champions is helping 
to spread zero-breakdowns concepts to 
fleet managers throughout Africa. 


HEALTH ANGELS IN AFRICA 


“The serious problem in Africa is 
transport,” said Barry Coleman. “For 
years, people understood that the way to 
reach people was with motorcycles. But 
nobody explained how to maintain them, 
or to train the riders so they’d be safe and 
(be able to) go a long distance. Since 
1989, the sport of motorcycling has 
helped our African colleagues take ser- 
vices to remote places, and it makes a big 
difference. Health delivery is up 500 per- 
cent in Lesotho and 400 percent in some 
regions of Ghana.” 

Peter Kyei is from sunny Ghana - a 
country the size of England, with 16 mil- 
lion people. He had personal reasons to 
visit the Day of Champions. First, Peter is 
researching a Ph.D. at the University of 
Durham on the decentralization of ser- 
vices in his home country. 

“Ghana plans to be the first big coun- 
try in Africa to extend health care to its 
borders by the year 2000,” Kyei said. 
“This entails about 1500 motorbikes and 
2500 nurse-riders and mechanics who 
receive RfH training.” 

Secondly, Peter's wife, Abigail Kyei, 
who is a public-health advisor in the 
Danish development agency DANIDA, 
deals with RfH officials in her work. On 
a visit to Britain earlier this summer, 
Abigail said, "Over 80 percent of our 
nurses are women." 





More than 1000 RfH-trained nurses 
already ride Yamaha AG-100s to villages, 
advising on pre- and postnatal childcare, 
immunizations, sanitation, vitamins and 
social welfare. Thirdly, Kyei said, "I 


wanted to see how Riders for Health was 


financed." 

And finally, after a 10-month slog in 
cold northeastern England, Kyei needed 
some fun in the sun. The Day of Champi- 
ons pleased him immensely. "After 10 
months in academia," he said, "I've seen, 
from all this activity, and from the joy on 


. people's faces, how much we have in 


common." 

Kyei also networked with people like 
Barry Coleman. They plan to meet again 
when Peter is doing fieldwork in Ghana, 
reunited with Abigail and their kids. 
Two more newcomers to Day of Champi- 
ons were Ngwarati Mashonga (technical 
manager) and Alfred Gonga (national 
manager) of the КЕН program іп Zimbab- 
we. (The World Bank helped with fund- 
ing.) Gonga said: "Most of our 300 bikes 
are four-stroke Yamaha AG100s and 
two-stroke BSA 100 Bushmans. We get 
74,000 km (45,880 miles) out of some of 
them. There are a maximum of three rid- 
ers per bike, and 50 percent of the riders 
are women." 

Since 1994, Gonga has worked with 
RfH to improve the effectiveness of food- 
security monitors. Now RfH is working 
with Save the Children Fund (SCF) to 
improve health and literacy services to 
workers on large-scale commercial farms. 
The importance of such programs cannot 
be overemphasized in a free-trade world, 


‚ where GATT has turned poor countries’ 


] 


subsistence agriculture into cash crops. 
Success in Lesotho, Gambia, Ghana 
and Zimbabwe has brought Riders for 
Health a host of invitations to consult on 
programs in Benin, Malawi, Mozam- 
bique, Nigeria and Uganda. Rapid 
growth requires new funding, so it is for- 
tunate that industry giant Honda has 
joined Triumph, Yamaha and others in 
supporting RfH. But fan support is fun- 
damental. Links between RfH workers in 
Africa to bikers worldwide have been 
strengthened by the new Liferider 
newsletter and web site (http:// 
www.riders.org). Give them a try. 


BACK AT THE TRACK 

"This is serious," laughed Peter Kyei. 
At Friday GP practice, the first wonder- 
ful wave of 500cc bikes had just roared 
past under the Dunlop Bridge. In the 
brief silences, we discussed the Upper 
West region in Ghana where Kyei has 
already done research. 

"Manager Saaka Dumba is a very 
hard worker, so I am sure Riders for 
Health will continue to be a success," 
said Kyei. 

Riders for Health officials point out a 


` number of ironies: It is ironic that the joy 


of racing can easily turn to tragedy. It is 
ironic that Africans, who work so hard to 
survive drought and political turmoil, 
are often misrepresented as helpless. 
And it is ironic that bikers, themselves 
often misunderstood, are the only ones 
capable of helping African colleagues use 
motorcycles - good tools for transport 
problems. 

We all remember the confidence we 
gained when someone showed us how to 
tighten a chain - or clean a wound. If 
you'd like to support these Health 
Angels, contact Riders for Health.

ALTON, NH, AUG. 17 
129 TM's Tom Norton wore out the 
L Á competition at the Rocky Moun- 
ll tain Hare Scramble, proving once 
again that the nastier the course, the bet- 
ter he likes it. 

Held just east of the Loudon Interna- 
tional Speedway, it was a rock-infested 
race - making for an appropriate name: 
Rocky Mountain. The track was laid out 
deep in the woods of New Hampshire. 
The track itself was a 14-mile loop using 
some wide-open two-track cart roads 
and some dense single-track. The area is 
extremely hilly, with one hillclimb being 
over 1/8 mile long, covered with 2- to 3- 
foot boulders. 

The long course was extremely 
demanding, especially in the heat. With 





lap times of 47 minutes, it was a long - 


time between water breaks and pit 
stops. As a result, the Novice event, 
which was held early in the day, had a 
few casualties from the heat. The riders 
had a shortened 9-mile course, but it 
still was taking close to 45 minutes a lap, 
causing the club to shorten the race from 
three to two laps. Taking the overall in 
the event was Richard Lessard on his 
KDX 200. 

The main event got under way 
around 1 p.m. With the lack of open 
space for a starting area, the club used a 
Blackwater- style start with four riders 
per line. 

Scott /Dynoport/Uni Filter-spon- 
sored Norton, Manchester Honda's Josh 
McLevy, and Ronnie's Cycles' Todd 
Levesque lined up on the front row. 
Levesque got off first, followed by Nor- 
ton. Not one mile down a wide-open 
cart road, the trail turned onto the first 
rock garden. Levesque hadn't made 20 
feet before he threw it away, causing a 
chain reaction of the entire front row. 
Kawasaki's Patrick Timothy, who start- 
ed on the second row, took advantage of 
the pileup and took over the lead. 

Levesque managed to recover quick- 
ly, moving into second place. Ken Law 
slid by, taking over third, followed by

McLevy and Norton. By the end of the 
lap, Timothy still had the lead, but Nor- 
ton was now right on his rear wheel. 
Spectro's McLevy came around 15 sec- 
onds back in third place, with Levesque 
right behind. The two riders left the pit 
banging bars, with McLevy making it to 
the barrels first. Down another two min- 
utes in fifth place was Arthur Menzel, 
followed by Brian Tucker. 

Timothy went into the second lap 
holding it wide open, with Norton right 
on his tail. Timothy held Norton off for 
half of the first lap; then Norton finally 
put the move on him, taking over the 
lead and putting thirty seconds on Tim- 
othy in a mile. But his lead was almost 
lost with a wild crash in the rocks. 

“Т got off hard blasting through а 
rock garden in third gear," Norton said. 
“Му bike went off the trail and crashed 
into an oak tree, bending the subframe 
and front fender. Luckily, I stayed on 
the trail and didn't get banged up." 

Norton was able to regain his compo- 
sure and take off before anyone caught 
him and, by the end of the lap, he had 
regained his 30-second lead over second 
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place, which was now held by McLevy. 
Norton had to pit this lap, allowing 
McLevy to catch up, coming around 
right as Norton was leaving the pits. 
The two riders came through the barrels 
with only a second between them. Tim- 
othy was now back into third place, but 
was feeling the effects of the heat. He 
had to stop and pit for water, allowing 


Levesque to get by and take over his 
third-place position. | 

Norton апа McLevy hung together 
until about three miles into the third 
and final lap. McLevy was now also 
starting to feel the effects of the heat and 
the long laps, and couldn't hold the pace 
any longer. Levesque was also starting 
to fall back, but it wasn't the heat that 
was affecting him - it was the terrain. 
Levesque went down several times in 
the rocks, which slowed his pace and 
wore him down. 

Norton held it pinned out in front, 
going down only once on the final lap. 

“Т had a clean lap going, but attacked 
the big hill a little too hard and went 
into a tree. I didn't stall it, so I got going 
quick," Norton said after the event. 

Norton took the overall with more 
than a one-minute lead on McLevy in 
second place. Levesque took third, back 
another 1 1/2 minutes. Timothy held on 
to finish fourth, with Menzel rounding 
out the top five. 

Taking the Expert-class overall and 
finishing in the top 10 was Hans Neff on 
his KTM 125. Denny Anderson went on 









to take the Expert 200cc-class win, fol- 
lowed by Steve Formanek in second. 
The Amateur-class overall win went to 
Suzuki 250 rider Rob Carlson. 

The Junior event was held early in 
the morning on a shortened 9-mile 
course. Nathan Kanney took the win, 
finishing the two-lap event in just under 
one hour and 16 minutes. Drew Carpen- 
ter took second place, down one minute, 
20 seconds. Robert Rowe continued to 
dominate the Mini class, taking the class 
win with more than six minutes on sec- 
ond-placed Robert Langenback.

Reed bags 
a bunch

ST. LOUIS, MO, AUG. 17 
ERA held a combined regional 
W: worth double points at 
Gateway International Speed- 
way, which hosted a slew of talented 
professional riders. 

Taking top honors in the victory 
department was Mark Reed of Triple R 
Racing. Reed won the 600cc Superstock 
class, the 600cc Superbike class and the 
750cc Superbike class, ably demonstrat- 
ing his riding ability. However, Reed's 
victories did not come easily. As did all 
of the racers, he had to acclimate him- 
self to a new track layout. 

Gateway was due for some change 
after Derek Mortland was paralyzed 
from the waist down after colliding 
with the banking exiting onto the back 
straight. Furthermore, William Lindsey 
of Crow Bar Racing was seriously 
injured and sustained a broken hip and 
shoulder during his contact with the 
wall along the banking. These two inci- 
dents brought about demands for 
change before NWRA would race there 
again. The old track layout used to 
incorporate the banking, creating a 1.9- 
mile track. The new track configuration 
shortened the layout to 1.3 miles. 

"WERA did the right thing by bring- 
ing in Ed Bargy to redesign the facility," 
WERA rider Billy Eisenacher said. "I 
gotta compliment Bargy. He's done a 
great job, considering what he had to 
work with." 

Mark Oldham raced at round four of 
the WERA National Series and added 
his comments about the new design. 
“With the banking, it was fun to ride 
on," Oldham said. "This is definitely 
more safe. Now I don't have to worry 
about slamming into the wall." 

Reed's experience in the Formula 
USA/NASB series helped him to pre- 
vail, as he won decisively in the com- 
petitive 600cc Supersport class. Howev- 
er, Reed had to overcome a new 
up-and-coming expert from Indiana 
named Robert Richards. 

Richards has proved in his second 
year as an expert that he can run the fast 
pace with the big dogs. Richards led the 
600cc Supersport race for three laps. 
Reed rode behind Richards, studying 
his weaknesses; then, on lap four, Reed 
powered his Triple R Kawasaki out of 
turn seven on the back stretch and dived 
way deep into turn one to take the lead, 
which he never surrendered. 

“I saw where Richards was going a 
little wide in turn one and squaring the 
corner," Reed said. "I saw I could get to 
the inside and push right by him. Once 
I made the pass for first, I just tried not 
to make any mistakes on the Triple R 
Racing Kawasaki." 

Josh Hayes earned second place, 
climbing from fifth place. "The RES 
motor in my Valvoline Suzuki is way 
powerful," Hayes said. "I got past 
Richards at the end of the race when I 
nudged him on the speed and held out 
on the brakes entering turn nine." 

Action Motorsports rider Robert 
Richards collected third place, as he 
was able to keep the charging Billy Eise- 
nacher at bay. Marietta Motorsports' 
Eisenacher went on to finish fourth. 






Eisenacher put on an impressive dis- 
play of riding ability by checking out in 
the 750cc Supersport race. Like a fighter 
pilot on a mission, Eisenacher calculated 
his entrance points and executed his cor- 
nering with precision as he dropped his 
lap times down to 1:03.82. However, 
Mark Junge would claim the new track 
record, as he attempted to run Eisenach- 
er down on his Neilsen Racing Suzuki. 
Junge turned 1:03.80 in his pursuit of the 
podium. Larry Denning put his 4&6 
Kawasaki in third place, fending off 
Mark Reed. 

Josh Hayes cleaned up in the 1100cc 
Superstock race - he checked out, leav- 
ing the remaining riders to compete for 
second place. Brian Jones made himself 
as wide as he could to halt the charges 
of Larry Denning and Robert Richards. 
At the end of the wild dogfight between 
Richards and Denning, it was Denning 
who took third place. Oldham also 
passed Richards at the conclusion of the 
race for fourth place. Richards filed by 
in fifth place. €N

the charges of Bobby Hedden to capture 
the Northern California seasonal speed- 
way points championship in their final 
regular season match-up. 

Hedden took over the points lead 
early in the season and held it until Bast 
worked his way back on top with only a 
week to go. 

Hedden entered the final race trailing 
Bast by a slim 27-point margin. Consid- 
ering a Scratch or Handicap main-event 
win is worth a hefty 58 points, Bast's 
margin was precariously small. 

Both veterans transferred out of their 
Handicap heats without incident and 
then also transferred to the Handicap 
main after a head-to-head confrontation 
in the Handicap semi led to a 1-2 finish, 
with Bast taking wins both times and 
Hedden a pair of seconds. 

Both riders made short work of their 
competition in both their Scratch heat 
and Scratch semi rides, transferring 
directly to the Scratch main in the 
process. 

Hedden and Bast lined up on the 50- 
yard marker as usual for the Handicap 
main. Trouble was, fellow 50-yard regu- 
lars Bob Hicks and Louis Kossuth also 
made their way to the night's final 
Handicap race, which created quite a 
crowd against the turn-four’ wall. Billy 
Janniro on the 30 and Ian Essary on the 
zero rounded out the starting field. Bast 
and Hedden both knew that there were 
enough points in this race alone to 
change the whole points championship 
around. Both were looking to make a 
good start, but fell prey to the blistering 
gate that Kossuth got. Bast followed 
Louis as he moved up on the low line, 
and Hedden went to work on the. out- 
side. Essary enjoyed the initial lead due 
to his starting position, but after half of

the scheduled six laps were in the 
books, he was showing that running in 
front was no fluke, as he held off Janniro 
and Kossuth for a few more laps. Kos- 
suth seemed to have his attack on the 
front-runners choreographed to perfec- 
tion as he slipped around Essary on the 
eutside, while Bast and an impressively 
stubborn Janniro fought side by side 
throughout the final two laps. With the 
end of the race looming, Hedden aban- 
doned the far outside and joined the 
checkered-flag maelstrom that saw the 
crafty Kossuth edge out the wiat the 
line, followed closely by the group of 
Essary, Bast, Janniro and Hedden all 
bunched up and crossing the finish line 
a mere bike length behind. The score- 
keepers had to sort it out, ruling that 
Essary would maintain the second spot 
and third place would go to Bast, while 
fourth went to Janniro and fifth to a 
frustrated Hedden. 

In the Scratch main, Hedden drew 
the second starting position, just inside 
of Bast, who had already drawn and 
was kicking at his third-lane dirt, trying 
to uncover the traction he hoped was 
hidden there. Pat Linn was on the pole, 
and Bob Hicks in lane four rounded out 
the field. Referee Dane Besneatte 
pushed the start button and Hedden 
feathered the clutch, which sent him 
rocketing into the first turn clearly 
ahead of the field. Bast was next to 
escape the starting line, and shook off 
Linn and Hicks, who inadvertently went 
wide in the first turn and ended up in 
the turn-two cushion; but Hedden's gate 
got him in front so clean that there was 
nothing Bast and Linn could do but fol- 
low Hedden on his Peterich Cycle Jawa 
to the checkered flag. Bast maintained 
second place over Linn, and fourth went 
to Hicks. Bast didn't win either main 
event, but came away with a 30-point 
margin of victory in the points race, 
accomplishing what he had set out to do 
from day one. 

“Т always start the season off with 
this day in mind: to win the number one 
again," Bast said. "Bobby gave me a 
heck of a run all year, but, hey, I’m just 
always happy to win." €N

Wey wins 
Walton

resh off of two class wins at the 

Amateur National Championships 

at Loretta Lynn's, Pro Circuit/Split- 
Fire/ AXO-backed Nick Wey gave the 
^world next door" a little preview of 
things to come by winning both the 125 
and 250cc Pro classes at the sixth run- 
ning of the Trans Canadian National 
Championship. 

Marco Dube, Canada's number-one 
plate holder in both the 125 and 250cc 
classes, stole the holeshot in moto one of 
the 125cc Pro class, leaving Wey to deal 
with F&S Suzuki-mounted Tom Barron 
and Honda of Canada's Chris Pomeroy. 
By the end of lap one, Wey got around 
both Pomeroy and Barron, but the all- 
natural Grand Prix-style course lent itself 
well to Dube’s Honda, and he had 
already opened up a five-second advan- 
tage. Durring next three laps, Wey reeled 
in Dube, only to be plagued by vision 
problems. High humidity from a quickly 
drying track caused his goggles to fog 
just as he caught Dube on the fourth lap. 








After remóving the goggles, Wey 
was able to stay close, but the roost from 
Dube's bike forced Wey to select lines 
that would not allow him to make a 
clean pass. In the wide-open sweeper 
just before the finish-line jump, Wey 
went inside but couldn't quite get the 
drive needed, coming up just half a bike 
length short at the flag. Barron got by 
Pomeroy in the drop-off sections to 
claim a very convincing third in the 
moto. Jimmy Wilson rounded out the 
top five. 

The start of the sécond 125cc Pro 
moto was all Wey, as he powered his 
KX into the lead on lap one, followed 
closely by Team Green/Tuf Racing- 
backed Charlie Dunaway. Dube had 
also gated well in third, with Barron and 
Yamaha of Canada's flyin' Ryan Gault 
slipping into the top five on the first lap. 
Dube quickly made his way around 
Dunaway to challenge Wey for the over- 
all, leaving Dunaway to fend off a very 
strong Pomeroy and Barron. 

The race for third was on as the trio 
of Dunaway, Pomeroy and Barron 
increased their pace and began to close 
on the leaders, Wey and Dube. By the 
20-minute mark, Wey would move out 
to a comfortable five-second lead as 
Dube, Dunaway, Pomeroy and Barron 
battled for the runner-up position. With 
just a couple of laps to go, Pomeroy 
pushed past Dunaway in the drop-off 
sections and quickly went after Dube. 
Dunaway would also fall victim to Bar- 
ron, moving back to fifth with two laps 
to go. 
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The finishing order would stay the 
same for the final two laps, with Wey 
claiming the win and the overall. Dube 
was second overall with 1-2 finishes, 
and Pomeroy nailed down the final 
podium position with 4-3 finishes. 

As:do most of Canada's top riders, 
more than half of the 125cc Pro class 
also rode the 250cc class. Wey gated per- 
fectly and rounded the off-camber first 
turn in front of Dube, Pomeroy and Bar- 
ron. Two turns later, a slight bobble by 
Dube allowed Pomeroy and Barron to 
take over second and third, respectively, 
with Dube remounting for fourth. At the 
sweeper around the lake, Barron took 
control, showing great determination 
and speed as he went after Wey. Mor- 
gan Racing's Doug Dehaan was also on 
the gas as-he charged into third place, 
blowing by Dube and a very surprised 
Pomeroy. 

At the halfway point, Dehaan's 
charge ended with a flat rear tire, and 
Pomeroy and Dube quickly moved in 
for the kill. With Dehaan racing back- 
wards for the rest of the moto and 
Pomeroy and Dube busy duking it out 
for third, Wey and Barron pulled disap- 
pearing acts on the rest of the field as 
they opened up a very comfortable 
eight-second lead. 

In the final laps of the first moto of 
the 250cc class, current series points 
leader and soon-to-be-crowned 125 and 
250cc Canadian National Champion for 
the 1998 season Blair Morgan was mak- 
ing an unprecedented charge to salvage 
whatever he could after a poor start. 








Morgan caught Dube on the white-flag 
lap as the pair went side by side off the 
huge drop-off jump into the 40-foot- 
deep ravine, with Morgan making the 
pass with a very aggressive inside move 
coming out of it. Moto one would end 
with Wey leading from the drop of the 
gate and Barron keeping him in sight for 
second. Pomeroy would finish about 
five seconds back, with Morgan and 
Dube rounding out the top five. 
Pomeroy put his Honda out front at 
the start of the second moto, with Wey 
quickly moving to second as they 
launched up the elevator jump just after 
the second corner. Dube had suffered a 
poor start and, possibly a little anxious 
going into turn one, wadded it up, forc- 
ing him to start dead-last, as his bike 
was the last to be retrieved from the bot- 
tom of the pile. In turn three in the off- 
camber switchbacks, Morgan rode 
around the outside of Wey to take over 
second with a very impressive move, 
and he quickly caught and passed 
Pomeroy for the lead. Morgan's quick 
charge to the front - and his blistering 
pace in moto two - showed everyone 
why he'll wear the number-one plate in 
'98. On lap two, Wey also made his 
move around Pomeroy, establishing 
himself as the overall winner if positions 
stayed as they were. Matt Maximoff was 
also showing moments of brilliance dur- 
ing the final moto by charging to third 
before retiring for the day with a sore 
hand suffered in a pre-race crash. Marty 
Burr and Dehaan rounded out the top 
five. At the halfway point, with Maxi- 
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moff out, the race was on for third as 
Dehaan pressured Burr in the gravity- 
cavity sections. Barron then came alive, 
positioning himself to take advantage of 
any mistake by either Burr or Dehaan. 
Back in the pack, Dube had mounted an 
awesome charge and, at the two-lap 
sign, had moved to sixth behind 
Pomeroy. 

With Morgan out to a comfortable 
lead, Wey settled into second, securing 
the overall win and leaving Morgan 
with 1-4 finishes and second overall for 
the day. 

Dehaan would get by Burr for third 
but, with a flat tire in moto one, would 
finish out of the top 10. Burr, who also 
suffered a poor first moto, would finish 
fifth in overall points. Tom Barron 
claimed the final podium position with 
excellent rides in both motos. The most 
impressive ride of the day was that of 
Dube, who moved all the way to sixth 
from dead-last with his last-lap pass on 
Pomeroy. €N

Montgomery wins one at 
Greensboro Supercross

GREENSBORO, NC, AUG. 15-16 
The Greensboro Coliseum Starcross went into 
high gear as round four of the five-weekend 
series got under way under perfect conditions at 
the beautiful Coliseum Complex, where Josh 
Montgomery headed up the 125cc D class. 
Montgomery has been putting in some 
strong rides throughout the series and, on this 
hot weekend in August, he was keeping right 
along with tradition. Montgomery has kept his 
number-one Honda at the front of the field at all 
the events in the always-crowded 125cc D class, 
and Friday he was right back up front. 
Montgomery had things under control with 
an easy heat-race win over T.J. Fairbanks and 
Ryan Smith, while one rider, Kyle McPherson, 
struggled to grab an eighth-place finish in the 
heat. Montgomery nabbed the main-event 
holeshot in the 125cc D main with an aggressive 


15-rider field behind him. McPherson worked 
his way into second and went on to pressure 
Montgomery for the entire 10-lap main. Third- 
place heat-race finisher Smith would end up 
crashing out to record a DNF, opening the door 
into the top three. Montgomery crossed the line 
with a hard-won main-event win over McPher- 
son. Scottie Driver took third, Fairbanks was 
fourth and James McGlynn finished fifth. 

Saturday was a little tougher on Mont- 
gomery. He was forced to make up time in the 
heat race after a bad start, while Tim Huntley 
moved further and further away to ace the heat. 
Montgomery moved up to the rear fender of sec- 
ond-place rider Chris Rickard by the end of the 
heat. 

In the 125cc D final, Huntley was back up 
front and riding flawlessly. Huntley would go - 
for the most part - uncontested all the way to the 
checkers in front of 2500 screaming fans. Mont- 
gomery was again saddled with bad luck 
straight out of the gate and would spend the 
entire main playing catch-up. Rickard’s ride for 
second was no walk in the park due to Mont- 
gomery's charge to get back up to the front, but 


Montgomery would have to settle for a third.

Emig dominates 
Millville MX amateur day

MILLVILLE, MN, AUG. 2 

Bryan Emig, older brother of factory Kawasaki 
star Jeff Emig, rode the amateur portion of the 
125/250сс AMA National Motocross weekend at 
Spring Creek and dominated the field in both 
the Over 25 and 250сс A classes. This year’s 
rider turnout for the event was down to just 
over 900 from last year’s whopping 1200. 

The usually competitive Over 25 A class saw 
racers from all over the country line up for the 
24-rider field, and it was local racer Rusty Soren- 
son from nearby Mazeppa, Minnesota, who 
grabbed the holeshot on his CR500, with out-of- 
state riders David Eubanks and Emig giving 
chase. Sorenson’s lead was very short-lived in 
the three-lap race, as Eubanks slipped by as the 
pack headed for Millville’s famous sand-wash 
section. When the pack emerged from the soft 
whoop section, it was Emig in the lead on his 
KX250, with local racer Kyle Love chasing on a 
CR250. Eubanks was third. By the end of the 
first lap, Emig was in the lead, with Love close 
behind, as Troy Kalina moved into third, with 
Eubanks fourth. Dan Luloff was fifth. Of the 
field, Emig and Love were the only two riders 
consistently doing a newly added uphill triple 
jump that even some of Sunday’s 250cc Pros did 
not do and none of the 125сс Pros would 
attempt. On lap two, the only order change was 
courtesy of Craig Schwarz, who moved into fifth 
at the expense of Luloff. Emig crossed the finish 
line slightly ahead of Love, with Kalina, 
Schwarz and Eubanks in tow. 

In moto two, Emig motored away with the 
holeshot and took off from there. Eubanks was 
second going into the first corner, but was 
passed by local riders Love and Schwarz in the 
sand wash, as they had the section dialed in 
from experience. At the conclusion of lap one, it 
was Emig in the lead, followed by a hard-charg- 
ing Schwarz in second, with Love third, John 
Packard fourth and Eubanks fifth. Love got past 
Schwarz to take over second, but by that time it 
was too late to mount an assault on the fast and 
smooth Emig. Emig held on to win over Love. 
Reimer was third, with Schwarz again fourth 
and Kalina fifth.

Wiechers wins 
Wild West Motocross

RUPERT, ID, JULY 26-27 

The Wild West Nationals returned to Idaho for 
round six of the series. The Rupert County fair- 
grounds track is arguably the most popular 
track on the circuit, and it's definitely Freddy 
Wiechers' favorite, as he used it to demolish the 
125cc Junior competition. 

The track appealed to more 125cc Juniors 
than the gate could hold, which resulted in two 
qualifiers and a last-chance race to narrow the 
field to a 32-rider main event. Each qualifier 
transferred the top 13 riders to the main, so a 
good start was critical. Yamaha rider Troy 
Symes nailed the start in qualifier one, followed 
by fellow Yamaha rider Marcus Jenkins. Freddy 
Wiechers was running in fifth and could have 
cruised to easily qualify for the main, but 
instead he blitzed his Honda through the pack 
and into first place by the end of lap two. Symes 
latched onto Wiechers and dogged him until the 
white-flag lap before reclaiming the lead and 
holding it until the checkers. 

Symes could now play spectator and see 
who would win the second qualifier. Kawasaki 
rider Casey Newhouse made his intentions clear 
as he pulled the holeshot. Newhouse couldn't 
hold off the charging Doug Martin, who quickly 
established an uncatchable lead after gating 
third. Jonathan Diel, after finishing lap one in 


_ fifth, wanted to improve his main-gate selection 


and charged to second by moto's end. 

Six more transfer spots remained as the gate 
for the LCQ dropped. Levi Harkness made 
quick work out of early leader Stephen Crane to 
easily win, with Crane holding on for second. 

When the gate dropped for the main, it was 
showtime for the 32-rider field, and the spotlight 
was on Yamaha-mounted Pete Shureman as he 
grabbed the holeshot. But Wiechers was a man 
possessed, and he duplicated his qualifier ride, 
going from fifth to first within a lap. Then, with 
a clear track ahead of him, Wiechers was able to 
build an uncatchable lead. Symes, on the other 
hand, had 11 riders between him and the leader. 
Incredibly enough, Symes picked off seven rid- 
ers in one lap, and then continued screaming his 
Yamaha through the field until he had firm con- 
trol over second. Joshua Magill was the mirror 
image of Symes, as he gated second, dropped to 
fifth, then climbed back up to third overall.

Triumph-mounted Gary Beach, the AMA Dis-

Veteran AMA GNC contender Mickey Fay 
proved to the competition that age doesn't mat- 
ter, but that experience does. Fay topped a stel- 





lar field of AMA Experts to take home top 
money at the AMA District 27 short track at the 
Rainier Cycle Bowl. 

Eric Rickman and Ron Waters shared the 
holeshot honors on the opening lap of the 
Experts’ 15-lap final, but shortly afterward Fay 
took the lead from his fellow veterans, leaving 
the competition well behind. Rickman would 
also yield to Waters, who, with second, carded 
his best finish of the season. Waters led Rickman 
and Jerry Southworth, who headed up a five- 
way battle for fourth in Southworth's favor. 
Fifth went to Jeff Hiatt after he fended off Eli 
Price for the position. 

Earlier in the night, small-wheel action 
kicked off the evening's lengthy program of 57 
heat races and 26 main events, with Chris Celo- 
rie (in the 50cc class) and Andy Fay (in the 60cc 
class) warming up the crowd for Nick Sellers' 
80cc sweep of the DTX and A mains. Sellers beat 
Jerry Hansen to the flag in the DTX class, then 
led the way in the 80сс A final, where he beat 
Chris Waite, the 80cc Amateur National Cham- 
pion. Waite, however, came back with a 
vengeance in the 125cc A main to overtake Ore- 
gon's Sean Light - who led the first three laps - 
and Brad Smith for the win. 

Kurt Hawk, like Waite and Sellers before 
him, did his normal runaway act in the 250cc A 
main, but this week, Hawk got tough competi- 
tion from District Champion Eric Beers and 
Robert Rosie. While Hawk won, Beers got the 
nod for second, ahead of Rosie, Chase Gilbert 
and Jeremy Morse. 

Beers came right back, primed for an Open A 
main win, but instead the 15-year-old former 
minicycle speedster got a trip over the handle- 
bars late in the final while maintaining a big 
lead. Beers' demise handed the lead over to Pro- 
Am rider Mike Lester - a lead Lester would take 
to the finish, followed by Mike Cherenheim, 
Aaron Weston, Ray DeFord and Hawk, who 
carved from 10th to fifth. 

George Prindiville, the current district Pro- 
Am 600cc points leader, furthered his title quest 
by leading the Pro-Am main from start to 
finish, ahead of Robert Rosie and Todd Hag- 
mann. Fourth went to Arlan Anderson, who 
initially started in third, while Joe Wade nabbed 
fifth.

This race was 
even closer than the first and went right down to 
the last couple of turns. Lavietes just nipped 
Symons for the win and the overall, with 
Munoz, Taylor, Kinshella and Mitch Libonati 
finishing in third through sixth.

and gone and Team USA is 

still looking for win num- 
ber one. But you sure can't say 
we didn't give it one hell of a 
try. 
In Italy, everything seemed 
to go wrong for the 36-rider- 
strong U.S. team, from the con- 
tainer not showing up until the 
day before the start, to losing a 
World Trophy team rider on the 
first day, to ho-hum times in 
many of the special tests, to an 
injury to one of our chase riders. 
АП of this combined led to a 
somewhat disappointing fifth- 
place finish in the final stand- 
ings. Also, an eighth-place finish 
, in the Junior World team divi- 
sion isn't anything to get excited 
about, either. Yes, on record, this 
year's ISDE wasn't great by any means. 
But it could've been worse. 

What the record books won't show 
years from now was the outstanding 
overall team effort that was put forth to 
get all 36 riders on the trail and all but 
three of them to the finish in spite of the 
seemingly endless hassles along the 
way. Of those 33 riders who did make it 
to the finish line, eight of them earned 
gold medals and 20 took home silver 
medals. Not too shabby, really - and 
none of these things could've happened 
without the help of the support crew, 
many of whom spent their vacations 
tending checks, pouring gas, greasing 
up foam inserts, oiling air filters, and 
fun stuff like that. These people are the 
unsung heroes of the U.S. ISDE effort. 

This year, approximately 150 people 
from the United States, including the 36 
, riders and many of their family mem- 
. bers, attended this year's ISDE in Italy.

‘event since. 


Every year, the AMA puts together 
an ISDE tour package to help make trav- 
eling to Europe and attending the Six 
Days relatively easy and, in some cases, 
even cheaper than if you were to make 
all the arrangements yourself. The tour 
package usually takes care of things like 
air travel, hotel and rental-car arrange- 
ments. But there is a lot more to the 
AMA tour package than airplanes, 
hotels and cars. 

Basically, as soon as you sign up, you 
become a member of the American ISDE 
team - or should I say a member of the 
support crew. The AMA also offers a 
similar tour for the Motocross des 
Nations, but with this tour, you are, for 
the most part, just a spectator, whereas 
with the ISDE tour, you are a member of 
the team. 

What's really cool about the ISDE 
tour is that you get to hang out with the 
riders - riders such as five-time National 
Enduro Champion Randy Hawkins, 
Hare Scrambles National Champion 
Rodney Smith, Grand National Cross 
Country Champion Scott Summers and 
off-road hero Ty Davis, just to name а 
few. Usually, the entire American con- 
tingent travels together on one airplane

Sometimes, tour members are 
recruited to be "pointers" at the special 
tests. It’s the pointers’ job to point out 
the best lines in the special tests for the 
American riders, and nine times out of 
10, they will follow your advice. Now, 
that's getting involved. This year in 
Italy, pointers - all wearing similarly col- 


ored T-shirts - were used in a number of. 


tests, much to the delight of U.S. Trophy 
rider Chris Smith, who said, "You don't 
know how good it feels to come into a 
turn and see someone in a blue shirt 
pointing out the good line," Smith said 
in Italy. “It makes such a difference." 
Usually, a major highlight of the Six 
Days is the opening ceremony, which is 
very similar to that of the Olympics, 
where riders and representatives parade 
into a stadium, marching to the beat of

their country's national anthem. Again, 
all Americans are invited to march with 
the riders and participate in the parade 


and the festivities. Hopefully, one of . 


these days, the United States team will 
have the honor of marching in with the 
prestigious World Trophy in hand. And 
that "some day" might not be too far off. 
Let me explain: 

In 1998, the ISDE will take place in 
Australia, and the U.S. team will be in 
the final year of its “three-year plan" to 
win the Six Days. Last year, in Finland, 
Scott Summers, Ty Davis, Rodney 
Smith, Randy Hawkins, Steve Hatch 
and Chris Smith basically committed to 
a three-year deal that would see these 
same six riders remain intact, as a team, 
until 1998 in Australia. After Finland, 
when the United States placed a promis- 
ing third, the team - like many others - 
pretty much traveled to Italy this year to 
gain more experience, since no one was 
really expecting to beat Team Italia on 
its own turf. But next year will be differ- 
ent. 

The ultimate plan is to win next 
year's ISDE in Australia, where all the 
teams will be on equal ground. In Aus- 
tralia, teams from Italy and from all over 
Europe will have to work out of contain- 
ers, just like the U.S. team does every 
year. Sure, maybe the Australians will 
have a home-court advantage, but the 
Aussies have never really been consid- 
ered a powerhouse team in the past, so, 
at best, the Australian team will have 
just as much as a chance to win as Italy, 
France - and the United States, for that 
matter. Maybe the Six Days should 
always be held in Australia, where the 
trails will be tough, unlike the majority 
of the trails this year in Italy. 

Win or lose, however, the Six Days is 
an amazing event to attend and, if you 
want, to be a part of. Where else can you 
mingle with Ty Davis; eat dinner with 
Rodney Smith; pour gas for Steve 
Hatch; hand tire-irons to Mike Lafferty; 
give a cup of water to Randy Hawkins; 
or share the spotlight with the entire 
U.S. team at the opening ceremonies 
and, hopefully, next year, at the closing 
ceremonies? CN
